SACRAMENTO, Cal., April 13.— John 
J. Clark, the self-eonfessed bigamist, was 
sent to Foisom to-day to serve ont a thrt^- 
year sentence, the full limit of the law. 

Clark is tlie man who, wIhIp working a? 
eledtrical engineer for the g.is cnmjiany in 
February of this year, rourted and married 
a well-to-do young widow of this city, and 
afterward left her under pretense of having 
to settle up an estate in the K;i<t. Uis 
prolonged abi=once excited lier suspicions. 
Bhe began to inquire around, and Jinding 
that Clark had a wife in the East, swore 
out a warrant for his arrest. 

The officers who arrested Clark discov- 
ered that the woman in the East was not 
the only wife he bad, but that he had two 
others, all of whom were in blissfnl ignor- 
ance of the existence of their rivals. 
Clark, when broudit to trial, pleaded 
gniliy ill tlie liopcs of receiving a light sen- 
tence. He appeared thunderstruck when 
the Judge gave him the extreme penalty. 

In passing sentence upon him Judge Cat- 
lin said: 

"I see no reason in your c.ise why I 
should be lenient. You have betrayed a 
respectable lady of this city, and during 
tlic t!r''t few weeks of your honeymoon, 
while protesting the utmost affection for 
your bride, yon were writing to one of your 
wives in the B^st. You have deceived 
these women with apparently no twinge of 
consoienM." _

This tallies exactly 
with the clothing found on the body now 
at the Morgue. But when the Coroner in- 
terviewed the woman at Port Costa she 
denied that the body was that of her sister, 
and when shown the breastpin claimed she 
did not recognize it. An inquest will be 
held next week, wheti fnrther develop- 
ments are exp ected. _

Vancouver Tramway TAne Sold. 
VANCOUVER. B. C, April 13.— The 
Westminster and Vancouver Electric 
Tramway Company's line, rolling stock 
and property was sold to-day Ijy the bond- 
holders. The property includes the inter- 
snbnrban tramway between thi.s city and 
Westminster and the street railway in the 
latter city. The property was bought by 
Frank Barnard, manager of the Consoli- 
dated Railway and Light Company of this 
city. The price paid was $280,000. It is 
the intention of the company to consolidate 
the whole system.

This year the confla- 
gration that iiitirrnpti'il preparations, de- 
stroyed mati 1 ..il. ' ii'" tlic pro_'re<s of 
the work and deiiiaiuit-ii new outlay and a 
reorganization, has been met with undi- 
minished courage and a cool executive 
ability that has proved itself equal to all 
demands. 

Before the ashes of the old pavilion had 
cooled material for the construction of a 
new building was being hauled to the 
chosen site adjoining the Arlington 
grounds. - In one' week from ttte btiming 
of the old the new pavilion, floating the 
American flag and strung with brilliant 
pennaitts without, its interior a bower of 
beauty, stands proudly beside the tribunes. 

An unfortunate misunderstanding in 
regard to the canopy -top ordered for the 
new pavilion caused .i little ilel.iy in its 
completion. It has been tiuishcd, and, at 
a late hour to-night, the decorations are 
far advanced, and a small army of men 
have settled to their all-night task, which 
is to make the building ready to turn over 
to the Festival Association on Monday. 

The circular dancing-floor— 100 feet in 
diameter-4s covered with white waxed 
canvas. The walls and double platform 
for spectators, nmning around the build- 
ing, are also draped in white. The entire 
ceiling is covered with strips of gold cloth, 
pleated together at the center and spread- 
ing ray -like to the outer circumference. In 
the center is a chandelier 16 feet in di- 
ameter, with l.SO incandescent lights, to 
which twenty garlands of pink roses are 
attached. These are in turn joined to a 
lishnet 20 feet wide studded with 30,0iX) pink 
and white roses, presenting an enchanting 
effect apain--t the ^jold ground. 

The wliole effect of the ceiling is of an 
immense floirt r, the center circle of lights 
being the pistil, the rose-garlands and sta- 
mens and the rose-studded fishnet the en- 
circling petals. Eighteen chandelier posts, 
each capped with a cluster of six incandes- 
cent lights, rise before the circle of seats. 
The center pole is entwined with srailax. 
The music stand, opposite the main en- 
trance, has a balustrade of potted plants. 
Yellow and white draperies line the can- 
opied passage to the Arlington, and the 
canvas-closed corridors of tlie hotel prom- 
enade, 2.')0 feet long, are bowered with hun- 
dreds of potted plants. Steam radiators 
coiiiiecti'd with the Arlington boilers havi' 
been inlnKluced into the pavilion in case it 
should be desirable to heat it on the even- 
ing of the floral ball, and 40UO incandes- 
cent lights are strung from the top of the 
pavilion to various points in the surround- 
ing groanda Gay colored streamers and 
Japanese lanterns float in the Ineece and 
add to the brilliancy of the scene.

X.OS AXOBLES XAXE WAX. 

Insurance Men Meet, But Fail to Arrive 
at an Understanding. 
LOS ANGELES, Cal., April 13.— There 
will be no local Board of Fire Under- 
writers. The war will now be fought to a 
finish. 

The meeting of agents held to-day was 
largely attended, and an extended discus- 
sion was had, during the course of which 
it became plainly evident that no under- 
standing could be arrived at whereby the 
rate war could be stopped. 

The meeting adjourned without any 
action being taken, for the reason that no 
plan for a settlement could be agreed up- 
on. The effect of the continuation of this 
rate war will be that all the residence in- 
surance of the city will be written up for 
three years, and btisiness risks for one year 
at any price. Foliciesthat expire in a year 
will be turned, surrendered and renewed 
for three years at very little cost. 

William Mead, a local insurance agent, 
was given both the school property 
and the city hall insurance policies 
to write. The aggregate insurance 
placed on the school buildings is $256,000, 
of which amount JliKX)ison the furniture. 
This policy is written for a premium of 
$1100, which sum is at a discount of Al]i 
per cent from the union rates. The same 
agent has written a poUcy for 954,000 on 
the city ball, the premium on the same 
being |90, which is a discount of 92 per 
cent from union rates. Lower bids were 
offered by one or two local agents on the 
school buildings' insurance, but their com- 
panies declined to sustain such anaement.

Causes Which Led to the Un- 
timely Death of Land 
Agent Schulze. 



He Had Meditated Suicide Even 
When His Affairs Were In a 
Prosperous Condition. 



TACOMA, W.vfii., April 13.— The fune- 
r.al of I'aul Schulze will be held Sunday 
afternoon at 3 :;!0, from his late residence. 
Rev. A. W. Martin, pastor of the Free 
Church, will officiate. The pall-hearers 
will be .seven business .issociates. including 
General Manager Kendrick of the North- 
em Pacific and Carl Spuhn of Portland. 

Mrs.' Schulze. the divorced wife of the de- 
ceased, arrived to-day from Portland, 
where she has resided since her return 
from Germany a year- ago. She is the 
guest of her sister, Mrs. W. C. Bipley, and 
will attend the funeral. 

The most thorough search has failed to 
reveal a single line of parting to friends, or 
explanation of the condition of his affairs. 
It is evident that he contemplated suicide 
all day Thursday, lie look his private pa- 
pers from hLs vault and put them in a 
package, which he liarried in his liand all 
day. At night he burned these and all 
private papers at his house. 

Thursday was the day after his resigna- 
tion was announced. He assumed a forced 
cheerfulness, and talked about his future 
plans and his belief that he would regain 
his lost position and regain' com- 
plete control of the large proi^erties in 
which he w.is so li.eply interested. 
Though he was glad to be relieved of re- 
sponsibility, it was clear that his sensitive 
spirit was stung by his removal from his 
position. 

Schulze burned up the addresses of his 
relatives in Qermany. To-day German 
Consul Oiese cabled Dr. Paul Lindau of the 
Deutsche Bank at Berlin, Germany, to 
a.scertain their address. The deceased was 
the son of a German baron. 

Several months ago he described to ex- 
Mayor lluson and others how he had at- 
tempted suicide last Xovembor by taking 
poison, but failed. He said he was not re- 
sponsible for beiii;,- hroughtinto the world, 
and he heiievi il he had a perfect right to 
take himself out of it. .\s l:ite as Tuesday 
he told how a man could meet a painless 
death by shooting himself through the 
temple. This was the method he adopted. 
Metliods of suicide was a particularly in- 
teresting subject to him, for he tidked 
about it years ago when his affairs were 
wholly prosperous. 

Land Commissioner Phipps of the Xorth- 
ern Pacific Railway arrived from St. Paul 
to-night. He says Mr. .^chulze was re- 
iiuivi d 1m'c;u.~c it w.'i~ ilioii;,'lit }ir was de- 
voting too much of his time to otiier com- 
panies. He says that the laiid department 
will change its policy, and sell the rail- 
road lands at reduced prices and on better 
terms. The inference is that Mr. Schulze 
and Mr. Phipps had differed as to matters 
of policy. . • . 

Thomas Cooper, ex-Mayor of South 
Bend, this State, will probably be ap- 
pointed general land agent to succeed Mr. 
Schulze. He is now auditor and assistant 
general manager of the Northern Pacific 
Coal <'oTii]>any. 

.Schulze's life was insured for $40,000 or 
$1,5,000. It is understood one policy for 
$20,000 is in favor of a local bank and was 
given as security for a loan.

ESCAPE WITH THBIB BOOTY. 



Close Pursuit of the Highwaymen 
by Posses From Surrounding 
Townia. 



COLrSA, Cal., April 13.— The stage 
running between Norman ana Princeton, 
owned by .John Bogps and known as the 
Boggs line, was held up by two masked 
men about live miles from Princeton this 
morning at 11 fi'clock. 

The driver, Henry Cole, who was alone, 
was driving along slowly, when two 
masked men stepped out from tbe road- 
side and, pointing a brace of revolvers at 
his head, ordered him to halt. Cole's 
hands went up promptly. The highway- 
men then compelled' him to throw ont 
Wells, Fargo & Co.'s treasure-box. .This 
was done with alacrity, and Cole, thinking 
the robbers had secured all they were 
after, was about to pick up the reins, when 
he was stopped by the gruff command: 

"Hold on; we are not ihrouph with yott 
yet. (Jet down off that stage and hold up 
your hands." 

Cole hesitated a moment. There was 
the click of a pistol-hammer, and the ban- 
dit shouted : 

" you, get down, or I'll Mow yonr 

head off!" 

Tbe driver then sprang from the stage, 
and the larger of the two robbers, who 
seemed to take the lead in everything, 
commanded the smaller to "Keep a bei^ 
on him while T go throngh him." Cole 
was then searched, the robber securing 
about $26 in cash. He was then ordered to 
get back on the sta; >and drive on, and lost 
no time in obeying. 

After driving out of range Cole stopped 
the horses and watched the movements 
of the robbers. They put the treasure-box 
in a sack and carried it ijetween them to 
where their horses were tied, nearly a half- 
mile away. There they burst it open. 
Tbe box contained $57183 in checks and 
$55 in cash. The robbers then mounted 
their horses and rode rapidly northwaid^ 
witn their booty. 

Cole drove as fast as possible to Norman 
and gave the alarm, and soon every 
one who could scare tip n horse, cart or 
conveyance of any kind was out in pursuit 
of the robbers. As they had but an hour's 
start and are on the open plains, it is very 
likely they will be captured. 

Colp describes the larger man as being 
about a feet 7 or 8 inches in height and 
weighing about 170 pounds. He wore a 
large black slouch hat and heavy shoes. 
The small man was sparely built, 5 feet 6 
or 7 inches in height and weighed about 
130 pounds. He also wote a dark slouch 
hat. Both men wore blue overalls and 
jumpers. Their faces were covered with 
masks of black cloth. The large maaxoda 
a bay and the other a brown horse. 

In some way the robbers mii.-t have 
ascertained that money would be carried 
on the stage to-day. It is seldom that 
any is shipped over this line, and the offi- 
cers are endeavoring to find out how the 
robbers were made aware that the treasure- 
box was to go ' through to-day. Their 
booty was all in checks, with tbe exception 
of the $55 !n cash which the box contained, 
and the $20 taken from Cole. It is thought 
probable that the men got a train at some 
station to the north, and telegrams have 
been sent along the line of the railroad 
company warning the offloeis to be oni tha 
lookout for the men.

OTHEB ABRESK TO FOLLOW. 



One Map Has Turned State's Evi- 
dence and Revealed the Names 
of Those Implicated. 



CARSON, Xev., April 13.— T'nitcd States 
JIarsh.ll Huniphrevs walkcil into I'.ry.^on's 
saloon this afternoon and arretted .loiin T. 
.lones on the rhargc of takini; $77,<<"i from 
the I'nited t-tatis mint. Jones went at 
once to his attorneys, and began to hunt 
bondsmen. Within an hoar, H. M. Yering- 
ton. eX'OoTemor Goleord, John Bosser 
and Leslie Bell appeared before Commis- 
sioner Edwards, of the United States Dis- 
trict Court, and gave bail in the snm of 
$25,000. 

The complaint upon which the warrant 
was issued was sworn to by X. R. Harris 
before United State:- Commissioner T. J. 
Edwards. It cHarges that on the 21it day 
of July, 1893. and at divers times between 
the 18th day of February, 1890, and the 
11th day of Februarv, 1885, John T. Jones 
teok from the melter and refiner of the 
United States mint at Carson City per- 
sonal property in the matter of gold and 
silver t^ars and gold and silver metals, in 
graanlated form, to the value of $77,000, 
which said personal property belonged to 
the tJpited States, and was under the care"' 
and eontrol of the mclter and refiner of the 
mint. This property was feloniously 
curried aw.ny with the intent to defraud 
the United .'^tate? Ooyernment. 

There was a stormy scene in the Com- 
jnissioner's office when the bond was 
signed. H. M. Yerington, the wealthiest 
of the bondsmen, refused point blank to 
sign if he was to be held tot more than the 
individual amount of $10,000. He also de- 
clined to sign for a liability extending be- 
yond a specified time. The bond was al- 
tered several times to suit him and when 
linally siencd contined the liabilities to the 
Hni'v.iiit of f lO.CiOO each for Yerington and 
Colcord and ^"iOOCieach for Kosser and Bell. 

Much comment was caused by the 
amotuit of the bond being less than the 
amount Jones is charged with having 
taken.' The Appeal of this morning pub- 
lished a caustic article, taking the United 
States District Attorney to task for allow- 
ing Heney, the San t'rancisco mispect, to 
slip away. It is now clidmed that Heney 
attempted to leave for Canada, but, finding 
himself shadowed all the way to Butte 
City, returned to San Francisco and hired 
W. W. Foote to defend him. 'William 
■Woodbnrn of this city is also retained. 

It is current here that the money of the 
parties implicated is behind Heney, but 
others hold that his hiring a lawyer is but 
a blind to cover up the fact that he has 
turned State's evidence and given the 
authorities the inside of Ae whole busi- 
ness. He was a per diem man who is sup- 
posed to have discovered the operations of 
the ring and was accordingly counted in. 
His bullion, amoonting to |22,000, was 
traced to Reno. 

There is great excitement here to-night, 
and the names of others to be arrest«d on 
Monday are on everybody's tongue. 
'Within the past f(prty-cipht hours several 
parties who liave been reticent have given 
important testimony to the officials. 

Jones has many friends in this city, who 
express the belief that be will clear him- 
self. He meets the charge with good 
nerve and is about the street smiling and 
talking with his friends as usual. The 
preliminary examination is set for Thurs- 
day at 10:30 o'clot k before Judge Hawley. 
Jones was assistant melter and refiner 
under Zahriskie ilurinj^ the Republican 
administration and under Hirsch and Ilar- 
ris daring the present administration, until 
•oapended a few days ago.

Federal Authorities Can Give No 
Relief and a Relsn of Terror 
Exists. 



PARIS. Tax., AprU 13.— War has broken 
loose in the. eastera part of the Choctaw 
Nation. Ever since the Jones-Locke feud 
of two years ago the deadliest ounity has 
prevailed between i»arties of different 
political beliefs. 

News travels slowly in that isolated sec- 
tion and it was only a couple of weeks ago 
that the fuU-blood Choctaws, who cannot 
speak English, ieamed of the troubles that 
e.Tistcd between QoTemor Jones and Dick 
Locke. 

Last Mondsy Arnold Isliche was shot 
down by aomd unknown party in his own 
yard. He h^ui been an avowed friend of 
QoTsmer Jones and was a man of influence 
in his commnntty.' His assassination 
aroused tiie wfade oommnnity and the 
Cooper boys, who had always been warm 
frieids «t lioeke, were suspected of the 
crime. 

Day before yesterday Solomon Lonaker, 
Simpson I.onaker and three other friends 
, laid in wait tw.. miles nortli of Kagk-ton, in 
the Choctaw nation, fortlie Coopers, who 
I were planting a crop. As the Coopers 
! came np the Lonakers opened fire from 
ambush with Winchesters. The fire was 
returned. There were five men in each 
party, and for three minutes a deadly 
fusillade nrevaUed. 

The results were not known until yester- 
day, when Oovernor Oardlner of the Choc 
taw nation chanced to pass the place, and 
found Solomon Lonaker, Simpson Lona- 
ker, <'ariu'lius Cooper and Tom Forbes 
dead in 1 he luail, within a few feet of each 
other, witli their Winchesters in their 
hands. 

Near his dead brother lay William 
Cooper, shot in a dozen places, but still 
alive and consciou.s. He gave Governor 
Oardiner a detailed statement of the whole 
affair. His statement cannot be had now, 
but enough is known to show that the 
Lonakers were instated to do the bloody 
work by the use of money given by politi- 
cal friends. 

The Coopers were very i>opnlar and their 
friends are fnriotis over the affair and are 
on the warpatb sT/earing vengeance against 
the Lonakers aiii! all their friends. 

(lovernor Garuin.T was here to-day, and, 
while deploring the situation, was power- 
less to do anything. The Federal authori- 
ties eould give no relief, as all of the par- 
ties weia Indiaa eitissBS and had triolstsd 
no Federal law. 



PHTSIOIAVS AEE IH9IGVANT. 



Their Wrath Poured Forth Upon 
the Executive and the Board 
of Examinera. 



XAPA, Cal., April 13.— Telephones and 
terrapin. Southern clams and Eastern oys- 
ters, pineapples from the tropics and 
oranges from Riverside, Napa wine with a 
Btydeaox stamp, sherry from nowhere, 
shrimps, ale and alcohol- this is the list 
through which Governor Budd has drawn 
his blue pencil, after due deliberation with 
other members of the State Board of Ex- 
aminers. In a learned opinion the suave 
and astute Attcrney-General Fitzgerald 
urges the chief executive on. 

The edict has gone forth and the majesty 
of the law must be upheld. It was bad 
enough to lose the telephones, and now 
hearken to the wail that follows that mem- 
ory of dear days agone— terrapin and 
champagne days— no mors to return. Can 
a man in the employ of the State be ex- 
pected to train for high official flights on 
Uie plain diet of a laborer? 

The Governor says yes, and his Attor- 
ney-General concurs. 

The Secretary of State quotes authorities 
to show that State officials have lived, 
labored and died without ever knowing 
the taste of terrapin or cliampagne, or ever 
having seen a telephone. But all this is 
not satisfactory, and the epicures who pre- 
side over the big institntions of the State 
arc very mad. 

Ominous mutterings of the approaching 
storm have l>een in tibe air for some time, 
and a cloudbnzst was looked for here to- 
day when the trustees of the Insane asy- 
lum met to argue the point with Governor 
Budd and his Attorney-GeneraL His Ex- 
cellency, however, did not put in an ap- 
ycarance, and Fitzgerald was likewise 
absent, thus leaving the representation of 
the State to Lew Brown and Secretary 
George Pratt. The routine business of the 
board was quickly transacted. It con- 
sisted in re-electing the old staff of physi- 
cians, as follows: Dr. A. M. Gardner, 
snperintendent and resident physician; 
Dr. L. F. Dozier, firft assistant; Dr. Q. R. 
Bowles, second asustant; Sr. Dreshsck 
Smith, third assistant. 

With one^zceptioB fhedioicewas nn- 
animoos. When nominations for first 
assistant were declared in ordsr Trustee A. 
J. Hull arose and placed in nomination Dr. 
Crowder of Santa Rosa. Trustee R. P. 
Landin nominated Dr. Dozier for re-elec- 
tion, and upon balloting the latter re- 
ceiven tlie vote of all the members of the 
board, with the exception of Hull, who 
stood firmly by bis fr'cnd from Santa 
Rosa. 

Trustee Howe then introduced a resolu- 
tion reducing the salary of the second 
assistant physician fiom $2500 per annum 
to $2000. Hull opposed the issolation on 
the ground that the second asi^stant per- 
formed the same duties as those assigned 
to other members of the staff. In his 
opinion they should all fare alike. 

Howe argued for his resolution. In it he 
saw conformity to the policy of the present 
administration — retrenchment. It was not 
wise, he said, to place the members of the 
staff upon a tinancial equality. Hull 
hnally offered an amendment to the Howe 
resolution fixing salariesat the old hgures — 
$2500 per annum for the first and second 
assistants and 11800 per annum for the 
third. 

Hull then announced the presence of 
Brown and Pratt from the State Board of 
Examiners, and regretted the absence of 
Oovernor Budd and Attomey-Oeneral 
Fitzgerald, wha had promised to come up 
and argue on telephones and terrapin. He 
(BnU) desired a private conference with 
tits examiners present, ConUaning he said : 

"I do not know the powers granted to 
the State Board of Examiners, but some- 
body is wrong. They have refused to pass 
certain items in our bills since January, 
varying from $160 down to $25. Recently 
two liarrels of ale were cut from a bill— a 
mere matter of $oO. This ale was ordered 
by the doctor for patients, and was al>so- 
Intely necessary. Not a drop of it went to 
nourish the physicians. 

"We are personally liable under the law 
for the payment of luxuries cutout on the 
bills. I irill not stana any soeh nonssnss, 
sad furthermore, I wUl not haremy ehar* 
aoter besmisohed by Goremox Bodi or any 
one else." 

Seeietary of State Brown arose to reply. 

"We have made no distiaetion," he be- 
gan, "and no one, aslar as I am aware, has 
cast reflections upon any member of this 
board. Oar policy is one of retrenchment. 
We are in office to prevent the unnecessary 
expenditure of State funds, and we pro- 
pose to do our duty. In institutions of 
this kind a line must be drawn between 
necessities and luxuries. Mnch money has 
been wasted." 

Then Mr. Brown went on to explain why 
the telephones had been eat off, and how 
the superintendent of a certain State insti- 
tution had been given to paying |3 for a 
pair of ^ueks, two or thie* times a wsek 
for bis private table, all on the State, of 
conrse. 

Dr. Gardner rose to reply. He said that 
luxuries were necessary for some of the pa- 
tients, and that he cooid not consistently 
put the same fare before yisitors ss that 
served to his wards. 

"We have visitors here.'' continued Dr. 
Gardner, "from all parts of the world, who 
carry away impressions. They must be 
entertained. Many things rejected on our 
bills are allowed at Ban ^Quentin, Agnews 
and Stockton, and still in the fooe a< this 
fsct our expense per capita is 38 cents, 
while in other places it is 72 cents. We 
consume less liquor here than in the other 
institutions, and the so-called luxuries cost 
only 12>^ cents per lyead for the twenty-four 
patients requiring extra fare. If the State 
will not allow the expense of proper food 
for my guests then the money must eome 
out of my own pocket." 

Mr. Brown said that tlie discussion 
might as well be postponed, as he was not 
authorised to give Instructions without the 
Governor's eonssnt. In his opinion, how- 
ever, the Ust ol expensive loxwries should 
be out down for this month.

WAPHINTiTON', D. C, April 13.— The 
interest the ad;!iini«tration takts in tlic 
campaign against the free silver ni'ivtment 
is uhdisgaised.

Cleveland 1» preparing to send to the Chi- 
cago business men, in reply to their invi- 
tation to deliver an address upon the ctir- 
rency, is no less emphatic than he ad- 
dressed to the Chamber of Commerce of 
Kew York early in 1892, although it is 
probable that he will go more into details 
and more explicitly state the reasons for 
bis oppoMiiiou to the free coinage of silver 
at 16 to 1. 

Secretary Carlisle will deliver two 
Speeches on the suljject of the currency, 
but largely devoted to silver.

MUBJiJUOA-S IDEA OF IT. 

S«y« the Bilrer Qurmtion It Second Only 

to Ihe Tariff. 
• WATERLOO, Ul., April 13.— The Hon. 
"William ilorrison, who arrived here yes- 
terday, was asked by an Associated Press 
ri jiorter to-day to s've his views on tlic 
siiver question. He said his j.resence at 
Lome at this time had no counectiou with 
nor relation to the June Democratic con- 
vention. He had simply stopped over on 
his way West, where the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission had some business. He 
aaid that during the canvass last year he 
had made several speeches and in one dis- 
cussed the silver question freely and fully, 
Stating his own views. 

"The importance of this subject," he 
said, "is s-:. I ::d oniy to the tariff. Its un- 
satisfactory and unsettled condition is be- 
lieved to have aggravated the linancial 
and business ditUculties through which 
we have been compelled to pa.ss. The 
placiB whicit silver sball occupy in our 
monetary system, it seems, is a question 
which will not down. The effort to settle 
it through the Sherman bill by the Repub- 
lican party was a confessed failure. That 
party hastened to join in undoing its work. 
The sentiment in favor of a larger use of 
silver ai:d on terms interchangeable with 
gold seems to be growing both here and 
abroad. 

"Apparently nobody in Europe is cour- 
ageous or relentless enough to attempt the 
double standard without England's con- 
sent. We can safely do this with England 
and all Europe opposing. It is not the 
legal-tender quality which makes our silver 
dollars more valuable than the silver in 
them. It is because under the practice of 
our financial system they are interchange- 
able with gold tbrouL'h the treasury. 

"\\'hen silver was discredited by being 
Ijeing left out of the coinage laws of 1873, 
there was notliing in tlie relative values of 
silver and gold to justiiy it. Tins is not 
the only cause, but it is one reason why 
the commercial value of silver is not more 
than It ia. In prosperous times we could 
safely use a large amount of silver, always 
providing for its convertibility into money 
which does not get its value from the law. 
The Secretarj- of the Interior, Hoke Smith, 
said in a speech that the bullion in the 
treasury was being coined as fast as the 
mints could do it, which W(juM increase 
our tirculation to the extent of $."«,<XKJ,000. 
It woiiid seem to mean that the bullion in 
the treasury, including seigniorage, is 
being coined."

OMAH.\, NKiii:.. April 13.— In an inter- 
view with a representative of the Asso- 
ciated Press .'Senator Thurston denied that 
he had chanced his views on the financial 
question during his tour of the West. He 
had always dec lared himself in harmony 
with the Republican national jiliitform 
favoring American bimetalh^rn. lie was 
strongly opposed to the opening of the 
mints to the free coinage of the silver prod- 
uct of other countries until an interna- 
tional bimetallic agreement bad been 
reached. He was in favor, however, of the 
free coinage of the American product, 
nnder legislation which would maintain 
the equal purchasing and debt-paying 
power of all American dollars. 

Senator Thurston predicted tlint the 
next Congress wouid give no tinanclai leg- 
islation for the reason tliat, wliile there 
was a majority for free silver in the .Senate, 
the I're^ident undoubtedly stood commit- 
ted tr. tlie gold standard. So soon as one 
political party is in power in all branches 
Mr. Thurston predicts legislation on the 
silver question, but not before. Such leg- 
islation when it comes, he added, cannot 
be expected to meet the demands for the 
extremists on either side. It would be the 
result of compromise. Hr. Thurston ex- 
pressed the belief that the business par- 
alysis was the result of the abandonment 
of protection, but he had seen signs of im- 
provement during his Western tonr.

WASHINGTON, D. C, April IS.— Secre- 
tary Herbert decided to-day to award 
to the Columbia Iron Works of Hal- 
tiniore the contract of building three tor- 
pedo-boats. This firm was the lowest bid- 
dt r at fM7,000 for each boat, and they will 
be built in designs drawn by the Navy De- 
partment. The competition for this work 
was keen and brought out bids from all 
parts of the country, and a strong effort 
was made to secure a distribution of the 
contracts and the acceptance of original de- 
signs furnished by some of the bidders. 
This last i'ropo.sition was referred to a 
special board, wiiicii reported, however, in 
favor of tlie de-ig:i^. but favored adistribu- 
! tion so as to senire a faster but more ex- 
pensive boat proposed by the I'liiou Iron 
, AVorks of .-^an I'ranc isco, which last sug- 
\ gestion was not accepted by the Secretary. 

The department has been keeping a 
watchful eye upon the performance of 
some of the new English torpedo-boats, 
which have attained the marvelous speed 
of :2S and 29 knots per hour, and having 
disposed of the three boats above referred 
to. .Secretary Herbert has taken u)> the 
subject of designs for the other boats au- 
thorized by the last naval aiipropriation 
bill. He has given suggestions that these 
boats «hall be larger all around than their 
predecessors, which are to !)<■ l.'!S tons dis- 
placement and '2i)'^ knots speed. 

The new boats, for which bids will be 
asked later on, will be of about 180 tons. 
This is forty tons smaller than the English 
class, the fastest they have afloat. Yet 
they will be required to show a speed of 28 
knots per hour. In view of the favorable 
terms secured for these three boats just 
awariled to the Columbian Iron Works, it 
is l olieved that these three flyerscan be 
built within the appre<priation.

8PRIN<JFrEIJ), III., April 1.3.— Fire 
broke out at noon to-day in the Senate 
wing of the State House, and, fanned by a 
fierce gale, raged for over an hour and 
caused a damage of $25,000. 

During the fire the greatest excitement 
prevailed among the inmates of the State 
House, and owing to the high wind and 
difiiculty in getting at the lire, which was 
under the roof, it was for a time feared 
that the whole State House would be 
ruined. The frightened employes in the 
various departments were in a panicky 
stale.

WAPHIXGTON, D. C, April 13.— Re- 
ports to the Internal Revenue Office here 
say the income tax returns are coming in 
very rapidly, and in aomh cases the ap- 
pointment of additional clerical force has 
been necessary. It is probable that the 
Revenue Bureau will hold a sale of stand 
ing timber, and royalties on coal, mineral 
oil and gas wells products will be treated 
as rents, and therefore not subject to tax. 

As to the salary of United States Judges 
no olHeial action has yet been taken, and 
it is probable that nothing will be done 
until the c<iurts have decided the question. 
It is belicverl tliat many Judges have al- 
ready made their returns. 

The petition asking for a rehearing of 
the income-tax case probably will be made 
for Monday by Lawyer Guthrie. In view 
of the imnortance of the case the impres- 
sion prevails that the court will grant the 
motion, .lujtice .lack.son's health has im- 
proved considerably of late, and it is 
known he recently expressed his determi- 
nation to come to AWashington and resume 
his official duties at once, in case the in- 
come-tax suits were set down for imme- 
diate hearing. 

In view of this fact, it is believeil that 
the ca.scs will be reopened and an early 
decision be given upon those portions of 
the law upon which the Justices are now 
equally divided. The sudden forcing of 
the income-tax suit to another early trial 
is not agreeable to all parties to the last 
suit, and a very strong intimation was 
given here to-day that some of the coun- 
sel preferred waiting until next autumn, 
as the impression prevails that Justice 
Jackson is favorable to the income-tax law. 

Later information concerning Justice 
Jackson would indicate that he did not ex- 
pect to return to Washington until Octo- 
ber (which would delay a rehearing until 
then) and that it was coupled with the 
statement that if his health did not per- 
mit him to resume his duties he would 
send in bis resignation to the President. 
There is no doubt as to the President's 
views upon the expediency and constitu- 
I tionality of the income tax. His sugges- 
! tiiin to Congress that a low rate income tax 
: •■];•' ;ld i.c enacteil was only maile after the 
: • fill r-x.-inination of all the ques- 
tions involved, and as a result of this ex- 
amination be was, and is still convinced, 
that an income lax law is constitutional. 
It is understood that his views differ radi- 
cally from those of the court in the rent 
exemption question as contained in their 
opinion of last Monday. Mr. Cleveland, 
it is said, holds to the opinion that the 
taxation of incomes received from rents is 
not a direct tax within the meaning of the 
constitution, and that in case of the re- 
tirement of Justice Jackson during his 
term of office he will see to it that his suc- 
cessor's views coincide with his own on 
this important point.

The little girl's skull had been crushed 
in by a heavy blow with an ax, and there 
were unquestionable iiKlications of other 
crimes. .Vnptis 0. l^ilbert. iiit:ht station 
acent of the Savin Hill station of the Old 
('(iloiiy division of the New York, N'ew 
Haven and Hartford Railroad, is tinder 
arrest, charged with the crime. 

George Sterling, who is a hairdresser, re- 
ported to the police , at midnight last 
Wednesday that his little daughter had 
disappeared some time during the after- 
noon, while Mrs. Sterling and other mem- 
bers of the family were absent. Searching 
parties looked all day Thursday, but could 
find no trace of her. Officen rerkins and 



Smith were given charge of the case, and 
yesterday the latter was informed by Miss 
Edith Held that she had seen from her 

lesidenee a ni.in with a red mustache and 
light overeiKit leading the little Sterling 
girl down the railroad track toward the 
beach. 

From the description, the oflicer.s de- 
cided the man they wanted wa.s (filbert, 
the night station agent at the depot. In 
the daytime he worked for O. \V. Km- 
mons. He sleiit in an old =tahle on the 
Dermis estate near by, and Miss Reid 
states she was positive the man went in 
this direction. 

The officers this afternoon instituted a 
search of the premises surronnding both 
the Dennis estate and the Bmmons place. 
During the search Gilbert was fonnd at 
work at the Emmons place and was placed 
under arrest. The old stable was then 
searched. When the manure pile was 
searched Oflieer Perkins struck a human 
foot. A body was pjlled out and identi- 
fied as Alice Sterling. Her skull was 
crushed and the cause of her death was 
apparent. Her clothing was torn. A 
bloody ax was fonnd near by, concealed 
under a beam. 

An autopsy will be held Monday. Gil- 
bert would not admit the crime, but when 
brought handonfted to view the body he 
trembled Hke an aspen leaf. Gilbert is 
rather slim, almost six feet tall and is 2S 
years old. He came from Mtisquedoberl 
Harbor, Nova Scotio, near a year ago, and 
was consiiicred a good business man. 

Miss Reid, who famished the clew, and 
another woman. living, near by, called at 
the station late to-night and positively 
identified the prisoner as the man they 
saw with the little girl on Wednesday. 

Mrs. Sterling is piosttated ovei the affaik 



and is in a precarious condition. Gilbert 
was an acquaintance of Sterling and con- 
sequently was not unknown to the child.

At the preliminary exami- 
nation they were discharged.

WA8HIXGT0N, D. C, April 13.— The 
Chinese legation has received no confirma- 
tion of the advices from Japan that an 
understanding has been reached and there 
is a strong disposition on the part of the 
Chinese to regard the report as premature. 
An ominous lull has occurred since the 
first brief dispatch camp from Japan that 
an undorstandin.g had been reached. Yet 
tiie concessions leading to ii e agreement 
have not been reported, and it is stated 
they will not be made known far a week or 
ten days. There is no doafat China has 
appealed to Russia and othn Enropean 
nations aftainst the terms Japan originally 
proposed. 

An interesting question arises as to 
whether the unmistakable threats of Rus- 
sia, and the appeal of that nation for inter- 
vention by the powers w.is antecedent or 
subsequent to the peace nndcrstandiiip re- 
ported yesterday between Japan and 
Cliina. The vie'vs of the State Department 
officials is that the advices from Russia 
are really based upon the staty of the 
peace negotiations several day^ago, and 
that since then the Japanese conditions 
have been materially modified, and arc 
now assuming sneh Aape n to makttbem 
more agreeable to Russia or to other Euro- 
pean powers. 

As officially stated in the Associated 
Press dispatches, among the original Jap- 
anese demands was one for the absolute 
cession of Port Arthur. -Vlthough not 
specilically stated it is probable tliis in- 
cluded a cession of a considerable tract of 
Country in ili" vii inity of the port. As 
Port Arthur is within the limits of the 
great province ef Manchuria, this demand, 
if persisted in, would conflict directly with 
the Russian nltimatnm delivered at the 
very beginning of hostilities, and repeated 
more than once since in a semi-official 
manner, to wit: That she could not per- 
mit the acquisition by Japan of any por. 
tion of Manchuria. 

Ofiicials of the State Depurtnient areeen- 
tideiit that wiliiin the ia?t few days the 
Japanese demand on this point has been 
modified «o u3 to permit only the tempor- 
rary occcupation of Port Arthur, perhaps 
only so long as the war indemnity shall re- 
main unpaid. To snch a stipolation, it is 
said, no reasonable objectioB could be 
made, as it would be baaed npon the 
precedent set by Germany in imposing 
terms of peace upon France, when she re- 
tained the great French fortress of Belfort 
until the indemnity was paid. The prac- 
tical effect of this in that case was to cause 
tlie I'rcnt li to pay the war indemnity in a 
space of time f;tr shorter than was allowed 
by the treaty, in order to escape the humil- 
iation of foreign occupancy of French ter- 
ritory. 

Of course if Japan follows a simiiar 
course in respect to Port Arthnr the 
Bossian Ooternment will make tare that 
■be baa ample guarantee that the occu- 
pied pott will be evacuated within a fixed 
period of time. It is also pointed out that 
Japan may justly make such a demand

OIL CITV. Pa., April 1.3.— The advance 
of 2.3 cents in Ijma and Indiana oil yester- 
day was followed this morning by a notice 
from the Seep Purchasing Agency that it 
would pay %l tS* hUtel tot Fetansylvsnia 
credit balance. This advance of 25 cents 
from Thursday's prices had a plempt effect 
on the speculative oil market.

ford, Petrolla, Parker, Warren and Titus- 
ville.

A limited num- 
iier of .-. rtiii. a!. - (ai.out 7.'.0 in all) pre- 
v,iii~ ■ii-.iHiifr in extensive lots, but the 
width of liie Huctuations more than makes 
up any discratMu^.in .fbe azoitemant and 
uncertainty <rf the business. On Monday 
the market closed at |1'30, and at 11:15 to- 
day it was selling af |1 96, an advance of 
66 cents, more than 10 cents a day for the 
week. 

Although there was some realizing of 
profits on Thursday and io-day, the ma- 
jority of buying to-day was for speculative 
investment. 

It opened excited and strong with sale? 
at $190, or 21 cents liigiier than en t lie 
evening of Good Friday. In less than ten 
minutes after the opening sales had been 
made at $1 95 and at |1 92>^.

Gkp.mant, April 13.— The spell 
of .spring-like weather which marked the 
opening days of the week compensated 
Berliners and Germans generally for th6 
absence of excitement In (Mlitieal mat- 
ters, which, since the Bismarck tselebra- 
tions, remain in a state of torpor. The 
bright, warm sunshine gave evity promise 
of an agreeable Eastertide, and the dis- 
paraging weather prophecies of Professor 
Falb were met with bantering skepticism. 
Ficursions to tlie Grunewald and other 
suburban resorts were widely planm d by 
Berliners for (iood Friday, but tlie profes- 
sor's ))redictioiis were unfortunately veri- 
fied by the return of a cold northern wind 
and clouds, and the day was generally 
cheeriesB. ThorsfoM the heliday makers 
mostfy ptefened to tanainih Bwlin rather 
than risk the inclement wdather in the 
country. 

The fact announced here that the planets 
occupied on Good Friday exactly the same 
position as on the day Christ was crucified 
aroused a good deal of curiosity among 
curious and religious folk, who. however, 
were disai'pointed in the observance, 
owing to the fact tliat the heavens were 
overcast. The sky to-dav was somewhat 
brighter and hopes of ft j^easaat Easter are 
reviving. 

The 8a.dden advent of warmtweather led 
16 a Apid rise of the tf«en Elbe and Oder, 
reenlting in the inundation of lafgS dis- 
tricts. The whole region around Berlin is 

under water owing to the overflow of the 
rivers Spre* and Havel. The people at 
Spandau are using boats to reach their 
churches and schools. In Dresden the 
waters of the Elbe are receding slowly 
after doing much damage and attaining a 
greater depth tiian for twelve years past. 
The dikes broke near AVynse, in spite of 
the exertions of the military engineers,and 
seventeen viUages ef Verlaads were inun- 
dated. Vegetation in Nevttem Oermany 
is a month behind and the excessive mois- 
ture retards ^rtcultuft sdll fiorther. 

Herr von Kets, the Court Marshal, whose 
acquittal by the court on the charge of 
writing anonymous and insulting letters 
to the highest court personages has been 
confirmed by Emperor William, has not 
allowed the matter to rest there. He has 
determined to fiercely vindicate his honor 
and he and his family are trying to not only 
find the culprit, but those who cast sus- 
picion upon himself. 

Von Kotz has already sent three chal- 
lenges, and the first duel came oB to-day 
with Baron von BeiachSaeh, the Court 
Chamberlain. Pistols trers the weopons 
nsed, ana Von Kotz received a bullet in 
his hip. It is imderstood Barons Von 
P.eischsMh and Von Bchrsder, whose in- 
discretions are alleged to have caused in- 
jury to Von Kotz, will be dismissed. Von 
Kotz, after settling his duels, will retire 
permanently to his estates, where his wife 
has already preceded him. His wound is 
not a serious one and he is expected to re- 
cover shortly. The conditions of the duel 
required an exchange of shots until one of 
the combatants me disabled. 

Emperor Williatt, when informed of 
the acquittal of Von Kots by the military 
coiirt. sent his adjutant, Von Bchotick, to 
C' . ugratulate him. 

The Emperor will remove to the new 
palace at Potsdam next week. Emperor 
William is going on an eastern tour of 
Thuringia, Vpper Hesse and Baden in order 
to enjoy some shooting. FmperorWilliam 
is not writing a military work, as reported, 
but is preparing a number of essays upon 
the campaigns of Freilerick the Great, into 
which hitherto unpublished material will 
be introduced. The military instructor of 
the Crown Prince is drawing plans of 
battles for these esasys. The Emperor 
will read an essay to an andience at the 
War Academy this spring or summer. 
Toward the end of the month his Majesty 
goes grouse shooting in Alsace-Lorraine 
and will staj a few days at his Chateau 
d'Arville in Lorraine. 

A laborer, 72 years of age, has walked 
from Gumbinnen, a town of East Prussia, to 
Berlin, taking twenty-nine days to make 
the journey and arriving here on Wednes- 
day last iB Older to see the Emperor aud 
implore his Majesty to grant him an old- 
age pension.

American Strinffa Giving English

LONDOX, ExG,, April 1.!,— There was a 
general exodus from London on Thursday 
last, everybody who coula do so hurrying 
away to tlte country or seaside for the 
Eister holidays. The fashionable houses 
of the metropolis are as a rule closed for 
the present, and Brighton and other re- 
sorts are crowded with holiday makers. 

The Princess of Wales has abandoned 
her contemplated journey to Denmark, 
where she was to visit her parents, and in- 
stead a family party, including the Duke 
and Duchess of York and the Duke and 
Ducliess of Fife, has assembled at Sand- 
ringham for the Easter holidays. 

Parliament will not mecet a^'ain tintil 
April -2, which will give time for u change 
in the political atmosphere. The situation 
is now charged with electricity and a rup- 
ture between the Conservatives and the 
Liberal-Unionists is predicted. 

There are growing di&erenoes in policy 
between the Bight Hon. A. J. Balfour, the 
Conservative leader in the Bouse of CoOi- 
mons, and the Right Hon. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, the the leader of the Liberal- 
Unionists. The latter is known to bitter^jr, 
resent the recent criticisms upon his con- 
duct which have appeared in different Con- 
servative newspapers, and as a result he 
lias Bounddd a note of warning in bis 
new spaperorgan at Birmingham, for which 
city he hag been a representative in Par- 
liament since 1878. There is no doubt that 
the liberal - Unionists are becoming 
idarmed at the leanings ef certain promi- 
nent members Of the Conservative party 
toward what is known here as "fair trade." 

The Birmingham Post the Other day, 
discussing this feature of the Conservative 
policy declared: "If free trade and free 
corn are to be put in the balance against 
an Irish N'ationalist Parliament, then we 
say that the latter would be an inlinitely 
le.sser evil than a return to protection." 

Those who are in charge of the string of 
American horses belonging to Mr. Croker 
and ilr.

If our handicap herses'Me bad, Stonenell 
may cut us up as easily as Parole and Foz- 
hall did some jrears ago. At any rate I 
have seen enough to make me rsgtfd them 
as extremely dangerous."

QUEER PI ALEPT S raVIYALS. 

Twa Worda Whleh Appear to Be Used 
Ezclnslvely In Maine. 
A writer in the Boston Journal gives an 
account ol the use of two words by the 
country people of Maine which appear to 
be of Teutonic origin bnt have no corre- 
sponding terms in other branches of the 
great Germanic language stem. He says: 
"When I was a boy in the State of Maine 
the boys of 10 to 20 years— seldom or never 
the middle-aced or old people— used the 
words 'linger' and 'lingiii' (pronounced 
'ling-er' and not liicc 'linger,' to loiter), as 
substantive and arijoctive respectively, to 
denote unii.-ual size, coupled with a certain 
idea of extraordinary qualities. For in- 
stance, one said, perhaps, 'Jim caught a 
lingin bis pickerel yesterday.' Or one 
asked, 'Was it a bijr one'/' to be answered 
with enthusiasm, 'Oh, yes, 'twas a linger 1' 



These words were always given special 
emphasis when iisi d as above indicated. 
I do not find this contt mporancous use of 
the good old Teutonic root, lingen, or 
pelingen (to succeed, to be strong), noted 
111 our dictionaries, and yet it is in common 
use among young people in parts of Maine 
at this time, and has to them a special sort 
of mystic force, which much delit^ta the 
heart and the imagination of the boy of 15 
in those parts."

Knew Blanche Lamont. 



One of the most atrocious mnrders ever 
committed in San Francisco was brouetit 
to light yesterday in the Baptist church on 
Bartlett street, between Twenty-second and 
Twenty-third. 'William Hernian Nolt and 
two or three of the t^iinday-scliool givla ] 
were the first to make the horr lie lii^oov- 
crj-. They found nothing to arouse their 
Fusiacions until they reached a small room 
off the library. 

Entering it they found lying on its back, 



90 pounds, and could have made no re«i«t- 
ance to her assailant's attack. 

Hias Minnie Williams and her sister 
Angnsta were members of tlie First Bap- 
tist Church of Alameda, and Minnie was 
only in San Francisco to attend the Easter 
services at Emanuel Church. 

She was to have been in the Bible class 
conducted by Superintt iKknt P. D. Code 
to-day. The gokUn text is ' Take my 
yoke upon you and learn of me for I am 
meek and luwly oi heart, and ye shall tind 
rejt unto yuur souls." Miss Williams had 
evidently been studying this in connection 
with the p:aster season as a well thumbed 
card with points on the lesson wa* found 
in her pocket 

A memorandum, "For Jennie Tufts, 
2824 Mission street, class 10, Miss Turner." 
was also found in her pocket. Mrs. Tufts, 
the mother of the little girl, knew very lit- 
tle about the niurJered girl. She had heard 
that she and Durrant were friends for a 
considerable time, but had fallen out over 
some insulting remark he made to her. 

lie wrote asking her to meet liim last 
Friday, but she refused. Darrant rode a 
bicycle and was also a great friend of Miss 
Lamont. Dortant, Or. Gibson and young 
King were all fond of music, and the cler^ 
gyman is said to have a tine voice. The 
trio were inseparable, and King and Qib- 
son are both supposed to know w^we 
Durrant is.

covered with blood and with clothing dis- 
arranged, the body of a girl. She had been 
stabbed in several places.

The wounds were frightful to gase upon. 
There was a gash extending from between 
the eyes to tne right, two slashes on the 
breast where the dress had been torn open , 
and the nrobably fatal wound on the right 
wrist 

A stab in the riijht breast broke a piece of 
the blade off tlie knife and it remained 
embedded in the flesh. Another p.ortion 
was found in a second wound and a thini 
is missing, but is supposed to be embedded 
in the body. 

Dr. Thomas A. Vogel was summoned by 
the Bev. J. George Gibson, pastor of the 
church, and he examined the dead girl in 
the presence of the Coroner's deputies. 
Be had done some dental work for her, 
and when her mouth was pried open in 
order that he might be certain it was Uiss 
Williams another horrible discovery was 
made.

of the murder he put all the detectives 
available on the case, and instructed Ser- 
geant Burke to detail as many men as pos- 
sible also on the case.

Alameda to attend concerts and special 
services given in the church. 

A meeting of the Young People's Chris- 
tian Endeavor of the church was held last 
Friday night in the honse of Dr. James A. 
Vogel. 2err2 Howard street. It was fol- 
lowed by an entertainment, and both Min- 
nie ■\VilIiauis and W. H. T. Durrant, the li- 
brarian of the chiireh. were to l)e present. 

Minnie left h' r iK'ine In .\lameda at 4

Vogel's about 8 o'clock, and from that 
time up to noon yesterday nothing was 
heard from her.

saw a couple whose description tallies 
with that of Durrant and Miss Williams 
standing on the comer of Twenty-third 
and Bartlett streets. They were in earnest 



conversation. The man was neard to say, 
"Oh, Come along; what are you afraid 
of?" and presently they moved toward the 
church. 

The man produced a key, opened the 
basement door and the two entered, clos- 
ing the door after them. Tbe man is de- 
scribed as being abont 5 feet e inches high, 
shaved clean, SaTe a dark mustache, wore 
a soft, slouch hat and a long, dark over- 
coat. According to Dr.Yogel, Mr. Durrant 
arrived at the soaal abontlOiaOr. v., hot 
Miss Williams did not put in an appear^ 
ance. 

Officer John McGreevy, who lives at 137 
Bartlett street, also saw the couple stand- 
ing on the corner of Twenty-third and 
Bartlett. and his description tallies with 
that of .Mr. Hills. Whether tlie murder 
was eomniitted between the hours of Sr^iO 
and 10:.X) p. M. remains to be proven. One 
thing is certain— the blood on the floor was 
in a liquid stats when tlie body was found 
yesterday. 

A number of people had keys to the 
church. Among them were the Bev. Dr. 
Gibson, the pastor; W. H. T. Durrant, the 
librarian; Frank A. Sademan, tbe janitor; 
P. D. Code, the superintendent of the Sun- 
day-school, and one or two others. There 
is a bedroom adjoining the pastor's study, 
and when Dr. Gibson was detained very 
late preparing a sermon he would sleep 
there. 

Durrant also used the room on occasions 
and was frequently in the habit of running 
in and out of the building at night. He 
disapjieared yesterday morning, and Dr. 
Gibson told all inquirers that he had gone 
to Mount Diablo with the signal service 
corps. The police say this is not true, and 
are now anxiously looking for the missing 
man. 

A. E. WQlIams of 716 Bosh street, the 
murdered girl's father, did not learn of the 
horrible fate of his daughter till 6 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. He at once hastened 

to the Morgue, and when he saw her mu- 
tilated body he was convulsed with grief. 
He went to police headquarters and Officer 
MoflStt went with him to Mrs. Boye's 
house. They examined the girl's trank, 
and took lUl her letters to police head- 
quarters.

Minnie Williams was well known in Ala- 
meda, where slie had acted as a domestic 
in several families. Gossips are now tell- 
ing tales about the butchered girl, but the 
fact remains that wherever she was known 
she was highly respected and was deemed 
a pure and modest young woman. 

Miss Williams has generally lived as 
one of the family of C. H. Morgan, secre- 
tary of the California Casket Company, 
especially when she was out of work. She 
was engaged in making shrouds in this 
city for the California Casket Company for 
three months in the latter part of last year. 

She had also been employed as a domes- 
tic by J. N. Young of 2128 Alameda 
avenue, and Mrs. N. B. Lipman of 1547 
Everett street, Alameda. The Morgan 
family lived for a long time at 1220 Ver- 
sailles avenue, but recently moved to the 
house of A. 0. Gott, the jeweler, of 22:;2 
Pacific avenue, Alameda. 

The parents of .Mamie or Minnie Wil- 
liams are well known tn Alameda. They 
resided there three years ago on Santa 
Clara avenue, near Walnut. Her father 
and mother could not live happily to- 
gether and they separated. Minnie Wil- 
liams then became a domestic 

It may have been that the murderer of 
Minnie Williams was wildly infatuated 
with her, and knowing that :,he was abont 
to leave for Tacoma, preferred t.i kill her 
rather than let her go away from him.

Mr. Morgan has severed his connection 
with the California Casket Company to ac- 
cept a position in a simitar firm in Ta- 
C'Uiia.

Miss Williams left Alameda Friday at 6

He often 
slept in the church, and is a friend of Bev. 
Dr. <iil)Son, the pastor. 

Pretty Blanche I.aniont, who disappeared 
from the home of her aunt, Mrs. Noble, at 
209 Twenty-first street, is now supposed to 
have died in some private house or hos- 
pital in this city. 

How her body was disposed of is not 
known, but it is supposed that it met with 
similar treatment to that of the unfortu- 
nate Addie Gilmour, who was cut up by Dr. 
West. 

W. n. Dnrrant answers the description 
of tl.e y. uii/ m.-^n who was with Blanche 
Lamont when she was last seen on a 
Powell-street car, nearly two weeks ago. He 
is about 25 years of age ; has a black mus- 
tache, and is of the build of the man de- 
scribed. He was often seen in company 
with both Blaaehe Lfmost and M^uiie 
Williams. 

Blanche had been attending tb» Normal 
School with the intention of becoming a 
teacher.

EESULT OF THE AUTOPSY. 

Wild Qrlef Displayed 6y the Father Over 
the Awfal Tragedy. 

The remains reached tbe Morgue about 

2 p. M., and the newsof the horrible murder 
having spread like wildfire, there was a 
larger crowd of morbid curiosity-seeekers 
than usual awaiting the arrival of the 
wagon. 

The body was at once remsved to the 
antopey-room and a post mortem examin- 
ation held. The physicians were nnable to 
state precisely what cauaed death, ao their 
verdict was "hemorrhage due to lacerated 
wounds and asphyxiation due to strangu- 
lation." 

About an hour after the autopsy had 
been held the father of the girl arrived at 

the Coroner's office. He was completely 
overcome when the details of the murder 
were told him, and bewailed the loss of 
his child in heart-broken tones. 

He said a jiurer and brighter daughter 
never breath>'d than lii.s>;irl, and his curses 
on the villain who had killed her were hot 
and hea\'y. No date has been set for the 
inquest, but it will probably be held next 
Wednesday. In the meantime the police 
are hot on the trail of the murderer.

0. Calmon, proprietor of the White 
House, 520 Jaiikson street, shot and in- 
stantly killed Rene Lefevre, a shoemaker, 
and an ex-convict, living at the Contra 
Costa House, 14 Jackson street, on the 
stairway of the lodging-house, 520 Jack- 
son street, shortly before 10 o'clock last 
night. Calmon was arrested, and ad- 
mitted the crime, but he pleads self-de- 
fsnse. 

According to Calmon's statement Lefevre 
has been too intimate with Mrs. Calmon. 
The dead man had been living at the 
liouse conducted by Calmon until two 
weeks ago. He had been found in a com- 
promising position, aud was told to leave 
the house. He did so, but has been back 
several times, althougti repeatedly warned 
by Calmon to keep away. 

Last evening Lefevre called at the White 
House, but was told by Calmon not to 
come up the stairs. According to Calmon's 
story Lefevre said he would go, but that he 
added : "I wUl do you up in less than a 
week." 

Lefevre then left the bonse, but a few 
momenta later returned. As he came up 
the stairs Calmon called otit to him to 
stop or he would kill him. When four or 
five steps from the top of the stairs Cal- 
mon fired. The ball struck Lefevre over 
the left eye and he fe'I lack dead on the 
landing liiidway on the stairs. 

Calnion made ne effort to escape. Word 
was taken to the old City Hall police sta- 
tion by two eye-witnesses of the affair, and 
Calmon was placed under arrest by Offi- 
cers Little and Love. 

Ha showed no regret over the affair, 
claiming that he believed Lefevre in- 
tended to kill him, but that he shot first. 

When the bod* of the dead man was 
sea vcbed at the Morgue no v. eapon of any 
kind was foiud. A low cards of Attorney 
F. B. Nagle and a letter craditinghim with 
authority to solicit fbr 8. Bonds, merchant 
tailor, 11 Ellis street, comprised his effects. 

Lefevre is known to the police. He was 
sent to San tjuentin about two years ago 
for burglary. He was a younc man and 
rather prepossessing. Since his release he 
has given the police no trouble and has 
evidently b een working right al ong.

strange Discovery In • Belgian Boa- 
pltal. 

The legendary belief that the eye of a 
murdered man might retain a permanent 
image of his destroyer has just received 
something like scientific confirmation. 

According to the Kevue des Questions 
Scientifiques, Drs. Deneffe and Clayes of 
Ghent University recently had their atten- 
tion directed by a medical student to the 
curious appearance presented by the eyes 
of a woman under treatment in the hos- 
pitaL 

The student declared that be had found 
certain figures distinctly inscribed on the 

surface of both eyes. Dr. Deneffe was in- 
credulous, and suggested that if any siu h 
marks existed they must merely "be the 
chance result of some injury, and that the 
resemblance to figures was probably im- 
aginary. 

IJext day, however, he examined the 
patient himself, and was astonished to 
find that the left iris bore the number "10" 
and the right "4d," these figures being 
traced with caligraphic perfection. 

The eyes were photographed, and on the 
enlarged proof the numbers "10" and "46" 
stood out witl) unmistakable clearness. 

Kor is this all. Although the origin of 
these particular impressions cannot be as- 
certained, it has been proved that their ac- 
quisition may be hereditary. The woman's 
daughter has the same peculiarity in her 
eyes, but with a much leas degree of regu- 
larity and distinctness. 

The girl's right eye is found to bear a 
feeble reproduction of the number "10," 
wbUe in the left iris the figures "20" take 
the place of the mother's "45." 

Here, tben,isa pleasing puzzle for the 
physiologiste. It would be strange, at this 
time of day. to diaeover that the eye, under 
certain conaitiona, oonid reallyperfom the 
functiooa of the camera.— Westminster 
Oasette. ^

Paris has a king within ita walla to-day, 
one whose subjscto do him homage 
throughout the world of business, for the 
monarch is none other than Bamato, the 
kine of mines, who at the lowest computa- 
tion ia worth 600,000,000 of francs. 

The name of Bamato says little to those 
people who do not follow events in f^outli- 
ern Africa, and yet the king is popular not 
onlyatthe Capfe but in London, where he 
is a great power and where he niaV esthe 
sun to shine or the rain to deset ii ! v.t the 
mining market. If he were nniy a fortu- 
nate speculator he would not lie particu- 
larly interesting, however, but his life is as 
curious as a romance. 

Twenty years ago a circus, which had 
traveled, goodness knows how, from Eng- 
land to South Africa, arrived at Kimberley. 
It was not a big circus, in fact it was 
only composed of the manager, the mana- 
ger's wife, a clown and two trained mules. 
At that epoch Kimberley was not the dia- 
mond town that it has become since. "The 
circus did poor business, and one morning 
the director and the directress fled, leaving 
the clown with two mules and thirty shil- 
lings in his pocket, which is not much in 
Europe, but which is still less at the Cajie 
of Good Hope. What could be dcjiie with 
mules at Kimberley 7 Go outriding? That 
was what Mr. Barnato, the hero of this 
story, did. 

Di'iring his second ride in the outskirts 
of Kimberley he found in the lields traces 
of diamonds; lie took some stones, showed 
them to a miner, and entering into partner- 
ship w ith him, went to sell them in the 
town. Then, without divulging his dis- 
covery he bought the iicld where he had 
made his find, only took out a very few 
stones, for fear of arousing suspicion, 
bought other fields, and found himself at 
last a large landholder. This first period 
lasted three years, and it was with these 
fields that the famous society of Beers was 
created, of which Mr. Bamato is now eov- 
ernor. with Sir Cecil Rhodes and another, 
each of these three gentlemen now receives 
an annual salary of $l-.'>.ii<>j from the com- 

Sany. At the time of its formation Mr. 
arnato was only a millionaire. He 
wanted more, and be found it. 

When the first gold mines were dis- 
covered at Johannesburg Mr. iiarnato 
rushed there. He recommenced the 
strategy that had so well succeeded at 
Kimberley, boueht as much land as he 
could find, organized societies on the 
London market and became king of the 
mines. He also went in for politics, and 
although not a follower oi Sir Cecil 
Khodes' policy he caused himself to be 
elected deputy to the British Parliament 
from the Cape of Good Hope. That was 
certainly a good deal of ground to get over 
in twenty years. 

Now Mr. Bamato lives in London and 
only goes to the Cape for tbe Parlia- 
mentary sessions; that is why he will sail 
on May 7. If he were Conservative 
candidate at the next election he would be 
returned, for the English t.ike merit when 
they find it, and every one who meets Mr. 
Barnato is struck witii his intelligence. 

He is a little man, abont 45 years old; 
wearing a slight mustache. In his dress 
he is very simple, aud behind a pince-nez 
mounted in gold (it is the only trace on 
his person of the metal king) He has two 
eyes of an incredible vivacity. He does 
not speak a word of French, and lie says 
that during the two weeks he has been in 
Paris, occupying tbe Prince of Wale.-' 
apartments at tne Hotel Bristol, he has 
only had time to see the financiers. He 
refused to say why he has come, but when 
asked whether it was to sell his mines, he 
fairly bounded in the air. Sell his mines! 
He believes in the futtire of his Africa and 
his mines, and only sees one danger 
ahead, and that is "gambling." 

Trnly tfiere was ■iomethiug intensely 
striking about this little man when he re- 
counted his P'^^t when he said 
he wished "Paris should know his 
credit," and he added, "My mines are 
serious and business-like, I ^ve yon my 
word of honor." 

He has not tbe serious and imposing 
calm of the miners of Western America, 
the Mackays and others who give one the 
impression of colossal crushers of min- 
erals and men— he is just a man who has 
made his niche in the world and who evi- 
dently finds liiniself cramped in his apart- 
ments in Paris that princes and kings gen- 
erally occupy. Paris is so far from Kim- 
berley and his gold fields.— Translated for 
the CaUi from Jacques St. Cere in Le 
Figaro.

One trillion 
forty-hve billion two hundred and forty- 
eight million seven hundred and thirty- 
eight thousand dollars, all without the use 
of safes. 

There is no Clearing-house in Paris, and 
their methods of exchange are clumsy aiKl 
antiquated.

THE DEBTS OF ETJEOPE. 

France I.eada in the Fer Capita Anionnt, 
Portugal Second. 

It will probably be news to most people 
that according to the latest statistics every 
baby born in 1" ranee is from the very hour 
of its birth francs » centimes in debt, 
says the New York World. The national 
debt of France is greater than that of any 
other country in the world, amounting in 
round numbers to 35,425.000,000 francs, of 
which about 4,000,000,000 are departmental 
or communal debts, while the rest, strictly 
speaking, is owed by the state itself, of 
wliich each of the 38,250,000 inhabitants is a 
part. After 1' ranee the gay nation of Por- 
tugal h»s the largest per capita debt, each 
Uttle Portuguese being 009 franca wor:e off 
than nothing when it comes into the 
world, while every subject of King Hum- 
bert of Italy is burdened with 405 francs of 
national obligations. It may be thought 
that, as Prance carries a heavier financial 
burden than any other country, it is nearer 
the verge of ruin. But figures, which are 
saiii not to lie. are sometimes deceiving. 
Italy and Portugal, though their national 
debts are much less, are more nearly in- 
solvent, for they are almost entirely in- 
dehteil to other countries, while the peoide 
of i'raia e are the creditors of the nation. 

The Uerman debt is only 2,131.0CO,UO<J 
francs, many times less than that of 
Prance. The French pay an average of 88 
francs 20 centimes per capita in taxes for 
the support of the Government, while the 
(.ierman contribution is but 44 francs for 
each individual. This is accounted for by 
the fact that it costs the French people 
377,01113 francs per hour to be governed, 
v. hilc the monarchial machinery of Ger- 
many is much less expensive. Another 
reason is the constant and rapid in- 
crease of population in Germany, despite 
the steady and enormous emigration. 

Statistics show that the Germans are the 
most and the French the least prolific 
peoples of Europe. The Krench are a na- 
tion of stay-at-homes, and do not adapt 
themselves in fnre!i.-ii lands so easily as tne 
Germans, yet tlu ir pojuilation, instead of 
increasing! is slowly diminishing. When 
Dr. Roux's discoveiy of antitoxin as an 
antidote for diphthena was made public he 
was hailed as the greatest benefactor of his 
age, as 3.6 per cent of the population of 
France fall each year victims to that dis- 
ease, and the saving of SO many lives 
means that the jiopulation will b^in to 
increase, or at h a>t hold its own. 

BEN, THE riEE DOG. 

Death of a Pot of the New York Engine- 
Men. 

A spotted coachdog. known as Ben.which 
l>elonged 'to engine 13 in Powers street, 
Williamsbnrgb, was shot by a policeman, 
after a doctor tried in vain to alleviate his 
sufferings. Ben was ran over by the en- 
gine while going to a fire at Stagg and 
Humboldt streete, says the New York Sun. 

Four years ago the firemen got the dog 
from engine 34. Ben was a small pup and 
great interest was taken in him on account 
of bis sa..'acity. The firemen trained him 
to lead the engine-horses to a water-trough 
and also to buy newspapers. The dog 
knew every signal on the gong, and when- 
ever the engine was called to a fire Ben 
would take his place in front of the 
team and never stop until the fire was 
rear lied. 

F.veryliody in the neighborhood of the 
engine-liouse knew Ben and provided him 
witii food when he appeared among them. 
The dog never went away more than a few 
yards from the eneine-house. and on sev- 
eral occasions he Was known to jump 
through the basement windows of houses 
in the neighborhood of the cn?ine-liouse 

hen he heard the fircgon'- ringing. 

Thomas Slianley. a blacksmitti on Pow- 
ers street, near Graham avenue, got a big 
bulldog abont two weeks ago to guard his 
place at night. The dog did not show any 
siL-ns of vi'-iousness, and Sbanley let him 
have the freedom of the shop. When tbe 
gong in the engine-house rang for a fire at 
Humboldt and Stagg streets on Saturday 
morning Ben, as usual, took his place in 
front of the engine, and when the doors 
were thrown open and the team started 
away he barked vigorously. 

The engine went up Powers street to 
Graham avenue. Shanley's dog heard Ben 
barking and ran out of the blacksmith 
shop, when the bulldog saw Ben he at- 
tacked him, burying his teeth in Ben's 
throat. Both doga fell, and while they 
were rolling over on the stones the engine 
came dashing along and ran over them. 
Shanley's dog was instantly killed and 
Ben's back and one of his legs were broken. 

Ben wss carried to the engine-house and 
a veterinary surgeon was called. Every- 
thing was done to help the dog, but the 
firemen decided yesterday morning to 
have him shot. Ben will be stuffed and 
mounted, and will he placed in the engine- 
house.

TWuy BeeegBlae It in Tbelr Voea m 
Well. 

The courage and undaunted boMnesa of 
the Afghans will bear comparison with 
that of any nation, and many are the 
instances of personal bravery known to 
British officers. There lives in the Yusn- 
fzai country an old chieftain, the hero of 
many fights, who now enjoys a well-earned 
pension, with the village manor as a re- 
ward for honorable service, and who on 
more than one occasion risKed Iris life to 
save that of his commanding ofliccr. 

The present editor of the T..)ndon Even- 
ing Globe records with gratitude the fact 
that thirty years ago his life was saved by 
Afzal Khan, the recent envoy to the Cabiil 
court. Major Wigram Battye, whom I 
buried at Jellalabad, fell on the battlefield 
of Fattababad in the conquest of Afghan 
territory, but they were Afghan soldiers of 
his own regiment who stood over his dead 
body to protect it from insult. The mis- 
sionary Tuting was attacking the faith of 
the Moslem in the streets of an Afghan 
city, when his life was attempted by an 
assassin, but it was his Afghan servant 
who saved the preacher's life even in the 
midst of popular tumult. 

Colin >Iaekeiuie, one of the Cabnl pris- 
oiK-rs of JSf2. often Told the story of that 
Afghan chivalry which protected" the lives 
and honor of ]^ng;lish ladies in the excite- 
ment of a national rebellion. Norare they 
slow to appreciate the quality of braverv in 
others. In the frontier warof l!JC3, a voting 
English otficer was deserted by his "native 
sepoys, and for some time held his own in 
the midst of a crowd of Afghan warriors. 
When the brave young soldier fell, cov- 
ered with wounds, the very men who had 
cut him down bore testimony to the indom- 
itable pluck of the young Englishman, who, 
rather than rnn with nis men, faced the 
foe and died like a man. They raised ono 
united shout in the Afghan 'language as 
befell, "Bravol Bravol There's a brave 
young fellow 1" 

But. they are revengeful and jealooa.—

A sensational suit, entitled Margaret 
SIcNeil against James McNeil, was filed 
yesterday in the United States Circuit 
Court, In it charges of conspiracy and 
fraud upon a San Francisco Superior Court 
are made against the defendant, and against 
District Attorney AV. S. Barnes, W. B. 
Blair, chief clerk to the lU-trirt Attorni*y, 
and W. 8. Hinkie, a farmer .V'^-^istant Dis- 
trict Attorney. Tlie [.laiiitilf in the suit 
resides in Pittsburg, Pa., and the defendant 
In Santa Cruz. The complaint states: 

That the plaintiff and the defendant inter* 
married on July 4, IStiD, and lived together till 
November, 188ii, when defendant deserted 
plaintiff. That In March, 1890, she broufht 
suit for a divorce on tbe ground of his inddel- 
itv with one Louisa Simendinger, asking, also, 
alimony and half the commnnity property. 
That defendant filed an answer and cross-eom- 
plalnt.alleging cruel and barbarous treatment. 
That the case was tried by a ]nry and that on 
May 11, 189'2, the plaintlfr wasawardeda de- 
cree of divorce on tbe gronnd of desertion. 

That on June 10, 18B3, she received a verdict 
for $10,090 alimony and counsel fees ; that the 
defendant appealea tbe case and that the ap- 
peal was dismissed. 

That for some time subsequent to plalntlfTs 
desertion by defendrtnt he livcfl within a few 
■ doors of her resi(l'.-i:ce, 'J.'i Fifth Ftre<-t, I'iits- 
I Imri;; that in Marcli, lij91, he wa- living with 
i one Louisa Pinienflinger in .--anta Cruz. 
I That in November, 1391, while plaintiffs suit 
for divorce was pending and while defendant 
was lighting it, he brought suit for a divorce 
in the Superior f'ourt of San Francisco before 
Judge Lawler. That in his complaint he ac- 
cused her of yiiii^ ; 

"He U a diL^iiKard and was raised on a poor- 
farm; he ha<; abused ine; tie killed bis first 
wife; he will not provide for me ; he is no good; 
he starved the family; he ought to get out of 
Pittsburg and not disVrace the family." 

That everything was done by him pccretly 
and at the time that he was vigorously lighting 
her .si:lt In the Court of Common Plea* No. I 
oi .Ali't'h'-ny Coiintv. fa. ; lhat at thatthme 
and -ill - .(i.ently up to September, 1898, she 
wassearcbin^ vigoruuslv for liini. 

That at the time said .lanu-- McN'fil began 
suit hifl atiornev was William IlKiiie*, Dis- 
trict Attorney ; tliat tV. H. illair, il;>- referee, 
was a clerk in liariies' othi-e, and thatW. H. 
Hinkie, who ^uure he mailed a copy of the 
complaint, was Assistant District Attorney. 

That said hearing before said referee was a 
mockery and fraud upon the court. That 
such findings and decrees are the result of 
fraud and conspiracy and false testimony, and 
said decree never would have been granted but 
for the imposition practiced upon said !?uperior 
Court afoieiiaid. 

The complaint also sets forth that the 
defendant owns land in Santa Cruz valued 
at $100,000 on the Cliff road, the Clidd-road 
plateau in tlie Bay View Tract, on Mora 
street and in the >Iiseion Orchard Tract; 
that he owns shares in the Santa Cniz 
Light and Power Company, of which he is 
president, to theamoun{ of $65,<«X); and 
that he also owns shares in the City Bank 
of Santa Cruz. 

The plaintiff prays that the decree of 
divorce granted the defendant be set aside 
and thaf half the property he owns in this 
State be awarded to plaiiitilF. 

District Attorney Iiariic:s l-.ist night 
denied that there had been any cojii-iiiracy. 
He said : 

That is the McNeil case. A copy of the 



prietor be was so much pleased with Santa 
Crui that he would return and spend a 
week. On his return he was accompanied 
by trunks of frenerous size, and he staid 
all winter. He displayed evidences of a 
comfortable bank account, and was very 
attentive to Miss Simmons. 

In a few weeks tbe youngerlady departed 
and McNeil's attentions to Jli.'^s Sinimons 
were redoubled. His plethoric pocket- 
book made them acceptable to the Santa 
Cmz society people, tmt before the winter 
was over "it was remarked that the two 
were too intimate. McNeil claimed they 
were engaged, while Miss Sinimons wbeii 
rallied about the engagement denied it in 
an undecided way. 

It was said that they were only awaiting 
a divorce from McKeif'a wife in Pittsburg 
to marrv. 

The ftastern wife and her six children 
were obstacles which McNeil eliminated in 
some way. The couple left here and were 
away for a short time. When they re- 
turned they registered at another hotel as 
Mr. and Mr?. Jnmes McNeil. Th»y were 
acci'iited apparently at their own valu- 
ation in local and summer society. Soon 
they purchased • villa site on tbe Cliff 
road nealr Fhelan Park and began the 
erection of a colonial residence. They re- 
mained at tbe hotel about a year, during 
which time McNeil posed as a money 
magnate and his wife as a society leader. 

lite villa, which McNeil called Rtatber- 
glen Terrace, was opened in June, 1893, 
with a grand reception. Since then Mr. 
and Mrs. McNeil have entertained exten- 
sively, among their gtiesta being promi- 
nent" people from San Francisco and rela- 
tives Irom the East. None of hif children 
in the East ever visited him. Jlis oldest 
son is a student in Princeton College, who 
was seretely injured recently by being 
hazed ^ 

Visitors from the vicinity of Pittsburg 
have had little to say about Mr. and Mrs. 
McNeil, but it is understood that tbe 
woman Imown as Mrs. McNeil and earlier 
as Miss Simmons was really Miss Louisa 
Simendinger, formerly of Pittsburg. 

McNeil's commercial career here has not 
been a brilliant one. When he first ar- 
rived be represented himself as a retired 
capitalist, wno had acquired a fortune in 
the iron trade in Pittsburg and had come 
out to I'aiiiornia to sec the country and en- 
joy a well-earned rest. 

His financial acuteness found favor 
with F. A. Hihn, a local capitalist, who 
was largely intere-sted in the City Bank, 
and McNeil was taken into that in.-titn- 
tion and Mjld a block or so of preferred 
stock. The Santa Crux Klectric Light and 
Power Company al>out this time was 
planning extensive improvements. He 
invci-tcd a few thousand dollars in the 
stock of this riirpnration and became 
manager.

The meadow-Isork is to be protected, at 
least in San Francisco. Some time ago tbe 
C.\i.i< published two or three articles show- 

ing the danger existing that this, the only 
characteristic songbird, wnuld soon be ex- 
terminated if the ravages of pot-hunters 
were to go on unmolested. An appeal was 
made to some of tbe clubs of earnest 
women that they make an effort to save 
tbe bird. 

The response has been prompt. The 
Assembly tor Practical Work of*tbe Cen- 
tury Club took the matter up at once, and 
the ladies have been busy learning first 
wliat was possible to be done, and tiben the 
best manner of doing it. 

Asa result of their invesHgaiions the fol- 
lowing ordinance has been unearthed : 

Order Xo. 27(!.")— Prohibiting the buvlng, 
selling or offering for sale of any red-breastecl 
robin or brush robin or meadow-lark, between 
the IM day of March and the 1st day of Oc- 
tober of each year. 

The people of the city and county of San 
Franci»codo ordain as follows: 

Section 1. Every per.«on who in tbe cltv and 
county of San Francisco, .State of California, 
shall between the first day of March and 
tbe first day of October of each 
year, buy or sell or offer for sale, or have In his 
pnjfsessiun any red-breasted robin or any 
brush robin or any meadew-lMk shall be 
guiltvi.f a misdemeanor. 

s,'c. 2. This order shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage.

tempt, to leave the question of relevancy 
in the hands of Jndge Daingerfield. Clans 
Sjireckels, the defendant, was represented 
in the argument by Delmas &. Sliort- 
ridije and C. A. Spreckels, the plaintiff, by 
Henry Acli. 

Attorney Ach opened proceedings by re- 
ferring to tbe intimate eliaracter of two 
questions objected to in tbe deposition. He 
failed to see ilicir retevancv to the present 
suit for slaiKlcr. All uuestiona bearing 
upon the business relations of C. A. Spreck- 
els and his father his client had ansirered 
or was wining to answer. But, Rnder ad- 
vice of counsel, hebad declined to ^ro into 
particulars of his early liistory or of his 
personal expenditures after he tiac" severed 
relations of a business nature with His 
father. This severance of business rela- 
tions had occurred in li^^il. and since that 
his business liad leen his own concern. 
Counsel referred specially to a question 
t)earing on certain investiiients and their 
amount since he left his father's employ 
in Pliiladelphia, and, at tbe court's in- 
stance, connned hiauelf at this time to 

that issue. • 

Samuel M. Shortridge then argued that 
the question of the scope of an interroga- 
tory should enter into thisquestion of rele- 
vaiicv. Many questions, which might at 
first blush appear irrelevant, were impor- 
tant as bearing on the merits of plaintiff's 
case. Tiie interrogation had proceeded to 
a point when it was seemingly getting too 
close to the heart and conscience of plain- 
tiff, and he bad then shielded himself be- 
neath the objections of his counsel. He 
contended that all the questions asked 
were material and must be answered at 
this stage of the case. Afterward, if any 
question appeared irrelevant, it might be 
excluded on tlie ] roper objection at the 
trial, but at this ; tatre of the proceedings 
before a notary they must be answered. 

Tbe contention of the defendant's at- 
torney, if snstained, would utterly nullify 
tbe law of the State on depositions. It was 
not necessary fur an answer to the com- 
plaint to be in before these questions were 
answered. Under such a rule a witness 
might decline to answer such a simple 
question as, "What is your name?" 

"Is the taking of a depo.sition a mere 
idle, vexatious thing? Not so ; it serves a 
wise purpose. Not only that plaintiff's 
conscience may be probed, but contingen- 
cies of death, travel and accident sanction 
this procetlure. It is not a mere tishing for 
testimony. The deposition can be used 
by either party at the trial, subject to all 
legal objections. We can put any ques- 
tion such as these to show the inherent 
lack of truth ot tbe witness." 

Mr. Shortridge quoted authorities on 
these points and to show tbe importance 
of a deposition. The origin of the proceed- 
ings was the old "bill of discovery," to 
<lraw out fiom defendant, or a probable 
future defendant, evidence to aid in fram- 
ing a new bill at law. Anything to anist 
plaintiff in the cause of action ini.;ht be 
drawn from the defendant, and an> testi- 
mony in the knowledge and Keeping of 
plaintiff could be drawn out of him, al- 
though it might expose his weakness and 
exhibit the inherrat rottenness and cor- 
ruption of his ciiuse. 

For instance, the plaintiff, C. A. Spreck- 
els, has declared, in his complaint, thtit be 
was a capitalist and merchant, and that he 
has enjoyed a good reputation as a man of 
affairs. The counsel contended that bis 
side had a right to inquire as to Ilia repntar 
tion and credit. 

"This is not an Idle inquiry," concluded 
Mr. Shortridge, "but it is the solemn 
knocking at the breast of an adversary and 
asking liinj, 'Are these things true?' And 
under an enlightened jurisprudence it is 
sanctioned. As Mr. Justice Brewer said, 
'The truth cannot harm a man,' and only 
the tnith is sought in this case.'' 

Attorney i). M. Delmas licre .stated the 
contention of defendant. "We claim that 
when a plaintiff brings an action and we 
have put in an appearance we have a right 
to examine a witness on any matter," lie 
said. 

After a brief recess Attorney Shortridge 
resumed his argument and citation of au- 
thorities. These questions were necessary 
to show that the case was wholly without 
merit, inigiiiloiis in character, and would 
profierly be thrown out; that defendant 
might either admit the publication and its 
truth or take another course. 

The questions as to plaintiff's income 
might become most material. That re- 
garding his assets and liabilities went to 
the very heart of the case, and a truthful 
answer might show that he was in the 
very quicksands of t»nkruptcy. All ques- 
tions were permitted, even if tbe answers 
showed that these accusations were ut- 
tered under strong, hipch and justiliable 
provocation. If a stop was placed on 
these answers the statute on de 
was made of no effect. 

Attorney Delmas then ■■do a »uffi»- 



mental reply. He said the question was, 
"Can a defejidant to an action comjiel his 
adversary to answer questions which are 
possibly relevant to a case whieta has not 
come to trial?'' It w^ns to tbe interest of 
both parties that these Questions should 
be answered by the plaintiff, for if there 
had been any obscurity in the dealings be- 
tween father and son no one certainly 
would be. more gratified to have it cleared 
away and to acknowledge any wrong he 
had dune him tban the father, the man 
who gave him his being. But if tbe plain- 
tiff could not brush awav any cloud that 
existed, he would certainly prefer that this 
investigation should be of a private nature 
rather than in open court. Would the rule 
of law sanction so desirable an end? 

It rested on the plaintiff to prove the 
language complained of to have been both 
false aiid unprivileged. The attorney then 
argued on the reasonableness of the' ques- 
tions objected to. That as to the plain- 
tiff s investments was based on the com- 
mon method of detecting embezzlement — 
the ascertaining that a suspect has lived 
beyond his means and so forth. The mat- 
ter-was one largely of statutory construc- 
tion and the law placed no limitations on 
the questions to be answered. 

Attorney Ach then closed for plaintiff. 
He held that the suit was brought to effect 
a public vindication. He then argued on 
tile c|tiestioii of relevancy at length. If the 
court decided that these questions were 
relevant be would say on behalf of his 
client: **Come on, gentlemen, and you can 
have it all." He then took up the ques- 
tions objected to s>riatim and cited au- 
thorities to support tne objections. 

The matter was then submitted.

Perennially, even as the wild poppy 
comes with the spring, and the orchard 
trees blossom in Hay, arises the appeal to 
the paternal Oovemment to construct a 
road from Sansalito to the Point BoniU 
lighthouse. It would be a drive of rare 
beauty and grandeur, affording a view of 
t!-.e Golden Gate and the harbor to the 
south and west, the ^Faralloues to the 
northwest, and lofty Tamalpais and the 
Contra Costa hills to the north and east. 
And the total expense, some of which 
would be borne by the citizens of Marin 
County, would not exceed $2-500. 

But the Oovemmeut is obdurate, and 
will not build. Its engineers allege that 
such a thoroughfare would make the 
reservation too popular, and that the San 
Francisco hoodlum and the females of his 
kind would picnic there and build fires to 
cook their coffee, and probably set Uncle 
Sam's possessions ablaze. To this the 
road advocates reply that the constant 
Sunday traffic would be in itself a protec- 
tion, and that the rowdy and his kind 
would shtm contact with that respectabil- 
ity which owns a team or can afford to 
hire one at the livery stables. They point 
out the undeniable fact that when a body 
is cast up on these shores, as in the case of 
the wrecking steamer Samson, the Coroner 
is obliged to use a mustang to strap the 
remains on, and that the dire necessity of 
this indignity to the dead rests noon the 
shoulders of the Government, which seems 
to bear tbe burden lightly. Also in case 
of an accident to the men at the fog- 
whistle or the lighthouse, which in the 
handling of machinery is always to be ap- 
prehended, tbe doctor would have to go on 
horseback to attend the patient, and doc- 
tors as a rule are not anxious to take the 
risk of bestriding an nnknown horse.

An informal dinner was given last night 
by the Union League Club to Senator 
Stephen B. Eikins of West Virginia and 
Congressman Charles F. Joy of Missouri, 
who are paying San Fraociaco a flying 
visit. 

The dinner was given in the club dining- 
room, and instead of the conventional ar- 
rangement of banquet boards there were 
several round tables decorated with 
bunches of roses and yellow-shaded can- 
delabra. Quite a large representatiuu <'f 
Vnion League members sat down with 
tlicir guests, and enjoyed themselves while 
an orchestra contributed pleasing music 
and a dainty and plenteous meqn was 

served. 

Morgan W. Backus presided. He intro- 
duced Senator Elkius in a flattering ad- 
dress. 

Senator Ellcins began by telling his 
hearers he was glad of an opportunity of 
saying a good word aliout San Francisco 
and California. He felt at home in the 
Union Lntgue Clnb, as be always does 
whenever he goes among Republicans, and 
so he would speak with the festive mem- 
bers in a familiar strain, which he did. 

"In California you have a world within 
yourselves," he continued. "If California 
were cut off from the rest of the world you 
are still self-supportinp ; there is every- 
thing here to support life, tolje a world to 
itself apart. I don't know if so much can 
be said for any other State in the rnion. 
In the East w'e have become used to as- 
sociating California with the idea that it is 
only a gold-producing State. But I have 
seen her other products, and see that 
gold is among the least considerable, and 
that idea has been dissipated in my mind. 

"After coming up here from Mexico I 
am convinced tbat California must sooner 
or later absorb the trade of Mexico. You 
aree nearer to Mexico than the Eastern 
centers are, and in the nature of things 
California must manufacture for the sister 
republic. This leads me to tbe proposi- 
tion, how is California to be made a manu- 
facturing State? California can raise 
enough to support live millions of people. 
You have coal and iron in the mountains 
back of you, I understand. Neither is of 
any use up there, but they must be brought 
here where people can live. A plow can 
be made here in California and sold for 
half » hat it is sold for now." 

He spoke of the Nicaragua canal as the 
greatest work of all the ages. "With that 
accomi'lishcd," said he, "there is no tell- 
iuc what is in the future for California. A 
gentleman asked me about the canal and I 
said to him, 'As to the Nicaragua canal, 
you can't fix up a bill that I won't vote for.' 

"I am for the Nicaragua canal first, last 
and all the time." 

This outspoken declaration was followed 
by tremendous applause, which interrupted 
the Senator. 

' The fost should hardly be considered," 
he added. "W^ith the canal you will com- 
pete with Europe on its own ground. I 
look upon the canal as an assured fact in 
the near future. 

"You can't keep the railroads out of 
California. They are bankedup, assonbled, 
at Salt Lake — 15,000 miles of railroad

The problem of w hy every effort to have 
the road built is futile is classed with those 
impenetrable mysteries which have saved 
Arch Rock and Anita Rock from removal. 
When some ship or steamer smashes into 
them iti a heavy summer fOg, and the har- 
bor's hungry maw is crammed with 
drowned men and women, the Qovem- 
ment engineers will se^ the necessity of an 
appropriation, and condemn them as a for- 
midalue menace to life and commerce.

Queer Experiences of an 
American in China's 
Greatest City. 



No Lamps Along: the Narrow 
Tl-^roushfares, No Carts and 
No Carriages. 



The ch-v:*' of the )ir('seiit w.ir may bring 
aliout an era of travel ,'\n<l exploration in 
China. As it is inaiiy great cities of the 
Empire have never been visited by for- 
eigners. There are certain provinces, con- 
taining more people than the whole United 
States, in which it has always been unsafe 
to travel, and there are hundreds of curi- 
ous tribes and clans which are practically 
nnknown to the people of the Western 
World. Take, for instance, the Hakkas. 
How many Americans have heard of 
them? The ordinary Chinese cannot un- 
derstand them and still they live here and 
there all over China and have villages and 
customs of their own. They ilo not bind 
their feet. They wear broail-brimmed hats 
instead of caps and the chiUlrcn wear rings 
of silver around their necks. There are 
clans in China who do nothing bat beg, 
and there are other clans who are thieves 
from generation to generation. Who has 
ever written up the porcelain districts of 
China, and how little information we have 
about the provinces bordering on Bnrroah 
and Thibet? Numerous descriptions of 
Chinese cities have been published, but 
these are usually from travelers who have 
been carried rapidly through Shanghai and 
Canton. They will tell you that all Chi- 
nese cities are the same, whereas, the fact 
is, the Chinese towns iliffer tif much as our 
American cities, and every great center I 
have visited i have found full of strange 
things, which I saw nowhere else. 

Take a walk with me, for instance, 
through the streets of Hankow. It con- 
tains a million people. It is as big as Chi- 
cago. It is surrounded by a wall as high 
as a three-story hou.sc, ai'id so wide that 
three railroad trains could run side by side 
apon it without touching. Inside these 
walls there is a mass of narrow streets, 
lined witti one, two a.id three storied 
houses. Cutting through these then' are 
lanes and cross-etreets, and most of the 
streets aie six feet 'wiide. The lanes are 
often not more than two feet wide, and 
both streets and alleys arc covered with 
the vile.>t of slime, and you pick your way 
through a mass of indescribable' filth as 
yon go through them. The widest of the 
streets are the great business thorough- 
fares, walled with stores and shopis, and 
which are packed with a mass of Chinese 
humanity from sunrise until dark. The 
mass surges this way and that. It is worse 
than a jam at a country fair, and laborers, 
carrying all kinds of wares, push their way 
through it. The narmwcr a' r€;('ts are little 
more than alleys walled with houses, com- 
prising factories, dwellings and business 
establishments. The entrances to many 
of these are merely holes in the walls. 
Others have wide doors leading into courts, 
and others introduce you into the shops of 
mechanics, where yon see half-naked cool- 
ies doing the thousand and one things of a 
busv Chinese city. 

Walking through these lanes the for- 
eigner seems to be taking his life in bis 
hands. The streets are so narrow that you 
can stand in the middle and press the op- 
posite walls wifh your hands. Two men 
can hardly pass, 'and vou instiuctively 
squeeze yourself to tiphten your skin and 
keep ont of the collisions which appear im- 
minent at evevy ctirve. Here comes a 
coolie, barebacked and barelegged. He is 
one of the thousand slop-carriers of the 
town. A bar six feet long rests upon his 
shoulder, and from the ends of this hang 
two great buckets, each holding four gal- 
lons of the vilest of slop. He comes toward 
yon on a swinging trot, and the backets 



screw up ami duwii and the slop splashes 
to and fro a^; he passes you. You put your 
smelling-bottle to your nose, draw your 
knees close together and hug the wall to 
let him go by. liehind liim come two 
scowling t?!iiiianien carrying hides. They 
have a half ton of raw skins swung in the 
center of a pole, which rests upon their 
shoulders, and thev grunt and grunt in 
harmony of woe as they rush toward you. 
Other laborers behind" follow with other 
loads, and you note that every couple has 
it.s own peculiar grunt or sound. t>ome 
crv: "O-ah, o-ah, e-he, e-he, o ho, o-lio, 
e-lu'.'" The men on the wharves have 
their own grunt, and even men working 
alone make spasmodic noises of the most 
horrible kinds to help them in their work. 

The Chinese have no such thing as 
baked bread. They boil their doogh, and 
you can get boiled biscuits almost any- 
where. They are great on frying dough m 
grease, and North China may be called the 
land of the doughnut. It is the general 
opinion that the Chine.se live almost en- 
tirclv upon rice. This is a great nii.--take. 
Rice is expensive everywhere, and the peo- 
ple of the north are too poor to eat it. They 
use millet seed and sorghum seed, which 
are ground up like we grind wheat Rice 
is the bread of South China, and pork is 
the chief meat all over the empire. The 
average Chinese hog is the dirtiest animal 
in the world. It gets its living off the 
foul refuse of the city's streets, and the 
biggest of the Chinese cities permit the 
pigs to run wild within them. There are 
different grades of pork in China, as there 
are in America, and the finest kind of pork 
comes from an island south of Hongkong. 
The pigs here are fed upon chestnuts. 
They are shipped tc all parts of China, and 
they bring nigh prices. The better class 
of Chinese will not touch rats, and dogs 
are usually eaten by the well-to-do Chinese 
only as medicine. Sucking pigs form a 
part of each big feast, but thev are brought 
on the table c«» np into little cabes, so that 
they can be eaten with chopsticks. 

The Chinese are fond of some kinds of 
worms, and there is a greenish brown 
worm, which comes from the rice fields, 
which brings high prices in the markets. 
They eat allkworm grubs, and in some 
parts of the empire the poorer people eat 
snakes. In Amoy and 8watow snakes are 
sold for food and they are used to make 
soap. They are qaite expensive, and a 
good-sized snake of the right variety will 
will bring 75 cents. I found the Chinese 
restaurants well patronized, and there are 
peddling cooks everywhere. The average 
laborer buys his lunch where be works if 
be belongs to the cities, and wherever there 
is a band of workmen you will find from 
one to a dozen lunch-pcddlers. It is the 
same as to smoking. On nearly every cor- 
ner yon find a table with a lot of pipes upon 
it, and a man standing beside it ready to 
rent them out for a fraction of a cent a 
smokr. The piiics arc made of copper and 
they are a .sort of a water pipe, with which 
you draw the smoke through the water be- 
fore it comes into your mouth. The bowls 
hold about a thimbleful of tobacco, and 
the pipe has to be lighted about every two 
minutes. Of late years the Chinese of the 
seaports have taken to smoking cigarettes, 
and yon find great quantities of Ameri- 
can cigarettes consumed in Shanghai and 
Canton. 

i In my walks through the Chinese cities 
the things tnat impressed me the most 

I were the things that I did not see. Hooked 
j in vain for street lamps. There wasno sign 
of sewerage, and the I'liblir Imildings were 
more like stables than anything else. The 
only tire preventives were wells which had 
been dug here and there, and which were 
kept full in order to use in case of confla- 
grations, and great clay jars which were 

f laced on the roofs of !>ome of the bouses, 
was told that the houses were nnmbered, 
and at the comers I saw characters which 
gave a description or census of the families 
in till- neighborhood. Most of the streets 
of the cities which I visited outside of Pe- 
king were paved with stone, which had 
been worn smooth by the bare and shod 
feet of a thousand generations of human 
beings. Outside of the hogs and the dogs, 
you see few animals in one of these big 
towns. There are no carts and no carriages. 
The men ride through the streets In churs, 
and the merchandise is carried by men or 
poshed and dxagged ttwngh the city in 



wheelbarrows. There are no statues or 
public squares, eicept here and there 
where a place may nave been left for a 
market. 

Tnere are no telegraph lines and no tall 
buildings. The roofs are of heavy black 
tiles, and most of the city houses are built 
of blue brick with a foundation of stone. 
I saw no signs of cellars, though under 
some of the streets there are drains and 
some have cutters. Both drains and gut- 
ters are usually stopped up, and they form 
the breeding places for disease and bad 
smells. The tilth of a Chinese city is in 
fact beyond description. Peking is worse 
than a barnyard, and the Tllest cowyard in 
America is cleaner than the mud through 
which vou wade in walking through Han- 
kow. Vou have to keep your eyes on your 
feet, and there is no bone factory in the 
United States which snn^asaes the smell 
arising from the streets on a wet day, 
Here and there along the business streets 
or in tlie side streets, just off the most 
thronged parts of the city, you will pass 
great vats splashed with the vilest of dirt. 
There are public waterdosets. They are 
owned by private parties, who grow rich by 
selling the sewerage to the farmers. You 

§0 on and on through scenes like those I 
ave described until yon can stand it no 
longer, and give your guide directions to 
hurry you back to your hotel.

THE LETTEB H. 

Vrbj Is It Taken So Often for an 
Initial? 

"Tt is a peculiar thing,"' said the know- 
ing cierk in a hotel which is noted more 
for its hosiiitality than it is for its inquist- 
tivciiess into the character of its guests, 
"it's a peculiar thing the fondness tnat tlie 
average man has for the letter H as ati 
initial. Now, I don't suppose that there 
are more middle names beginning with 
H than with any other letter, M or 
R or 8 or B, bat nine men out 
of ten, if they are in donbt about 
a middle initial, decide on H. Now, 
my middle initial is W, but for every 
letter I get, e.xcept from people I know 
well, that I have mv initial right. I get 
three in which it is put down H. It's very 
seldom, too, that you'll tind a man with 
sufficient strength of character to leave out 
the middle initial of the man he's writing 
to if he doesn't know it, so he claps in an 
H and lets it go. There seems to De a pre- 
vailing superstition that a man isn't just 
what he ought to be nnless he has a mid- 
dle name, and that the chances are very 
strong that that name begins with the 
eighth letter of the alphabet, says the 
Lewiston Sun. 

"Nollr, here's another instance. Cast 
vour eyes over this page of our register. 
That is mostly late guests who drop in 
here late at night and sign names other 
than their own. Ses the result : 'Charles 
H. .Tones,' "John H. Smith,' 'George H. 
Robinson,' 'A. H. Brown,' 'F. H. Brown,' 
and so on. There are ten names on that 
one page, the middle initial of which is H. 
Now, that letter isn't any easier to write 
than any other letter; it certainly isn't any 
more ornamental, and I can't see that in 
any respect it has an advantage over the 
rest of the alphabet. Yet the human race 
sticks to it with a fidelity worthy of a more 
important cause. I'd like to have some 
wibe man tell me why." 

The Uncertain Age of the Earth. 
Professor John Perry has been causing 
quite a commotion in scientific circles by 
insinnating that the earth is modi more 
ancient than we have been accustomed to 
believe. Lord Kelvin's estimate of the 
age of the earth as a solid or crusted 
body, which is 40<).00O,(X)0 years for its 
upper and anythine down to lll.U'Xl.ijoO or 
20,000,000 years for its lower limit, has been 
hitherto accepted without suspicion. Pro- 
fessor Perry has called into question this 
theory of the comparative juvenility of 
onr giaba, and insists that Lord Kelvin has 



taken the conducting power of liot rocks 
as lower than it really is, and hence that 
the earth bad cooled and consolidated from 
a liquid state much earlier than 400,000.000 
years ago — it least 120 times earlier— that 
IS 48,000,0liiJ,iX») \ tars ago. These hoary 
figures drove Lord Kelvin to his 
laboratory, from which he has re- 
cently emerged with the most reassuring 
data. He ha.s been experimenting on the 
conducting power of rocks at high tem- 
peratures, and he has also received some 
valuable results of experiments made by 
Dr. Robert Weber, from which it appears 
that Professor Perry was mi.'^taken in as- 
suming the greater conductivity of in- 
tensely heated rock. With some kinds of 
rock— for instance, slate and sandstone- 
there is, on the contrary, a diminution of 
conductivity at high temperatures. Lord 
Kelvin sees no ground for abandoning his 
former estimate, and he quotes the confir- 
mation of Dr. Clarence King, the well- 
known American geologist, who says that 
"we have no warrant for extending the 
earth's age beyond 24,000,000 years. " This 
accords with the 15,000,000 or 20,000,000 
years for the age of the snn. as calcolatsd 
by Helmholts, Newcomb and Kelvin. 

The Fallaey of Karly Blsteg. 

Proverbs are responsible for a great deal 
of folly, but, in the opinion of an English 
medical journal, few have done more mis- 
chief than those which inculcate early 
rising as a virtue. When the foolish in- 
terpretation of a proverb tiboutthe health 
and wealth to be gotten from early rising 
is combined with the still more foolish 
adage which says of sleep, "Six hours for 
a man, seven for a woman and eight for a 
fool," a virions system is evolved capable 
of working great mischief to yountr people 
of both sexes. There is a tendency greatly 
encouraged in towns by the spread of 
cycling to curtail unduly the hours of 
sleep. Parties of young men and lads 
are to be met careering about the 
streets at midnight. They would be 
far better in bed, as their dnties in 
most cases necessitate their rising at 
an hour which will give them but six or, 
at the outside, seven hours' rest. These 
young men are no doubt encouraged by 
the silly adages quoted above. When the 
great majority lived in villages, and were 
engaged in the cultivation of the soil. early 
rising may have been conducive to health 
and wealth, if not to wisdom, but even our 
early forefathers probably did not more 
than make a virtue of necessity. It is said 
to be natural— that is pliy.nological— to 
rise early and enjoy the beauties of the sun- 
rise; if we ask why? we are treated to 
various transcendental theories about the 
vivifying influence of the sun, and we are 
told to take example by the birds of the 
air, and the beasts of the field, or so 
niany of them as are not nocturnal 
in their habits. But, as a matter of 
fact, says the authority already quoted: 
"Physiology, so far as ithas anvthing to 
say on the subject at all, is all against the 
early rising theory. Physiological experi- 
ment appears to show that a man does not 
work best and fastest in the early mornine 
hours, but on the contrary, about midday 
The desire to rise early, except those 
trained from youth to outdoor pursuits is 
commonly a sign not of strength of charac- 
ter and vigor of body, but of advancing 
age. The very old often sleeo mnch, but 
tfiey do not sleep long. A long deep sleep, 
the sleep of youth, requires for its produoi 
tion a thprougtily elastic vascular system. 
The stiffening vessels of age are not so 
completely nor so easily controlled by tte 
vasomotor nerves. Henc e shorter sleei^

Imbedded in a fork of 
the roots, which had partially circled 
around it, Wate a bntnah skull afid T«rte- 
bne, attached to which were bnt three nbs 
and the left arm. The rest of the skeleton 
WEB missing, says the New York Press. 

Through the skull, just back of the eyes, 
B bayonet had penetrated, going entirely 
throngh the head and protruding about 
two inches. Lying near the hand was the 
frame of a flintlock dueling pistol, eaten 
with rust, but with the charge still unex- 
ploded. The skull, as all such uncanny 
things are, was ghastly and grinning. 
The ghoulish effect was heightened by the 
appearance of the upper jaw. a portion of 
which had evidently been shot away. 

The discovery was sufficient to collect 
a knot of curious workmen, who examined

Valuable Estates Escape Paylnftthe 
Collateral Inheritance 
Tax. 



County Clerk Onrty Myshe has discov- 
ered imother shortcoming in the admin- 
istration of his predecessor, M. C. Haley, 
whereby the Bta'o has lost at least half 
amilliom d»UaniMi4 probably more. It 
is in conneetloii with the Inheritance tax of 
the probate department. 

On March 23, 1893, a law was passed and 
approved by the State Legislature estab- 
lishing a tax on collateral inheritance. By 
this law a tax of 5 per cent was placed on 
all bequests left to persons other than a 
mother, father, brother, sister, wife or 
child, to the husl>andOf sdatlghter Ot the 
widow of a son. 

Therefore property left to an institution, 
or to a person other than those 
named, must pay 6 per cent of the amount 
into the school fund^ The Coonty Clerk 
most keep a record of all snch bequests 
and make qnarterly reports to theTreaa- 
orer, who in torn makes his report to the 
Comptroller of State. 

Mr. Curry says that no reports were 
made by hi.s predecessor for nearly a 
vear, as required by law, and the only 
reports that wen BMde at all are partial 
and incorrect. 

So Mr. Curry has to pnt extnt men to 
work to dig up the estates that escaped the 
5-per-cent tax. 

Deputy Clerk Northrop has been work- 
ing on the books for some time, and has 
discover^I much irregularity. He finds 
that the J. C. Wilmerdiug estate owes the 
State taxes amounting to $40,000. The 
Miranda Lux estate has escaped paying a 
like amount. There is $45,000 coming from 
the estate of Jose V, de Laveapa and $8000 
from Sif;mnnd M. Thaiinhauser. Smaller 
amounts are due from the estates of John 
8. I)oo and others, maklne in all about 
$U9,ij0i:i up to date, with the prospects of 
there being doable as mnch more when 
the books have been thofoaghiy orer- 
bauled. 

"The tax on the estates that have not 
been reported," said Mr. Curry, "will 
amount to $500,000 at the lowest calcula- 
tion, and there is no knowing bow much 
beyond that sum the discrepancy will go. 
The manner in which this department has 
been run is only another indication of how 
loosely the affairs of the whole office have 
been 'administered during the last two 
years. I propose to make a full investiga- 
tion of this whole matter and make these 
estates that have been allowed to escape 
paying all this money come to time. 

''I do not believe in rnnningthe offic6 on 
a cheap principle and allow thousands of 
dollars to escape collection. The law dis- 
tinctly states that reports of the values of 
these taxable estates must be made once 
every three months. This has not been 
done at all. Tbere has been eross neglect

D. M. Heagerty Arrested on a Charge 
of Arson — Lambert at 
Ub«rty. 



t ;Ih fntore vfaen tm application Is mad* 
to the authoiities of the Fabiola Hospital 
for a position at the institation the cre- 
dentials of the candidate will be acratin' 
ized with extraoidinary oaie, and the ref- 
erences mast be of an nnimpeachable cbar- 
a<'rer brfore the applicant is admitted to 
tlic .-uiiitarium. This state of afiainwas 
brtmght about by a recent and yery nn- 
plcasant expcrioiici', which for a time 
threatened to disrupt the institution. 

About a moiuli ago ttic directory of the 
hospital, which is composed of ladies jironi- 
lucnt in social and charitable circles, was 
. horritied to learn that a thief was being 
harbored in the building and thut, despite 
thje close watch which had been kept, no 
(dew to the gnilty part^ conld be found. 

Fearfal of tbe scandal which would 
arise should the matter become public the 
police were not notified, and the officers at 
the sanitarium soUeied in silence while 
money and other articles of value disap- 
peared in rapid succession. Several trusted 
iind yaluable employes threatened to re- 
siRU tioiess some stop was put to the mys- 
terious disappearance of their belongings, 
but the larcenies still continiie<i. 

The matter came to a climax on Satur- 
day last, when a physician who had been 
called from San Francisco to perform an 
operation missed a diamond scarfpiu val- 
ued at <200. He had taken off his collar 
and cravatto be freer in his niovemcnts, 
ami when he came to rcsnnip tlioni the I'in 
was gone. The supcrinleiulL-nt decided 
that some one who was in the room at the 
time the opeiation was performed must be 
the RuUty party, and a deputy constable 
was sent for to search forthe missini: jewel. 

All submitted gracefully t>i the ordeal 
except Miss Berg, a Riverside girl, who 
had been a probationary nurse at the hos- 
pital for about six weeks. 8he protested, 
but the deputy insisted, and In a few 
minutes he unearthed the pin, which had 
been hidden in her clothing. 

A search was then made of her trnaks, 
which were tilled with elegant dresses, 
(.vntaining. besides, considerable coin and 
a number of handsome articles of gentle- 
men's jewelry, includiii:.' several scarf- 
'pins. These she clai::.. '; l.a l been given 
her; No other articles n.ij~i l during her 
ft-ay at the hospital were fmind. J^he was 
tummarUy dismissed. 

The nurse was obtained from the head- 
■•Quarters of the Young Women's Christian 
Association of San Francisco, and was 
taken on the simple statement from that 
iij^iitution that she had been tlierc for 
.some time awaiting a place, and seemed to 
lie an exemplary person. 

The officials are of the opinion that she 
was an adventuress who was seeking an 
asylum at the hospital until attention 
was diverted from some orevious escapade 
ot hers, or that she gained admission for 
the purpose of looting the institotion. 

' Arrested on s Charge of Argon, 
. D. M. Heagerty, whose saloon and gro- 
_: eery near Plittsville, on the San Leandro 
'■■ioad were burned, together with the build- 
"ihg in which they were situated on March 
4, was arrested yesterday by D^uty Sher- 
iff Lane on a warrant charging him with 
sraan. The complaint was sworn to by 
Thomas MtCuthj, a private detective 
from San Francisco, who has been work- 
ing on the case since the fire in the emnlov 
of the Underwriters' Association, .s^hould 
Heagerty be found guilty of arson he will 
probably bo charged with murder, as 
Eennie ilall, a nine-year-old boy, who lived 
v, ;th his parents in the upper story of the 
i . :'Jine, was so badlv burned before he 
\i a- taken out that he died the next day. 

I i:her members of the Hail family barely 
fscaped with their lives, a little girl two 
years old being tossed out of a window and 
gSUght by Heagerty, who was standing Ije- 
. ow. The detective refused to say what 
evidxnce he had found against Heagerty. 

The latter also is silent on the subject 
e\ci'[.t to say that he is entirely innocent 
,uf aii y wrong-doing and cannot conceive of 
any evidence that can bo brought against 
' Jiini. He employed an attorney as soon as 
locked up, who told him not to talk about 
ihb case. His bond was fixed at |10,000 
and friends were sent oat yesterday after- 
noon to hunt for sureties. 

D. M. Heagery is a nephew ot D. D. 
Heagerty, for whom Sheriff White has had 
a warrant for some time. 

The uncle, w ho had a store in Glolden 
(late, failed in business some time ago, and 
during the insolvency proceedings it was 
; discovered that his stock was much smaller 
when the creditors took possession than it 
sboiild have bi en. He was charged with an 
attempt to defraud his creditors, but thus 
far be has not been apprehended. It is 
now said that a part of his stock found its 
way into D. M. Heagerty's grocery at 
.. Elittsville befor': ttie lire. 
. Since the tire Ileagenv has established 
ahotber business near Froitvale, and it 
was there that he was arrested. 

To Consider the Tension Act. 

■ A meeting of Alameda County school- 
teachers was b.r'.d ut the High School 
buildmg yesterday to consider the teach- 
ers pension act iiassed bv the last Legi«la- 
Jure. After the provisions of the law had 
been explained by P. M. Fisher, James 
WcChesney said that he considerea the 
la'.v vague and mdefinite. If the teachers 
put in their money as it now stands the 
next Legislature might choose to amend 
it, and then the money might be lost. He 
Asked for a rising vote as to whether those 
jjresent were rcadv to accept the bill as it 
now stands, h^illy three-fourths of the 
. teachers signified their confidence in the 
measure by rising. 

Miss Mollie f'onnors then took the floor 
and said that w liile tij - b ll was not per- 
fect it was far betu r than none at all. 
Should th« teachers refuse to taka advan- 
tage of this one the next Legidatora wotild 
be jnstified in reftuing to ameDd the meas- 
ure to make it mora to the adnuita^e of 
the teachers.

What a Baltimore Captain Now 
Terms the Affray of 
the Time. 



Captain TDrsoh Talis How He 
Captured a Line of Federal 
RIfle-Plts. 



Captain John W. Toisch of Baltimore 
has good reason to keep green in his mem- 
ory what might have been a serious 1st of 
April joke, says the Baltimore Sua is writ- 
ing up events of the 1st of ApriL 

Thirty years ago yesterday he was in 
command of the Second Maryland Battal- 
ion in General McConib's brigade, lying 
below Petersburg. The Confederate army, 
composed of General A. P. Hill's corps, 
had been lying in winter quarters, faced a 
short distance away by the Union line. 

Late in March a number of rifle-pits in 
front of General Cook's brigade, in the 
camp line adjoining that of General Mc- 
Comb, had been captured and occupied by 
the Union forces. At midnight, March 31, 
1S65, a courier rode up to Captain Torsch's 
headquarters with an order which, when 
obeyed, seemed to have been inspired as 
an April-fool joke. 

The captain still has the innocent-look- 
ing paper in his possession. It reads : 

HEADQUASTEBS MCCODB'S BRIO.tDE, I 

April 1, 1863. i 
Copfofn— You will report with your liattalion 

under arms at once at the chapel of Qeneral 

Cook's brigade. 
T'v cemiufltid. Buo.-Oen. Wx. HcCaBE. 
I'l I'apiain Torsch, oommanding Seeond 

Maryland. 

Captain Torsch thus tells the story of the 

result of his obeying the order: 

"In connectiim with Tennessee and Mis- 
sifsipni commands the t:ccond Maryland 
was expected to recapture a lineof 'rifle- 
pite in tront-of General Cook's brigade. It 
was rather tongh work on a dark nighti as 
we had never been over the ground before. 
1 was reminded of the story of a coal-black 
negro trying on a dark night to catch a 
black cat in a dark cellar. 

'■We followed behind our line of breast- 
works until wc reached a point opposite 
the jiits which were to be cajitured. Then 
we crawled forward a hundred yards or 
more and rested to await the signal to 
attack, which was to be the firing of a 
cannon. 

"Just before daybreak the signal was 
given. AVe dashed forward, and in a very 
few minutes had completed our work by 
driving out the enemy and occupying the 
pits. Only two men were wounded in this 
dash. 

"We awaited daylight before making a 
further move. When the light came the 
joke also dawned when we saw the curious 
predicament in which we had been placed. 
Evidently anticipating a move of this sort, 
the enemy had constructed a new line of 
pits, some of them not fifty feet from our 
front. 

"The firing commenced as soon as it was 
light enoogh for us to be seen. In addition 
to the fire bom the front, every time one of 
the men made a move and showed himself 
there came a firing from our breastworks in 
the rear. The Confederate forces knew 
nothing of our attack and supposed wa 
were the enemy. 

"■■It was certain death to move from one 
pit to ar.other. Orders were written, then 
wrapped about a bnilet, which was thrown 
from pit to pit, for the men to save their 
ammunition and prepare to receive a 
charge. No charge came, however, but we 
were in con.stant dread of one. 

"N. Lee Goldsborough, now a captain in 
the Fifth Maryland Kegiment, managed 
to crawl back to the breastworks and re- 
turn with additional ammunition, as ours 
was nearly used up. The intervening 
ground waa covered with tree stumps, 
where a forest had been cleared awav, and 
these offered some little protection iot this 
daring venture. We were also able to get 
word to the rear to havo our mtn. sAldieri 
stop firing. 

"iSo our April-fool Joke consisted of lying 
in the rifle-pits all day long. The hot sun 
poured down on us. We were without 
rations, conld get no water and could make 
no move to the rear until after dusk. 

"Anxious for further orders and to see 
what bad become of those who had been 
expected to support us in the advance, I 
nrawled back to the breastworks. Leaving 
a trail behind me like that of a mole, only 
mine was a depression in the soft earth, I 
finally reaehea headquarters. Cheers and 
congratulations met me and I was given 
orders to withdraw the line. With simio 
of the vim taken out of me by that day's 
experience, I took advantage of my pre- 
rogative and sent a jimior officer, who had 
been on picket duty, to carry out the 
order. By that time it was darker and tho 
men had no great difficulty retiring from 
their perilous positton. 

"Afterward we learned that Major-Oen- 
eral Heath, In whose division we were, 
had taken means to protect the Second 
Maryland. As soon as he heard of the 
position in trhleh we had been placed, he 
placed an artillery battery for our support 
in case of a charge Srom the front. 

"Altogether it was aTsiywam first of 
April for u s." 

THE POFTEXPEEBS. 

How the Trannrontinrntal "WoA Had 
Ha Beginning. 

Alexander Benhamof Butte City, Mont., 
was at tho ti rand Pacitic Hotel last even- 
ing, having come East on "a little mat- 
ter".' concerning his mining interests. He 
is one of the men who .started the now 
famous "pony express" across the plains 
and the Hocky Mountains. Thatwas back 
in 18G0. Said he: 

"The first express ever run aerosa the 
plains was started by a man named Butter- 
field in 1858. It started at Little Rock, 
^Jt, and followed a southern route 
through Kansas, New Mexico, Arizona 
and then to Los Angeles, Cal. About two 
years later, in 1860, our company was 
formed for the purpose of carrying the 
mails to the Pacific Coast. It was known 
as the Central Overland, California and 
I'ike's Peak Kxiiress Company. William 
H. Russell, Alexander Majors and a man 
named Waddell formed the company, and 
the contracta with the Government for 
carrying the mails were made opt in their 
names. I was chosea manager and had 
my otlic* in Denver 

"This was long before Ben Holliday was 
known, and those acconnta which have 
been saying that he was the man who first 
established the 'pony express' are alto- 
gether wrong. The records at Wabhiugtoa 



will show that I am right and that two 
lines of overland express were in operation 
at the time he atart«d his express. How- 
ever, the Southern route run by Butter- 
field did not have as mucn prominence as 
ours, which for years was known as the 
'pony express route.' It started in at St. 
Joseph, Mo., running throuah Nebraska to 
Fort Kearney, Wyo., thence to Denver, to 
Salt Lake City, to Placerville, Ivev., and to 
Sacramento, CaL The whole trip, extend- 
ing half across the continent, was made in 
seventeen days when no accident befell 
and accidents were not so numerous as 
some people have imagined. From St. 
Joseph to Denver the trip took seven days 
and from Denver to Sacramento was a 
Journey of ten days. That was, of course, 
by the regular stage route, and little time 
was lost in making it. 

"To accommodate our business we bad 
about 160 coaches, most of which wer» 
running all the time. To haul them we 
had 1500 horses scattered along the route 
from St. Joseph to Sacramento. In addi- 
tion, we had tiOOO or 7000 head of cattle 
which were used in hauling heavy freight 
and transporting feed for the horses and 
provisions for our men. Yon can see that 
the business was not by any means a small 
one, and it continued to grow as long as 
there was any use for such means of trans- 
portation. This wasuntil theconipletion of 
the Union Pacific Railway to California in 
1H70. Then overland trattic and mail ser- 
vice could be arranged to better purpose by 
the railroad, and our pony express went 
out of existence. But up to that time, 
from the day that the route was first opened 
in ISCO, its business had steadily increased. 
Even the building of (he railroad assisted 
us, for our line was the best adapted for 
carrying to Western stations employes and 
provisions. " — Chicago .lournal. 

naruiouy in Odors. 
In a treatise on the rose and its odor.s 
some interesting f.iCts in relation to that 
popular flower have been broucht to light. 
Numerous costly varieties of roses are 
grown in America for ornamental pur- 



poses, but in most other countries the cul- 
tivation is carried on for tho sake of the 
manufacture of essences, says the New 
York Recorder. The art of distilling roses 
originated in Persia about 1612, and m 1684 
it is certain that the attar of roses was 
made on a large scale at !~hiraz. At the 
present day the odorous products of the 
rose are extracted in Bnlgaria, France, 
Oermanv and to some extent in India, 
Persia, Tunis, Algeria, Morocco and Egypt. 

In'Bulgaria the red damask rose is the 
favorite, while in the south of France the 
Provence rose— the cabbage rose of Eng- 
land — is cultivated commercially. But 
wiiile much attention is generally given to 
the development of the color, form and 
size of the flower, the great possibilities of 
the beautiful petals in tne generation of 
varieties of perfumes have been biterto but 
imperfectly understood. There are ex- 
perienced gardeners who can discriminate 
many species of roses in the dark, recoe- 
nizing them by their perfumes, and it Is 
found that exquisite effects t^an be pro- 
duced by the crossing of varieties having 
special odorous characteristics. In fact, 
scenta are almost as amenable to scientific 
combination as the notes of the musical 
scale, and the result of a happy blending 
of odors by cultivation is often as distinc- 
tive and charming as the sound of a rich 
romantic harmony. 

An Kxperlment Spoiled. 

The late Professor Hyrtl was very fond 
of animals. Some years ago one of his 
fellow-professors undertook some experi- 
ments to ascertain the loss of weight in 
cases of starvation, using for tho purpose 
a lot of rabbits. The subjects of the ex- 
periment were weighed every day, but, to 
the experimenter's astonishment, they 
gained flesh instead of losing it. It was 
some time before he foimd out that Pro- 
fessor Hyrtl had been keeping them well 
supplied with food.— San iFrtuicisco Argo- 
naut. _

The Southern Pacific Prepar- 
ing Suiveys for the 
Route. 



Condemnation Suits Against LandZ 
Owners Along: the Line to 
Be Commenced. 



The Law Department of the Southern 
Pacific Railway Company has in prepara- 
tion a number of condemnation suits, 
which are to be tiled against owners of 
land between South San Francisco and 
Baden. 

At the same time a corps of en- 
gineers is in the field making surveys 
and leveling for a railroad over the new 
right of way from a point about half a 
mile north of the Baden slaughter-houses 
to the Potrero. 

The proposition is to condemn land that 
lies within the lines of the propo.sed bay- 
shore road that cannot be purchased by the 
company. For some years past ttie South- 
ern Pacitic has Ijeeji quietly buying real 
estate in small and large lots through the 
Potrero and bouth San Francisco through 
agents with the object of owning a contin- 
uous double track in a direct' line from 
Fourth and Townsend streets to San Ma- 
teo County. In many places the agents 
could not acquire land along this line, and 
now an effort will be made in court to con- 
demn the property for railroad uses. 

The route nas 'ljeen surveyed for some 
years, but final surveys for engineering are 
now being run over the ground. There 
will be a tunnel at the county boundary 
line, enteriug about 100 yards west of the 
San Bruno road on the south, and opening 
into the flat land near the end of Uailroad 
avenue. Another tunnel will bis necessary 
under the hill on which the South San 
Francisco Orphan Asylum stands. 

Chief Engineer Hood of the Southern 
Pacitic Company would not discuss the 
qtiestion, but he said that nothing unusual 
was going on along the route mentioned. 
He stated positively that any work in his 
office hod nothing to do withthe valley 
road. 

From a'l ot:: ' iii! i.f the company it was 
lc:^r:.id t.iai !.,e buy sliore road will be 
built without delay, so that it shall be fin- 
ished simultaneously with the coast line 
through Santa Barbara to Los Angeles. 
When that i" accomplished, he said, the 
company will bend its efforts toward build- 
ing up ban Mateo County, or, more 
correctly, that part of San itateo which 
lies along the railway.

MISSING TWO WEEKS. 



CSiarles Baxter, the executor of Robert Louis Stevenson, has brought from Samoa all the manuscripts 
left hythe great novelist. Two of these, written twenty years ago, he has kindly permitted the "CaU" to 
present to its readers. They have never been published before. Oneoftliemis herewith reproduced in 
fiicsimile. 

Stevenson was only 25 years old when he penned the.se, and hence. whUe they give fine promise of that 
ripe brilliancy which was afterward developed, they must be regarded more as interesting literary curlosi'. 
ties, assotdated with the unfolding of a splendid intellect, than as having any conspicuous intrinsic value. 
Tticy give the first glimpses of a w ise and genial cynicism, of sorrow, instead of disdain, for the mean and 
sordid commonplaces of herded intellects, and of a firm, calm, wholly self«contained and almost com- 
pletely isolated individuality; and these proved later to be the foundation apon which rested all the 
various manifestations of his genius. The iron of li is father's contempt and casting off never entered his 
wide and luminous soul. In his travels on a doukcy, in his canoe voyage on the River Meuse, in his 
"Virginibus Pueresque," In his "Garden of Chfld's Verse,** his pen went its own fixe, straight way, un- 
cmhittcred by suffering and never discouraged by neglect. That he niii.st have felt himself standing on 
a high eminence, from which liis kindly glance fell affectionately upon the world beneath him when it 
was not fixed upon the stars, we are not permitted to doubt; and yet in an the work that he has left to 
humanity there i.s not the slightest tinge of superciliousness, of scorn or of disdain; and that is the measure 
of greatness in its noblest form. 

It is this quality that these small compositions herewith presented show prominently enough. Still 
later he was to write, in somewhat a similar vein, "Will o' the .Mill," that finest and most pathetic short 
story in the English language; and still later, "Markheim," the gloomiest, profoundest, most hopeless of 
tragedies.

It raves and threat- 
ens in poor dumb .'how. Years ago, when that thought was young, it was dearer to mc than all other?, and I would speak with it 
always when 1 had an hour alone. These rags that so dismally trick forth its madnesss were once the splendid livery my favor 
wrought for it on my bed at night Can yon see the device on the badge? I dare not read it myself, yet have a gnss— "Und ware 
nicht— " Is not that the humor of it? 

A plague o' these Sundays ! How the church bells ring up the sleeping past ! Little thought the old man, with the faint smile 
and wrinkled clothes, as he bent his stiff back over the bell rope and floated the loud slow notes over all the summer land. He 
thought to gather the faithful by many a deep way lined with hawthorne blossom, where the still dust smoked about their church- 
ward feet. Little he thought that the strokes went abroad in my brain like a tocsin and snmnfoned Oie black thoughts, which now 
beleaguer me in the strait citadel of self.

Rev. Dr. Herron Thinks This 
Nation Haft Aaached & 
Crisis. 



Chrlst'a Teaohinga Litarally Fol- 
lowed Mean Abaolute Co- 
opmratlon. 



"The present social conditions of the 
world is anarchy. Business competition 
is war with all its horrors, and Christian- 
ity must shortly imbue with its principles 
the work-day world, . or Christianity is 
doomed." 

The foregoing is a portion of the ereed of 
Professor George D. Herron, D.D., Of the 
Iowa University, who is to lecture at the 
Third Congregational Church every night 
next, week on "The Political Coming of 
Christ" and "The Christian State." 

The professor beUeres that the present 
plan of human existence is all wrong, and 
that competition is not a necessary con- 
dition, but that everything may be made 
right by the application to every phase of 
daily life of the teachings of Christ. These, 
when reduced to practical and general 
application, amount, he says, to absolute 
co-oiieratioii. As the adoption of Mr. 
Herron's views would result in a direct 
reversal of existing conditions, he meets 
with considerable opposition in liis mis- 
sion in life. 

Pnacbtn and peXUMtm agpadaQy op- 



pose him, the former because of their con- 
servatism and the latter because tlie entire 
present political system of this coqntry is 
builton competition. He has bceil called 
anarchist, socialist, revolutionist, but in 
conversation he impresses one as being an 
earnest, conscientious worker, who may 
prove to be a prophet born too soon. He 
IS staying at the Occidental Hotel. 

"The feeling of unrest and dissatisfaction 
with the existing order of things, which I 
find everywhere in this country and which 
is common to all the c o;int ries of the earth 
to-day, leads me to believe that we have 
reached one of those |)erio(ls when history 
takes a short cut, when the world lives 
more in a hundred years than it had be- 
fore in a thousand. Such a period was the 
Reformation with its horrors. Such was 
the time of the Koundheail wars under 
Cromwell and tlie Ameri' an and French 
revolutions. The idea thus emphasized 
was liberty— religious liberty in the Refor- 
mation, political liberty in those revolu- 
tions. 

"Now, however, we have carried liberty 
too far and it has become license. To-day 
the plan of Hfe Is every man for himself. 
Competition in bnsiness has become war 
with all its horrors. Yes. war with all its 
horrors; and you will a^rve with me when 
you thiuk of tbe people in winter who can- 
not^ fuel enough to keep them warm 
because of some Reading coal combine. 
We have learned the lesson of lilierty, but 
must now learn the lesson of co-operation. 

"The feeling of unrest was one of the 
main causes of the war between Japan and 
China. The Japanese peasants were ready 
to revolt, and war was a necessity. In the 
I'nited States I believe this feeling por- 
tends a revolution more terrible than the 
French revolution of 1793. A great war 
may avert it for a time, but it wul only be 
the mote terrible wlien it does come. It 
may, however, be averted altogether, and 



to accomplish that is what I am working 
for. 

"The only alternatives for the United 
States are a terrible revolution or the 
adoption of the principles of Christianity 
as practically applied to every walk of life. 
Christianity is not a sentiment. The king- 
dom of God, wherever tbe expression is 
used in the Bible, refers to a kingdom on 
this earth, not to the hereafter. The min- 
j isters to-day are making a mistake. They 
I are too busy helping men safely out of 
; this life to assist in isstablishing tne king- 
dom of Ood on this earth. They do not 
follow the teachings of Christ, for they are 
not co-operative, but coinjietitive. The 
church is split into a thousand hostile 
sects and its power destroyed. Its pastors 
dwell too much on the points where they 
differ and too little on those where they 
agree, and of all warfare theological war- 
fare is the most bitter. Tbe so-called 
church poptilation of the countty must be 
converted from nominal to actual Chris- 
tianity. 

] "Christ came notjto take men out of the 
I world, but to set right the affairs of the 
I world. His teachings provide, I believe, 
' for every contingency, but if they were ap- 
plied they would result in a complete re- 
versal of existing conditions. 'Help one 
another' would be the rule instead of com- 
petition. 

"I have been called a socialist. I do not 

refuse the name, but I am not one of those 
who want to divide up everything and 
start afresh. I belong rather to a school of 
Christian socialistic philosophy, and I be- 
lieve that if the teachings ol Onrist were 
actually carried out the result wotild be 
absolute co-operatiun. ' ,

Many harre been the lovely gowns de- 
signed and completed during the past six 
weeks, for our post- Lenten season promises 
to be unosuallr gay. 

White satin still holds its own and is 
Tery popular. One gown just finished has 
a tight-fitting bodice most gneefally cut, 
the severity of the corsage being relieved 
by a volant of tulle studded with silver 
liaillettes set in at the decolletage with a 
band of silver paillettes, repeated below asa 
waistband, which is tied at the back with 
a large bow of white satin. One shouldei- 
>ira;' is cf white satin fastened with a 
: i a.e of violets; the other is of violets 
alone, and sleeves are substituted by arm- 
lets of white satin knotted in bows, reveal- 
ing the beautiful curves of the shoulder. 

A charming gown from Paris shows a 
full skirt of a purplish pink mlk mull over 
a glace pink silk fovindation. Around the 
bottom is au edging, like a ruche, of pink 
chrysanthemums— perfect beauties. The

tight-fitting silk bodice has the muUe put 
over it rather full. Around the neck and 
waist are deep bands of lovely smoked- 
pearl embroidery. The sleeves are very 
large with little stiffening, but a great 
quantity of material is consnmed in their 
composition. A single huge, ragged- 
looking chrysantlicnium is gracefully 
fastened at the left >itle of the corsage. 

Princess robes are on tlie increase, and 
one much admirfd lately was worn in 
London by M-s. I'airick Campbell in "The 
Notorious" Mr.-. Kbb.sniith." It is of the 
finest Brussels net, witli masses of natural- 
size roses exquisitely embroidered in gold, 
worked thread by thread by hand, ends 
and leaves arranged as garlands, a distinct 
design embroidering the wliole, and yet 
Tendered with that irregularity whicli ]iro- 
claims the artist's hand in cnutradii tion 
to the machine. It is very long and cling- 
ing, and near the foot the embroidery draws 
closer and closer together until a border is 
formed of almost solid gold work. The 
foundation is black satin, but between this 
and t!ie embroidered net is an inter-robe 
of gold tinsel which shimmers hither and 
thither as the wearer moves, getting a 
lightness of effect which would otherwise 
have been marred by the unrelieved gloom 
of the satin. The bodice is low and there 
are no sleeves, save for a massof gold chains 
starting from the shoulder, which are 
di*wn Into the arm by k band of the gold 
embroiderr. 

But enough of evening gowns. There is 
a dress of Sicilian black alpaca of which I 
want your opinion. The skirt is plain, as 
most skirts now are; very full around the 
bottom and gored off into a close-fitted 
nothingness over the hips. There is a ooat 
bodice, somewhat full in the basque at the 
bock, opening in the front with wide 
lapeb that arc outlined with rich white 
soft satin, these being entirely cov- 
ered with fine black net, embroidered 
with yellowish lace sprigs, edged by a 
frill of black net, bordered with the nar- 
rowest of yellow lace edging. The vest re- 
vealed to us by these wide lapels is of soft 
white chiffon with the inevitable pourb 
front, falling slightly over the wide satin 
band, which is repeated around the neck, 
finished wita two chooz bows <OB aither 
side of a tiny black broooh. Every seam 
in skirt and coat are strapped. 

There are some novel httle points to be 
noticed about the latest tailor-made gowns, 
for instance, in tlie wide, double reveres, 
tke eomna ^ tba lower one bdng poised, 



of the upper rounded, while above is a 
smart little turn-over collar of velvet. The 
coat is now fastened with a single large 
button. Miul Ins si'le po. kets. The sleeves 
turn up .11 tiic wrist.-i with daintily shaped 
I cuff>. \\'Vin coating i.s the favorite cloth 
' for these costumes, and the new colors are 
1 very soft and pretty, notably the blues and 
: tans; and there is no better material for 
i spring wear, i>eing at once light, cool and 
: durable. j 

\ A pretty Parisian toilet is of a brown 
! and white checkered silk, in glace. It has 
the drooping shoulders, a deep box pleat 
I in the front and muslin cuffs of exquisitely 
clear, line muslin, and the box pleet is 
trimmed with uiu-^liii that peeped from 
1» neath large black reveres; black crepon 
falls over it from the throat. 

The favorite skirt trimming seems to be 
insertion laid over black satin, but for the 
most part the skirts are absolutely plain. 
This check dress,' like nianv models 
shown, had a double collar edged with lace. 

Crepons continue to be the rage, new de- 
signs almost daily being placed on the 
nia.-ket. A trown ij thus described, made 
of a blue crepon, in the depths of the 
wavy lines here and there glistens a sequin. 
The bodice is covered with a net closely 
traced with iridescent blue sequins, and 
showing that the lining beneath has stripes 
of cream colored lace. The front is 
pouched, and the voke piece is made of 
white satin, embroidered in iridescent blue 
beads and sequins. The skirt is a triumph 
in cross cutting. Manv skirts are now bo.x- 
t>lcated in the ba'-k. iast three thinjrs are 
noted— the large lissc ruffs, generally black, 
with colored flowers, scarlet and purple; 
the introduction of white lace on black or 
colored capes and mantles, either as rows 
of lace insertion or sijuare trimmings of 
lace or embroidered muslin covering the 
shoulders, mostly having a bouquet of ar- 
tificial flowers attached somewhere; and 
lastly the polichinelle bonnets, which are 
described as beiiii: soineibiiig like the old 
chapeau bras. Some are made in black 
lace or wired jet; many are mainly com- 
posed of flowers, btit is a style which will 
soon become common. A truly recherche 
headgear is composed of metal paillettes, 
like the scales of a salmon, covering the 
top of the head and falling in points, di- 
vided by ostrich tips, two standing erect on 
top. 

Another bonnet has a bow of vmd rose 
pink in the center, and black velvet mar- 
ijncritts on either siile bavins light-green 
centers, they are backed Ly feathery gueras 
aizrettes. All millinery is extensively 
trimtued at the back, and straw has un- 
dergone a new treatment. It is brightly 
colored and often shot. One hat of this 
kind has a brim made in loops and ar- 
ranged in pleats high up on one side, the 
crown of silk was botdea with irold sequins, 
a large cjeam lace bow standing boldly up 
at the back, intermixed with carnations 
of red, yellow and purple sha les springing 
from a bunch of cool, green foliage. The 
crinoline lace is an important novelty this 
year, and a bonnet made of it Iiad leaves 
of jet between the pleats, and a large bow 
of real Brnssels lace m tlM front, inter- 
mingled with twisted jet. 

A new jacket without sleeves is on the 
market. I have seen none here, but the 
garment is described as being very jiretty, 
it has a cape to the arnihole, which is 
trimmed with rows of jet that also border 
the whole garment, and this ornamenta- 
tion, while simple, is effective. 

Apropos of jackets, capes and mantles. 
Miss Calhoun wore in the play I have 
mentioned an opera mantle of black satin 
brocaded with roses of a deep pink shade. 
It has a wide 'collar of Chantilly and a 
delicate lining of rose pink satin, and was 
much admired. 

Muslin and lace promise to be mucb en 
evidence. It appears in some form in 
nearly all tlie new models as turned-down 
collars and enflB. It is safe to aay that this

If any contemporary character deserves 
an obituary notice in a fashion page it is 
Charles Worth, the famous costumier, who 
died last week at Paris at the age of 76. 
He was a native of Bourne, in Lincoln- 
shire, where his father was a solicitor. As 
n young man he went to London and en- 
tered the establishment of Messrs. Mar- 
shall and Suelgrove as an apprentice. 
There he remained for seven years, doing 
desk work, and having but little opportu- 
nity of showing his special talent besides 
in suggesting modificat ions to adapt French 
confections to Knglish taste. Finding Lon- 
don too narrow for bis ;_'enius, Worth went 
to I'aris to studv fashions. For some time 
he bad to battle with (.overty, but at last 
managed, in 1S46, to enter the old-estab- 
lislu il hi ii-e of Ga^elin, who at one time 
liad Mane Antoinette as a customer. 
Having made the fortune of his employers, 
he asked to be taken into partnership.

queens and princesses of Europe except 
Queen Victoria, who never honored, him 
■with her patronage, .\fter the republic 
had swept away the Napoleonic dynasty 
the Americans niade up lorihe lo-s of the 
courtj and the establishment in the Hue de 
la Paix continued to prosper. The prices 
of Worth's creations were high, as his 
modes were e-iclusive. For an ordinary 
silk evening dress his usual cluir^^e was 
from £.M to £75. Tlie court gxiwii ho siade 
for the Dowager Empress of Hussia on the 
occasion of her coronation cost £4000, and 
some vcarg ago a Peruvian heiress paid 
X4''no for a gown riohly trimmed with 
Costly lace. 

The great "couturier" resided through- 
out the year at his country-seat near 
Suresnes, but everv day came to his es- 
tal)lisliment in the line de la I'aix early in 
the n... riling, and never went home until 6 
or 7 at night. He continued thi.<i personal 
supervision until a few days before his 
death, while the executive part of the 
business was left to his sons, Jean and Oas-

and when his request was refused entered 
the service of M. Aurely, who. with Mnie. 
Roger, were the leading fashion-makers of 
the first years of the empire. However, it 
was not "long before 1856 Worth founded 
thelgreat firm in the Rue de la Paix with 
which his name has ever since been asso- 
ciated. The funds were provided by a 
Swedish gentleman named Doberg, who 
shared the profit^. 

Boon after M. Worth had started in busi- 
ness by himself he was introduced to the 
Emi>ress Kiigenie by the Duchess of 
I'l-sitcny and tlie < 'ountess Wnlewska, and 
at once became the leading spirit in the 
creation of imperialistic Tashion. The 
£mj>rMS received Worth almost daily in 
ooQsaltatioii, and in most caaes followed

The question has been asked. Which is 
considered to be the most popular type of 
society woman? Reading between the 
lines this might be taken to mean who 
gets on Ijest in society? It is a matter of 
fact way, perhaps, of looking at the sub- 
ject, but it is actually the point at issue. 
To answer one question with another, it 
might again be asked, what is implied by 
"getting on" in society? Those who do 
not get on know a good deal about this 
depressing condition and could give the 
best iniei'prelatioii of what "not getting 
on" signifies. Society popularity is at- 
tained not by one type of women alone, 
but by many and most diversified types. 
One thin^ is certain, however, circum- 
slaiicts and surroundings cither create and 
j foster popularitv or are dead against its 
growth. Riches' and and rankare, it goes 
without saying, the most anre means to 




this end and are the direct road to success. 
Beauty, again, secures for its jiossessors a 
disthict popularity in society, and when 
these three gifts are united the position is 
exceptionally strong and commands suc- 
cess, says tlie Queen. 

As regards the individuality of society 
women apart from surroundings what 
qualities are best suited for winning the 
race and reaching the goal? Does the 
vivacious and merry, animated and dem- 
onstrative woman or the reserved, self- 
contained and eonijioscd one come most to 
the front, and gain the greatest number of 
social laurels? Placing them side by side, 
and judging from results, the permanent 
gains are to the latter. Women of this 
order are pre eminently successful on 
various counts; whatever is lacking in 
them of brilliancy and animation, and even 
of brain power, is counterlxtianced by an 
amount of persistent perseverance that 
[iroduces a slow but sure effect. An amus- 
ing; v.iiman is led away from her point by 
the talent she possesses, she is delightful 
comcany, but she does not inspire ^e reli- 
ance upon her or the belief in lier that the 
less clever woman does, while from a 
marriageable point of view a woman who 
sees the humorous side of every situation 
in daily life is not the one a man desires to 
make his wife, and a woman without a 
scintillation of humor in her composition 
is chosen before one who is dangerously 
bright and clever. For why? Most men 
look for a haven of rest when entering into 
matrimony and prefer a placid and re- 
served woman, even to insipidity, to one 
whose conversational powers are undeni- 
able.

•' SAN MinrEL I.'^I.AXD, April rt. is;t5.— 
r.It has fallen to my lot to present the 
readers of ilie Call w ith the first accurate 
and reliable account, from the testimony 
of an eyewitness, of the mysterious con- 
vulsions that have taken place at Cuylers 
Jlarbor on San Miguel Island, completely 
changing the aspect of the harbor along its 
inner shore. 

■\ It was on Monday, the ^th of Harcb, 
th-at passage was taken for the island of 
• San Miguel on the sloop Liberty, which 
bad come in two days previously and lay 
at anchor in the harbor. The purpose of 
ilip Call correspondent had not been pub- 
:.slied abroad, but a very great interest 
was maiiifeRted in Santa Barbara as to the 
perscnuel of the passeiifjers booked for this 
trip of the little sloop. It is perhaps only 
fair to own that the Call corre-pondent 
went aboard the slo m in a very quiet and 
unostentatious man:i'>r, and the list of the 
Liberty's cabin passengers only showed 
that Mrs. Devine, the liousekeeper of .-'an 
Miguel ranch, had taken passage that day, 
accompanied by her dauphter. having in 
charge a brilliant scarlet and green parr.>t, 
whose home is on the island, but who has 
been spending the season at the Arlington, 
as befits a bird of high degree. 

There were reasons why it appeared 
very desirable to make the quickest pos- 
sible trip to the island. Simultaneously 
with the departure of the sloop press dis- 
patches were sent out exposing the imposi- 
tion that had been iiracticed upon the pub- 
lic in all tlie accouirs of the seismic distur- 
bances at San Miguel, which hadappeared 
in print. 

At 3 o'clock a fine breeze sprang up and 
the captain prepared for an immediate 
£tart, but in fifteen minutes it had died 
away and the vessel still rocked lazily at 
anchor alongside the Santa Barbara wharf. 
At .T o'clock another breeze came, only to 
pass on in a few litful gusts. It wasOo'clock 
MonUay night before a light, steady wind 
from the east lightened all hearts. Tlic 
'sail was spread, the little boat went scud- 
■ ding along before the wind and the passcn- 
frers turned in for the night, with the 
»h<(frful assurance tnat Tuesday's dawn 
would see the craft safely anchored in 
Cuylers Harbor. 

At 12:15 o'clock I awoke to hear a grind- 
iiig and creaking and splashing of water, 
which seemed to indicate that the boat wa.s 
tearing ahead at a tremendous speed. This 
was also the impression of Captain Da! iy, 
who had gone below durinc tlie iirst watch 
find who was dozing in his ounk. Tncn 
ai\ anxious voic« was heard. It was the 
voice of young Will Devine, the man on 
watch above.

All day 
tiV- ro'^ked pcaeeiLilly upon the bosom of 
the deep, while her passengers and crew 
jiii.viousiy scanned sky and water seeking 
Sfome ,-igiis of a freshening breeze. 

"If she only had her topsail," groaned 
the captain •'siie'd make some little head- 
way, anyhow !" 

lint, alas I the l.iljerty's topsail had been 
washed overboard uii her la^-t voyage, and 
the sloop lay to in the calm like a maimed 
bird. 

Signs of an approaching storm were 
manifest in the gray film gathering over- 
head and the low baiili of clouds piling up 
iu the southeast. Abo%t 5 o'clock a fight 
squall suddenly danced over the waters, 
caught the happing sail and sent the boat 
flying ahead. 

••Good!" was the capta/i's verdict. ' At 
this rate we'll make t^fe island to-night 
and have a warm supper at Captain 
Waters' before we go to rest.'' 

There was an enthusiastic assent all 
around. To tell the tnith, famine was 
stalking abroad on the Liberty, and all i 
were trembling before her ghastly face. 
The little sloop was not a passenger-boat, 
but merely carried freight between San 
iMiguel .and the island. She never expect- 
ed to be out over a couple of meals, and on 
this occasion little extra provision bad 
been made, because the first mate, who 
also officiated as steward, knew that the 
ladies would he sick and unable to eat. 
But the ladies were not sick, and developed 
scandalous ai.|.etites, to the dismay of the 
steward. On Xue.-cijy. m view of the de- 
pletion of the larder, he had limited the 
meals to breakfast and dinner, and when 
the latter meal was cleared away at A 
o'clock on Tuesday afteruoon tlie butter, 
meat, vegetables, bread and utlier luxuries 
of ]de had been consumed, nothing being 
left but a half barrel of water ana a rery 
small keg of hardtack. 

At dusk the outlines of Santa Rosa 
Island could still be dimly seen, and 
etraieht ahead was a low, dark streak on 
the horizon's edge that the sailors knew 
to be San Miguel. Night fell like a black 
pall. Rain fell in sheets, and the wind 
blew a furious gaie. Let the men strain 
their eyes as they might, they could no 
longer discern the outlines of the island. 
There is no light there, and the only way 
of finding the harbor was to listen to the 
sound of the breakers and trust to their 
knowledge of the shore line, with the 
chance that in making the sadden tack 
to take the narrow entrance the wind 
might drive the sloop npon the rocks. 

-V'lded to this risk was the chance that 
some new and material changes might 
have occurred in the bed of the harbor 
fiince they itft port. Once the glimmering 
oi a light in the direction of the harbor 
half persuaded tiieiii that the sloop had 
been seen and a light hung to the flagpole 
for hergmdance; but a few minutes^ ob- 
serj-ation revealed the fact that if they 
had steered for this light thev would have 
•made lor a little schooner slowly tacking 
dawn the channel. There was" nothing 
left to do but to partially reef down, tack 
off m the direction of the mainland and 
lie by until mornine. 

At dawn it still rained heavily. As the 
view cleared the painful discovery was 
made that the sloop had in the darkness 
and heavy wind made a bigger tack than 
she had contemplated and, having all night 
'l ifted with the current, was speedily 
making the return voyage to Santa Bar- 
la ra and again lay oS Naples in a calm in 
almofci precisely the same place as where 
she had spent the preceding day. All the 
•hea'.'.vay made the night Lefore was lost, 
rain fell steadily, drenching the men to

seismic d!.-inrl)ances have taken place, 
which make it ut the moment the center of 
interest of the scientific world, is remark- 
ably picturesque, and in this respect has 
no rival on this coast. It is very nearly 
semi-circular in form, but obsinicting and 
partly closing the entrance lies Prince's (01 
Gull)' Islanii.a stately nataral fortress som 
1500 feet in length, lOOOfeet across and .''■ ■ 
feet high. The regular course for ves>> 
cnterinL; tl'.e harbor is to the right o: t;ii- 
island, and at this point it apparently joins 
tlut harbor line of the main island on the 
east, making the harbor appear circular, 
with a narrow break at the north. The 
cliffs rise majestically, frequently from the 
water's edge, and these are rugged and 
barren, seamed with great fissure*, where, 
in the nearly vertical formation, there oc- 
curs a stratum of softer rock which n ind and 
weather have worn and hallowed. .\i some 
points the lofty encircling hills areclothed 
with verdure, and now and then a line of 
green, flower bespangled, creeps warily 
down to the water's edge, but oftener a 
stout bulkhead of roek holds back great, 
barren wastes of sand. Toward the east 
end of the harbor, as it ccmies into sicht as 
the land is neared, there are stretches of 
beach, narrowed to a strip of sand at high 
tide, but at a distance tliese are scarcely 
discernible, and the abrupt hills and frown- 
ing ledges that rise almost from the water's 
edge, seem to bar all access to the island. 

The sloop anchored near the southwest 
curve of the harbor, and it at once became 
apparent that there would be some peril in 
attempting to land in the heavy sea that 
was running, but the prospects ot staying 
aboard in the pitching sea, sustained only 
by a diet of hardtack and water, robbed 
I death of all its terror. On account of re- 
cent railical changes in the harbor it was 
, necessary to pull an titter-Duat through 
half a mile of rough water to reach a feasi- 
ble lanaing-place, and even here there was 
a dangerous sea running, and great break- 
1 ers continuallv lifted the little boat high 
in the air and" then left her in a hollow, 
where the next incoming swell threatened 
; to swallow her. Here Captain Dally, who 
is an experienced yachtsman, quick and 
brave and steady, with muscles like iron, 
accomplished as pretty a feat in surf-boat- 
intt as one ever sees; and riding high on 
one breaker, then holding back imtU the 
ne.'st one came, and sending her forward on 
it with rapid, powerful strokes, ran the 
keei safely npon tlie be.ich and sprang out 
and held her there against the cruei under- 
tow, assisted by Captain Waters and his 
man. who had been anxiously awaiting 
her. And this feat was accomplished with- 
out shippini,' a I'int of water on the five 
occupants or their baggage. 

San Miguel Island is the most easterly 
of all the channel islands and lies in north 
latitude 34 deg. i min. 4 sec. ; longitude 
west of Greenwich 120 min. 18 mm. 27 
sec. 

While it does not lift its head above the 
water to the heights reached by its larger 
neighbors, Santa Rosa and Santa Cruz, it 
is essentially a monntainotis island and has 
none of their lower levels, its entire surface 
being at an elevation of from about oOO to 
800 feet above sea level. Its shores are 
generally high and steep, in many places 
sheer precipices, rising vertically to a 
height of several hundred feet. At but 
three points on the island does the land 
meet the sea in any easy descent. One of 
these |ioir"ts is at the east side of the har- 
bor, another is aroimd the point beyond, 
but neither of these is fitted for landing 
places, beca'nse of the rough surf along 
shore. The third is situated at the west 
end ot the island and here light draught 
vessels can land, if steered by competent 
navigators familiar with the soundings. 

It was useless to attempt to j'hotograph 
or examine the harbor in a poi;rin_' rain, 
so the party took sledges and horses and 
climbed the" steep road, crossing deep sand 
drifts and chiseled out of the steep moun- 
tain side, which leads to the pleasant 
rarrli ho'.se. near t'lc head of a canvon, a 
Couple of liv.ndred feet below Mount Ban 
Miguel and some five or six hundred 
feet above sea level. Here the cantain 
extended the most cordial hu? Itali'ty to 
his guest, and rej"ired e.xceedin'itly in the 
fact that the Call should be the first paper 
to send a representative to the island to 
correct the fictitious reports of the up- 
heaval that had been published. The ac

On the morning of the 10th of March, 
said Cajitain Waters, I went up to the flag- 
staff to ascertain if my boat, the Liberty, 
which had gone over to the mainland with 
a load of sheep, under command of Cap- 
tain Dally, on Wednesday, the fith of 
Jlarrh, was in sight. "There was no sail to 
be seen, and after I had swept the sea I 
turned the jdass on the harbor, 500 feet 
below. Bv'^e merest chance, as I was 
on ! ahnnt to put up the glass, I turned it on

Aois oeautilul harbor, where the notable I which had always stood on the brink of a 



earth and gravel and rock had been lifted 
up from the bed of the harbor. 
This was the beginning of the strange 

disturbances which are making Cuylers 
Harbor famous. The ground is still in 
motion. i;very day sees new changes 
along the shore, and rocks are constantly 
risinc from beneath the water along the 
harbor's soathwest shore, where they nave 
never been seen before. 

The first minute description of this un- 
canny district was made the day after the 
arrival of the Caj-l's correspondent. 

in company with Captain Waters, Cap- 
tain Dallv, Will Devine and Henry Har- 
land tlie harbor was visited, measurements 
and observations made, several snap shots 
taken with the camera and a comparison 
made with photographs of the harbor 
taken by a party of Santa Barbara ladies 
two yea'rs ago. 

Tlie southwest shore of the harbor was 



harbor's crescent, and extending out into 
the water. The strip of green immediately 
aroond the boatbouse has been scarcely 
disturbed, except to be elevated about 15 
feet, and by some violent twisting move- 
ment of the earth carrying the sheep cor- 
ral up with it, with tracks of men and 
sheep undisturbed, and pitching it at an 
angle of 36 degrees. 

"The boatbouse was brought around sev- 
eral points of the compass, so that it now 
fronts in a direction almost at right angles 
to its former line. Immediately behind 
the boatbouse, where the hill formerly 
rose in an uninterrupted slope to the very 
summit of the high mesa, there is now a 
little roll of ground succeeded by a hollow. 
From this point to the summit, 400 fen 
above, the entire face of the hill is r' !:i 
and torn by the stupendous forces that 
have wrought all this havoc. Near the sum- 
mit the entire hillside has been bodily 



and his return to the island the sea ad- 
vanced and reclairaeii some seventy-live 
feet of debris and sand w hich had" been 
thrown up. As the week before the newly 
formed bluff had increased a hundred feet 
in width, this leaves it still beyond its 
original proportions. This latest action of 
wind and wave has revealed some inter- 
esting facts and given clearer and more 
induliitalile testimony as to the character 
of the disturbances. Along the face of this 
cliff, which so mysteriously sprang into 
existence in a single night, there appears a 
ledge of rock, extending nearly to the sum- 
mit anil pitching inwarO at an angle of 
twenty-live degrees' departure from a ver- 
tical plane. 

This rock is apparently composed of a 
dark-blue slate, and can be w hittled with a 
knife. Imbedded in it are nodules of a 
dark-blue cement rook, and it is be- 
smeared with fresh, blue clay from the 
harbor bed. In crevices running all the 
way up the side of this ledge are limpets, 
barnacles, mussels and oysters, now emit- 
ting unsavory odors, which have drowned 
in Che open air. 

The base of this cliff, which has worn 
away by the erosion of the water, is strewn 
witti stones and broken rocks. Some of 
these have been subjected to the action of 
water and are niiunled and polished. 
Sume of these sliow a line of fresh cleavage, 
and one of them, picked up by the writer 
and now in her possession, is a bard, dark, 
bl'iish rock, with a clean horizontal 
cleavage, freshlv wrenched from some 
hidden ledgeand incrusted with sparkling 
iron pyrites. Scattered over this stony 
debris are monstrous bowlders, varying 
fiom one to several tons in weight. 

.\t about the middle of this new cliff, ex- 
tending from its base farout into the water, 
arc many large rocks. The principal 
among these measures over sixty feet in 
circumference at the water's edge and rises 
twenty feet above at high tide. All of these 
rocks arc on certain faces and in their crev- 
ices swarming with sea shells. Some oys- 
ters of superlative quality were found npon 
them immediately after their upheaval, 
and the shells of many which were Over- 
looked, with their putrifving content!, are 
still to be found on all sides. 

Upon this narrow, rocky beach, immedi- 
ately after the upheaval, something was 
found which will arouse the interest of 
epicures and cause a ripple of excitement 
to thrill the gourmands of San Francisco. 
This is half of a fresh oyster shell, five and 
three-quarters of an inch wide and six and 
a half inches in length, appearing almost 
circular in form. It distinctly differs in 
color and shape from the ordinary species, 
being pale-gray on tbe outside aiid having 
a gray, pearly lining. This single valve 
weighs almost an even pound, 'fhc white 
limy line oi the oyster's adherence is 
fresh and plainly marked, and one cannot 
but wonder what it would be to sit down 
to a half dozen of these mammoth bivalves 
on the half-shell, and if it wouldn't be 
worthwhile for the Sun Francisco club- 
men to send down a commission to pros- 
pect the shoals of Cuylers Harhor. This 
shell is also in your correspondent's pos- 
session. 

It must be borne in mind that all along 
the harbor in the locality described there 
formerly existed merely a narrow strip of 
sandy beach, free from shells or pebbles or 
stones of any sort, the single exception 
being one peculiarly marked rock, weigh- 
ing fully six tons, very hard and porous 
and of manifest volcanic origin, which 
stood on the edge of the beach and was a 
little landmark in this neighborhood. This 
roi k, with what was formerly its seaward 
side fringed with gray moss and plastered 
with limpets and" snails, was found the 
morning after the upheaval, on the top of 
the new cliff, seventy feet above the sea, 
and was viewed there by half a docen com- 
petent witnesses. 

During the big seas whith prevailed be- 
f veen the li3d and 26th of March, and 
which undermined the cliff, it fell upon 
the stones below and now lies there, above 
the reach of tidewater, the dried leamoas 



clinging to its face and the tiny moUusks 
dead in their shells. The top of this clifl 
when it was first thrown up was strewn 
with seawei ds. living seashells and hermit 
crabs, which now lie there dried and dead. 
A hundred feet back a slight depression 
was filled with sea-water, and in this pool 
quantities of white perch, some of them 
fully 18 inches long, were floating. This 
water has now evaporated and soaked 
away, but the dried fish still lie on the 
sands. Eight pieces of ballast and a con- 
siderable length of chain and the top ot 
the tiller belonging to the sloop Challenge, 
stmk in the nartior three years ago, 80<J 
feet off shore, were Hung up" from the bot- 
tom of the sea at the time of the upheaval, 
and were picked up high and dry upon the 
shore. 

There seems to be no limit to the pccti- 
liar developments incidental to this up- 
heavel, which constantly occur. The latest 
discoveiy is that the entire beach, for 
some distance west of the new cliff, is 
slowly rising:, and that a ledge of rocks 
which slopes duwnward into the water and 
which formerly only showed its head near 
the shore at low tide, is now eight or ten 
feet above its former level. 

A curious and sigiiilicant fact connected 
with these changes is the notable differ- 
ence now observed in soundings of the har- 
bor. Besides the tall pointed rock which 
stands out so prominently at the front of 
the upheaval at the point marked "C" on 
the map where the water used to be eleven 
feet deep, it is now eighteen, and a strong 
current with a dangerous undertow is here 
observable. 

At the jioint marked "B,'' which has 
been the anchorage of San Miguel boats 
for several years, the invariable sounding 
has hitherto been four fathoms. After the 
upheaval it became six fathoms, and the 
bed of the harbor at this point, always a 
gray sand before, changed to coarse gravel 
ana bedrock. Between the 25th of March 
and the 3d day of April this sounding 
changed to five fathoms and the harbor 
showed a bottom of yellow nuid. It has 
been impossible to have a thorough ama- 
teur survey made of the entire bed of the 
harbor, but Captain Dally, passing through 
the narrow channel lying between Prince's 
Island and the harbor s east shore, has 
found a depth of thirteen fathoms at a 
point where his deepest soimding has 
hitherto been nine fathoms, and where the 
largest figure on the coast survey map is 
nine and a quarter fathoms. 

Should Professor Davidson carry out his 
intention of sending a coast survey to the 
island new and interesting developments 
may be expected. No one can possibly 
travel over San Miguel with one of the 
coast survey maps for a companion and not 
be greatly impressed with startlin;.- dis- 
crepancies between the eliaracter of the 
coast, as outlined there, and tne heijrht of 
different elevations, as indieateii by the 
contour lines, opposed to the testiinilny of 
the eye. These iiia|.s are always draughted 
from the most accurate and jiaiustaking 
surveys and may be absolutely relied upon. 
Captain Waters is con'vinced that im- 
IKirtant changes in the island had taken 
place since the survey made by Hilpard, 
Forney and Grcenwell in i8Sa and jire- 
vious to the late upheaval. Whether 
these changes are slowly and steadily 
progressing or the recent violent upheaval 
IS but preliminary to the letting loose of 
still more powerftil subterranean forces is 
a question that must claim the attention 
of scientists everywhere and whose solu- 
tion will be regarded with the deepest in- 
terest. 

It is not beyond the bounds of possibility 
that at some day not far distant the olci 
craters of San Miguel may be spitting fire 
and the island's territory be extended by 
streams of lava flowing down the old fis- 
sures to the sea, cementing the detached 
reefs and little islets to her shore. Yet it 
is quite as proh.ihlc that these inward con- 
vulsions are dying away, that shore and 
harbor will adjust themselves to the new 
conditions and that for centuries to come 
San Miguel, with its mystical history and 
its emerald pastures, will nurture its nocks, 
form a peaceful abiding-place for men and 
remain a stanch sentinel at the western 
extremity of our channel, wardinj; off 
harsh winds from the mainland and her 
harbor. 

Your correspondent is at some slight dis- 
advantage in being bound by the limita- 
(ions of truth and fact in the presentation 
of this account. Facts are stubborn things 
and a great handicap to imaginative and 
lurid descriptive flights. These occurrences 
at San Miguel are unprecedented in the 
known history of this coast, a fascinating 
study of geological changes, and of the ut- 
most importance to navigators, yet they 
do not in themselves constitute material 
for a Rider Haggard romance. 

In two days the Call correspondent's 
observations of the harbor were completed, 
and everything was in readiness to return 
to the mainlaiKl. On the morning of the 
3(Jt.h of March a j arty descended the road 
leading to the harbor. One glance at the 
siiot wiiere the stanch little Lioerty had 
been left anchored showed an empty ex- 
panse of water. 

Three-quarters of a mile away in the 
southeast curve of the harhor tiiere was a 
shore strewn with wreckage, and at the 
water's edge, wearily pounding up and 
down upon the beach, was a skeleton frame, 
crushed and broken and tangled in a mass 
of rigging. The Liberty had gone ashore 
in the night. 

Here was a dramatic situation ! A news- 
paper correspondent, with an important 
story ready for publication, shipwrecked on 
an island— happily not desert, forty-five 
miles^rom the mainland, out of the path of 
passing vessels, and whoseonly connection 
with the mainland was the little boat 
whose bones were crunching on the beach 
below.

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San Vzanolseo Clergymen 'Will Have 
Charge of It. 

New York is to have a Bnssian church. 
A priest and a deacon will go from this 

city to take charge of it. says the New Y'ork 
Times. 

It is to be known as the Church of St. 
Nicholas, ami is to he 0)>ened in New York 
shortly after Easter in a house on Second 
avenue, between Eighteenth and Nine- 
teenth streets. Father Evtikhey Rolano- 
vitch and a Russian deacon willcomefrom 
San Francisco to take charge of it. It will 
be under the diocesan supervision of 
Bishop Nicholas of San Francisco, who has 
charge of Russian church affairs from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific coast, including 
Alaska and the Aleutian Islands. 

The church proper will ocenjiy the first 
floor of the house, and the njiper Moors 
will be given over to a library and resi- 
dential quarters for Father Bolanovitch 
and his wife, and the basement will be de- 
voted to the uses of a Sunday-school. 

Mme. Eugenie Lineff, formerly an oper- 
atic singer, will conduct a choir of a dozen 
voices. The iconostas which will conceal 
the church altar is an historic one. It was 
owned by a Russian army corps, and was 
last used'in the field during the battles in 
the Balkans. 

The trustees of the new church incliuie 
Prince Prince Cantacuzene. the Hussian 
Minister to the Uiiitei States; Mrs. B. 
Mactiahan, widow of J. A. MacCahan, the 
famous Bulgarian correspondent; J. A. 
Beliakoff, and Consul-! leneral Olarovsky 
of New York. Among Ihe lumorary nieni- 
bers of the church society are: Mme. 
Olga Kireef-Movikoff, Countess Ignatieff. 
the Prince of Montenegro and General 
Gourko. 

Bishop N icliolas has subscribed several 
hundred dollars, and many persons not of 
the Russian faith have oontHbuted liber- 
ally toward the church. There are ortho- 
<lox Russian churches in Minneapolis, 
Minn.; Stater, III.; Wilkesharre, Pittsburg 
and Osceola, Pa., and in Bridgeport, Conn. 
Bishop Nicholas will come tolfew York to 
officiate at the dedication services in the 
new church.

EAS TEB SUN DAY. 

The festival which the Christian world 
celebrates to-day is far older than the re- 
ligion fnjiii whieli it ilraws its sacred sig- 
niticanco. It iMHie of the festivals ivhicli 
have come down to us, as it were, from the 
very beginninfi of time. Human history 
knows not the date of its origin; neither 
r:in it a^i^-n the plaee where it began or 
the race that lirbt celebrated it. 

It was kept by our Saxon ancestors in the 
forests of Germany from immemorial time, 
and from them we derive the name of 
Easter. Romans and Gre.^ks and .lews ob- 
served it. Even in the Tar I'. i-t the J'er- 
sians honored it with eeh l rations of 
special significance, and from them has 
come to us the still honored custom of 
marking the day by t'ifis <if eggs. 

AVliile there is no historic record to ac- 
count for the origin of the festival, it is not 
uitlicult to comprehend why it should have 
been established in the youth of the world, 
and celelmted by almost ever^r race. It is 
the season when winter gives way tu spring ; 
when nature reawakens, the warmth 
of the sun returns and the kindly earth 
l>egins to yield once more her fruits and 
flowers to men. Even to our generation, 
fortified against winter by all the appli- 
ances of eivili/ation , t I.e return of spring is 
delightful; Init lo the .'.n-ly race of men, 
living in eaves aii'l ill Mipii'.ied with cloth- 
ing and food, the aiinaal return of the 
season of sunshine must have been a 
source of profound joy. Is it to be won- 
dered, then, that all races marked the 
season as the most joyous of the year aud 
celebrated it with a true rapture ? 

In the philosophy of the Persian Magi, 
the primeval form of all created things was 
an egg. The return of spring was to them 
but a rebirth of nature from the cosmic 
egg, and for that reason the egg was 
made the chief symbol of the mys- 
tic significance of the day. Christianity, 
finding in tins festival a coincidence 
with the re-iurreetiou of Jesus, blended it 
with her religion and gave to the primeval 
Nature worshij' a divine signilicance. The 
egg of the I'ersiaii was dyed in emblem of 
the blooil that redeemed the world, and 
the spirit of the new religion was inter- 
fused through all the symbols, rites and 
observances of the great festivaL 

In this way the day has come down to us 
at once a holiday and a holy day. The 
joy of sensuous delight is in the fair 
flowers with which the festival is adorned 
to-day as it was in the bygone times when 
celehraii'd i:i the woods and forests, 
while the diviner meaning is revealed 
through the .solemn ceremonies of the 
church which declare that not only is 
nature reborn, but that man is redeemed. 
-•Vmid the si>lendor of white lilies, 
and with the lofty oxalt.itious of 
sacred music, our people will this morning 
consecrate themselves anew to the joy of 
right living and the hope of immortality. 
Winter is broken, the earth revives, Christ 
is risen and man redeemed. The full tide 
of human happiness and aspiration flows 
onward and upward and finds in the sancti- 
fication of this old pagan festival a new 
evidence that in the fullness of time there 
shall be such a blending of the human and 
the divine on earth as shall make this old 
world of ours a new-born Kdcn for the 
sons of men.

ABT IH BAH rB AJOISOO. 

With the coming spring exhibition at 
the Mark Hopkins Institute there will 
probably be determined to a very g:eat 
e.xtent the proportionate progress recently 
made by local artists. From the stand- 
point of tlie arl-workiT tlnre are few por- 
tions of the I'nited t^tates so well titled for 
artistic reproduclio';. Aimostdieric effects 
and color are, with 5ei:;:c composition, 
more easily found :n the State of Califv^rnia 
than in any other State in the Union. Na- 
ture has made the pictures in California, 
and it remains only for the artist to repro- 
duce them. 

As individtiality in the artist and the 
iutndling of his work is always a prime 
factor in his success, so is it a fact that the 
artistic reproduction of California's scenery 
wotild, throughout the art world, maintain 
an individuality of its own. Tlie progress 
made by native artists could not be more 
dearly shown than it is by a comparison 
of the Avery collection of early t.'alifornia 
paintings, just donated to the Mark llojc 
kins Institute and now being put In place, 
with the work l>eing sent in for the spring 
exhibition. In the collection mentioned 
there are various early works by artists 
who now are of acknowledged prominence. 
To make an individual comparison, there 
is a picture by Keith, painted many years 
ago in Maine. This picture, compared 
with some of Keith's recent work in Cali- 
fornia, shows as clearly the artistic advan- 
tages of Califomian landscapes as it shows 
the progress of the man during the inter- 
vening years. It seems only necessary 
that the people of San Francisco n ho love 
art should thoroughly understand what 
the native artists are doing in order to 
have them stop buying foreign signatures, 
and give reasonable encouragement to the 
men ana women who are painting here. 

As a nile the native Califomian artist la- 
bors under severe disadvantages. He is 
tilled with the artistic appreciation of the 
beauties of his home, but he has been un- 
able to obtain tuition from masters. He is 
generally {>oor; he is always intelligent. 
In any other walk in life he could prob- 
ably succeed, but through the sheer force 
of his artistic instinct he works on for art's 
sake. Sometimes he is enabled to take ad- 
vantage of the teachings of the Old World 
art achoola and ha siiends two or three 
yean abroad. When he comes back to 
California he finds the galleries of the 
wealthy filled with European pictures, 
while he knows that the beauties of his 
own home are unrepresented. That there 
should be so little encouragement for the 
native artists of California is a matter 
which cannot but call forth wondering re- 
gret from all those who appreciate not 
only f ho I" auties of nature here but also 
their : ;,l ; • representation. It has 
l>een said by one of the best artists in the 
City that "When the California artist goes 
abroad he should stay there if he cares to 
succeed financially." There could be no 
moraaeiTere criticism made upon the lack 
of art encouragement in the City. TheCAU. 
has endeavored to do its share in encourag- 
ing the young artists of the City. But it 
is only fair tliat the wealthy residents 
should acknowlcdire the demands made by 
native art amJ based upon actual merit, 
while at the same time they prove that 
acknowledgment on the walls of their 
drawing-rooms. 



THE VALUE_ OP SUNSHINE. 

The remarkable richness and perfection 
of vegetable forms in California are due to 
two mam causes — sunshine and a bland 
climate. The fertility of the soil, though 
serviceable as a fa^ lor in this result, is 
generally everestimated, to the injury of 
the Stale by the observation of the factors 
which are rarer and more valuable. 

Nor it even tlw bUndness of the climate 
so important as is generally believed; for 
as a rule that goes, in other countries of a 
semi-tropical climate, merely to the pro- 
duction of coarse, thrifty and abundant 
vegetation. For that matter, the "climate 
of California," which is a misnomer, see- 
ing that ail climates are found in the 
Stale, is not semi-tropical, except in its ex- 



treme sontiiem end. It is a very ctirionS 
fact that oranges, for instance, thrive in 
certain regions of California which ace 
visited by snow. This and many other 

strange anomalous conditions reiiuire an 
e\|'.!an:ition, for they :ill show a radical 
deparlure from the behavior of vegetation 
in iither countries wli(-re the climatic con- 
ditions are apparently the same. 

The mystery of it all appears to reside 
principally in quality, as well as the 
abundance of the sunshine which visits 
the State. Of course the value of this 
quality is augmented by the abundance. 
Hence, therefore, if the sunshine has a 
peculiarly beneficent quality, the more 
sunshine the better. What, then, is this 
peculiarity of the sunshine? 

The oxperieiiee of photograjihers has 
made a step toward its explanation, but a 
scientilic analysis of the light would be 
better. We might sui?gest, however, a 
simple explanation, Stoeckel, the Los 
.\ngeles photographer who makes so won- 
derful pictures, refuses to come to San 
Francisco i)ecause, as he says, the light is 
not so good for the finest photographic 
results as that of Los Angeles. This means 
that liecanseof the dearer air of Ta>s An- 
geles the peculiar quality of California's 
sunlight is more intense. Vastly more in- 
tense still is this quality on the Colorado 
l>esert. A photographic sensitized plate 
which would be "(luick" at San Francisco 
is viTV nuick at Los Angeles and iucipu- 
ceivably ipiick on the de-ert. That is, the 
air of till' desert is the cK'arest in Califor- 
nia, and hence the peculiar iiuality of the 
sunshine is more jHjwerful. The sunlight 
of the desert is the despair of photogra- 
phers, and one who stands out under its 
full effect feels that it is acting upon him 
with a force that is wholly independent of 
its heat. It is like wine in the Uood. 

Other conditions being equally favorable, 
the California fruits, flowers and nuts 
which are grown in the regions where this 
Iiuality of the suushine is most abundant 
are richest in those qualities which make 
them most valuable. 

Now , it is a matter of easy observation 
that the suuliu'ht of California is less bril- 
liant than y>-!low. Why it should U' so is 
less important than the fact that it is; and 
that it is rather yellow than brilliant not 
only deprives it of harshness and makes it 
mellow and pleasant, but explains broadly 
its wonderfully beneficent effect on living 
things to which such a kind of light is 
agreeable. 

Photographers will explain that this 
light is rich in actinism, or that quality 
which produces active chemical changes in 
all things susceptible to its influence. 
That is why ordinarily "slow" sensitized 
plates are exceedingly "quick" iii most 
parts of California. And the photographer, 
w ho has highly sensitive perceptions, will 
say that although on a given <iay the light 
may seem dull, yet he "knows by his 
feelings" that it is excessively actinic, and 
ttiat he therefore must use a slow plate 
and his smallest "stop," for this soft, 
gentle light has the strength of a giant. 

It is not necessary to pursue the inquiry 
into technical scientific fields ; it is snflS- 
cient that the grand principle of it is un- 
derstood, however imperfectly, and amply 
sullicient that exj>erience has armed us 
with all needful knowledge. It is in onier, 
thereiore. hereafter to speak of the sun- 
shine of California instead of its climate. 

For it is the sunshine that stands above 
all other things that help to make the 
State a place in which human effort may 
be conducted with the most pleasure and 
the best results. It is well for Caiifomians 
to understand the ereat value of this 
possession. Human vigor requires for its 
highest development as much of this sun- 
shine as can be possibly appropriated, and 
its effect upon the health, strength and 
working capacity of persons is fully as 
marked as that upon our fruits and flowers. 
Houses should be so constrncted as to 
admit tlie sunshine most abundantly, and 
a daily sunbath whether on the street or 
in a sunny window, is tne most beneficial 
of all possible tonics. In the summer, 
when there is no danger of discomfort from 
rains, we should go camping in the country 
and pitch our tents where the generous 
yellow shine may flood them; for this is a 
sunsiune that makes the spirit as well as 
the l>ody strong and wholesome, and Jt ex- 
idains the sturdiness of outdoor men and 
the matchless beauty of the women who 
have the wisdom to appropriate its bless- 
ings. __________

If the Red Pluff AVicj correctly reports 
the sentiment of any great number of 
people of Tehama (^ounty in saying, "It 
seems to be the opinion of many that a 
game warden would be an expensive 
luxury to this country these hard times 
and ought not to be indulged in,'' the 
jVdtw should certainly begin at once to 
educate those peojde on the importance of 
enforcing the game laws and the necessity 
of having somebody to see that they are 
enforced. If the man selected for game 
warden is competent and faithful, he will 
proven profitable economy rather than an 
expensive luxury and save to the county 
the value of many dollars, and a healthful 
recreation, whose worth csnnot be oounted 
in dollars. 

One of the most extraordinary manifes- 
tations of man's faith in the works of man, 
that has been recently afforded, is con- 
tained in the statement of the Pendleton 
Oregonian that "with irrigation, an open 
river to the .sea and the Nicaragua canal, 
Kastern Oregon would be the equal of Cali- 
fornia in climate and resources." It is not 
easy to fidlow the proce>^s of argument, 
which led this sanguint-hearted prophet 
to conclude that the climate of (.tregon 
would be improvi'd up to the California 
standard by the enterpi ises he names, but 
the strength of faith is evident in the 
terseness of the statement; and if it does 
not tend to promote the spirit of enter- 
prise among the people of Eastern Oregon , 
and induce them to subscribe to the Nica- 
ragua canal, there is no ctlicacyin fervent 
zeal. 

Kvrry o!ie who lias any apjirociation of 
the value to California of the beautiful 
names which grace so many of her coun- 
ties, her towns and her valleys, will give 
cordial approval to the plea made by the 
Los Angeles Herald for the preservation of 
the soft-sounding romantic Spanish names 
in that section.' As the .B«raU well says: 
"It means dollars as well as sentiment. 
Verdugo Pass means a whole lot more, 
when spoken in an Eastern State, than 
would the Headsman's Pass. San Gabriel 
Valley has an added charm by reason of 
its pretty name, w^hen spoken of among 
those familiar with the language of ro- 
mance. Burbank will never be as famous 
as Santa Ana nor as attractive to F'.aatern 
ears, though her natural pro»]ierity should 
far outreach it." These words are of such 
indubitatiii' truth th.it no o:ie i> likely to 
gainsay thcin, and there ought to be a reso- 
lute expression of public sentiment against 
any one who proposes to abolish one of 
these beautiful names in order to advertise 
himself by giving his own name to some 
romantic locality or attractive townsite.

The spirit of harmony and mutual help- 
fulness which now pervades all parts of 
California, and has put an end to nearly 
all of those local jealousies which once 
prevented the progress of the State by 
dividing its people, will eventually extend 
over all the Pacific Coast, and bring 'Wash- 
ington and Oregon, with Arizona ana New 
Mexico, and all the great region west of 
the Rockies, into a thorough co-operation 
with California in everything that tmdr. to 
the advancement of the coast. In the very 
nature of things this must be so, for at the 
present time the interests of the entire 
coast are identical on every issue before 
the people. We regret, therefore, to note 
that the proposal of the Manufacturers' 
Association to «xtend its organization to 
Portland has be«i met by the Tttegnm of 
that city with the assertion "San Fran- 
cisco should not be either surprised or 
pained if this city fails to enthuse over the 
proposal.

The leaders of 
the association have learned that the whole 
coast must work together, in order that 
any sectfon it may achieve a complete 
prosperity, and if the Telrgram would serve 
Portland well, it should set abotit teaching 
the same great truth to the people of that

Let a San Franciscan achieve only ordinary 
success before the footlights, and the theater- 
going public stands ready to give a generous 
applause. If, however, one possesses sulTicient 
genius to elinil) a notch or two beyond the con- 
tines of mere commonplace acting, this same 
public figuratively bows Its head in grateftU 
acknowledgment of the compliment Indirectly 
paid to it. 

No actress who has graduated from the local 
stage or become famous in other cities re- 
ceives a warmer welcome or heartier applause 
on her every appearance than charming Miss 
Fanny Bowman, soon to begin her fourth sea- 
son with Frederick IVarde. In the follow ing 
letter this popular little snubrette tells some- 
thlngofher siag.- lii.- tbm will interest San 
Franciscans in general and the theater-going 
public in particular: 

I have never been guilty of writing for a 
newspaper before. Itecause I suppose no one 
has ever asked me to. 

This time I have been asked to tell something 
of my stage experience, and as it must be in 
my own imperfect way, I crave the public to 
rememl>er that I am not a reporter, but only a 
young actress, strivin;;, however vainly time 
alone will tell, to reach the topmost round iu 
my profession. This is not intended as an 
egotistical speech— only an ambitions one, for 
there is not an actress, if she is in love with Ber 
proietsion, liut w liat hopes some day. to be pro- 
nounced by the critical public "a success," 

I began my professional career eight years 
ago at the Alcazar, which I am pleased to call 
my theatrical nursery. For two seasons I 
played small parts— sometimes taking child's 
parts, and at others assuming a more ambitious 
rtile. Near tlie end of my second year with the 
Alcazar, Edward Harrigan played an eight- 
week engagement tbere, and he w as so pleased 
with my work that he engaged me for forty-two 
weeks. That was my first season on the road. 
Just here let me say that nothing la so dis- 
couraging to an actor or actress as cold, listless 
applause from an audience when the scene de- 
mands hearty, vigorous response. 

.\ half-hearted, scatterine encore is like a 
bucket of cold wa!er to itie ambitious, hard- 
working actress. Speaking of encores, I re- 
member an incluent connected with my last 
season with Mr. 'Warde. We were playing In a 
certain city bark Kast and I had been lucky 
enough to Ix'come a great favorite with the 
patrons of that particular theater. Night after 
ni»;ht I received encores until a member of the 
company made some laughing comment 
ab'iui it. 

1 tuld him that was nothing, but Just to wait 
until matinee day, as I was a "matinee favor- 
ite." Thu day came, and although I did my 
level best not a single encore was accorded me. 
Of course I was m<»tlfied and disgusted and 
the whole company never ceased to tease me 
abont It. 

K'.ni-hing my eniragement with Mr. Harri- 
gan I returned to the Alcazar and played one

season. Mr. Warde happened to be In the 
theater one night, liked my acting and marie 
a* an ollfer to play Marcella in "The Lion's 
Month." I was with him from then on, rest- 
init the present season for the first time in 
seven years. I am thoroughly recuperated 
now and will leave for New ■york in August, 
where I will Join Mr. \v..ir.it^ company. 

On the occasion of .Mr. Warde's la-st visit to 
San Francisco he wrote me from Salt fjike City 
asking me to play In 'Kunnymede " during his 
eni!a>:ement here.

the country are compelled to live in what Is 
called the 'foreign concession,-' and without a 
permit we are not allowed to live outside of 
this section. One may go into the country for 
a day and stay over nisht, but not longer than 
that. We live, as it were, all by ourselves, and 
the native inhabitants are separate and apart 
by themselves. During the summer months 
we can go Into the Interior and camp out U we 
like, bnt the iron clad rule or law. rather, is to 
stay where we belong, lu" course tiiis does not 
prevent one going to any part of the city in his 
dally business, bnt it confines one to the con- 
cession with the vigilance of a boarding school 
superintendent, ("ertaiuly it is natural for one 
to live in a locality iuiiaoiit 'l by i t o[ Ie of his 
nationality, so there is no great inconvenience 
in the custom in force there. 

"We hear nothing at all abont the war, and 
the Japanese seen by us seem to pay no atten- 
tion to the conditions whi.h occasioned it. 
They are a strange peoph- and po about paying 
as little attention to the deiails of living as 
possible. Here in America there is ten times 
more excitement about the recent troubles 
than there Is in Yokohama. I attribute it to 
the enormous population, and the fact that the 
complete wiping out of a w^.ole army of men 
would not make any material difference in the 
appearance of things."

The city ol .-Jan Jose loiut ago appreciated the 
importance of good roads and the driveway 
called the Alameda, between Ban Jose and 
Santa Clara, three miles long, and the 
driveway Irom San Jose to Alum 
Rock, seven miles long, are beautiful 
examples of road-making and road omaments- 
tion. Eyery visitor to the Garden City remark- 
thcse features in particular. Good roads, as 
everybody knows, are ol Inestimable value to 
the Kenural leonomy of a locality, (iood roads 
everywhere should be a prime subject of dis- 
cussion, which live coiniuunities will certainly 
follow up with energetic and protitableactlon."

regard the present trend of gpecnlation and 
knowledge in the world of science with 
some complacency. It was a"nnonnced 
some time .t^'o that Mr. Lowell, the as- 
tronomer who conducted a series of in- 
vestigations at FlagstaS (Ariz.) observa- 
tory on tlie canals and other features nf 
Mars, hail become convinced that that 
iilunet is inhabited by intelligent beings. 
His explanation of the "oases" connect- 
ing; the "canals" is that tliey are fertile 
si'Uts of an oval or circular shape, usually 
about 100 or 150 miles in diameter, ami of 
a ereen so dark that it is quite distinct in 
the telescope at the distance of 40,000,000 
miles. Ho ascribed the color to vei;eta- 
tiiiii.aiiil stales th:it it cliaiit;os wilh tlie 
season like that of the foliage of the earth. 
Following on these speculations, now 
comes Tesla's marvelous discovery that 
not <uily has the earth an electrical charge 
of its own. but that this charge can be 
demonstrated and utilized. This means 
that we have now at hand tan inexhaustible 
source of power of 'which the whole world 
can avail itself; in other words, that every 
bit of machinery in o|ieralion on this 
earth can be actuated bv electricity drawn 
from the earth itself, 'i^his discovery also 
opens out the way for transmitting intelli- 
pence all over the earth without wires. 
But to astronomers the most interesting 
bearing of these new facts is tlial they 
render po.ssihle a system of ronuiiunicat- 
iiifl witli the inhabitants of other worlds. 
If this earth has an electrical charge, and 
all the other heavenly bodies have, as un- 
doubtedly tliey have, an electrical charge, 
the first great difficulty in the problem of 
interplanetary communication has been 
overcome anil we have found a means of 
sending messages across chasms of space. 

TnK Pkfsknt Limit.\tioks or Coix»r Pho- 
ToiiKAi'iiv.— Dr. Neiiliaus has exhibited be- 
fore the riiysical Society of Berlin a series 
of photographs taken I y 1,! ji|.iii:uiirs 
method with prohmged expustire. S\K'ctra 
show, if the ex|.os,ire is sufficiently long, a 
greenish baml in the infra red, aswell as in 
the ultra violi ;, in aiiilitimi to thcordinary 
colors. The colored band was markedly 
displaced by both ovet and iimler ex- 
posure. The results, while to a certain 
extent piicouraging, were not altogether 
satisfactory. Tlie pliotographs of objects 
with mixeil colors, siicli us fruits, flowers, 
butterflies, etc., were good, the tints being 
brought out with clearness and dclicacv, 
but their iiroductioii was extremely dilli- 
ciilt, only one jilate in twenty-live, on an 
average, being siii'cessfiil. In every case, 
it was found more easy to pliotograidi nat- 
urally mixed than artiticially mixed colors. 
Jlr. Neiiliaus, in describing the present 
iiH'ihiids (if piiotographing in colors, .said 
imjiortant advances would soon be made. 

Impi'.ovf.men'ts IX Prtnttm; Machisbrt. — 
The .■Vmi ricaii Hunday newspaper is the 
Wonder of the (lid World, .'ind it would al- 
most seem as if the eniiriiioiis editions is- 
sued by some oliiccs for tlie delectation of 
their Sunday readers had exhausted the 
possibilities of modem newspaper produc- 
tion. That snch, however, is not the case 
is evident fmni the constant succession of 
patents being taken out for impruvement 
in newspaper printing machinery. The 
ingentiity and complication of some of 
these machines is remarkable. The speci- 
fication of a machine for feeding slieets of 
paper to a iiriuting-press occupied nearly 
eight pages of a recent number of the 
Patent Omee Gazette and contained not 
less than sixty-nine distinct claims. 



D.\RKNESS AND RHEU- 
MATISM.— Modern sci- 
ence is playing havoc 
with many of the cherished beliefs of the 
la-'t generation. Kew things are iimre gen- 
erally accepted than the causative connec- 
tion between dami iiess of air and soil and 
the prevalence of rheumatic fever; yet Dr. 
Newsholmc, an English physician, now 
states before the Royal Ccllege of Physi- 
cians that dampness has nothing to do 
with it. There is, doubtless, a rheuma- 
tism, a painful condition ot joints, liga- 
ments and t/indons wliich is extremely sus- 
ceptible to daiup. There are hobbling old 
men who, by virtue of their malady, become 
trusty village storm signals, aiin their mal 
any is rheumatism ; but that is a very dif 
fereiit thing from rlieuniatic fever. This 
disease is fouml to vary more or less in 
versely with the rainfall; and comparing 
the yearly and quarterly local rainfalls 
with the incidence of rhenmatic fever, as 
shown by hospital statistics, it is noted 
that a heavy rainfall is usually associated 
with a low amount and a light rainfall 
with an excessive amount of the disease, 
although no exact proportion was observed 
between theni. Kven more at variam-e 
witli what has been so commonly ac- 
cepted were the results of oliservations in 
regard to the relation between the level 
of the ground-water and the prevalence of 
the disease. The theory of dampness 
would lead one to expect a greater jireva- 
lence of rheumatism at times when the 
subsoil water approached nearer to the 
surface 6f the ground. Just the opposite 
is the case. Although t}:e lowering of the 
ground-water is not always accompanied 
by ,1 ri'i- in the rhenmatisin "curve," it 
ha :;!lybeen remarked that an ex- 

Ce- , •'. alence never occurs when the; 
grouiiil-waicr is high. .'Vnotlier novelty is 
the theory that rheumatic fever coines in 
epidemics, analogous to those of infectious 
diseases. It is, indeed, probable that the 
fever is, like them, an infective disease, 
not necessarily infective directly from man 
to man, but by way of the house, or the 
soil, or the surroundings, and that among 
the conditions favorable to its sjiread is 
that state of soil which accompanies a 
prolonged lowering of the ground-water — 
in other words, the exposure to air of a 
subsoil usually lying in water. The gist j 
of Dr. Newsliolme's strictures is that i 
rheumatic fever is a ground air disease, 
and that much more care should be taken 
than is commonly done in the construc- 
tion of houses to prevent the ground air 
being drawn into our dwel lings. 

Shoi j,D CiiiMNKYs "Kock"? — English 
builders have been trying to solve the ques- 
tion, "Should lofty stacks rock?" A large 
stack was blown down during a gale and 
five people were killed. The builder of the 
chimney bad made the remark while it 
was in course of constmotion that it was 
one of the finest square chimneys he had 
ever put np. The inquest showed that the 
chimney was struck hroadsiile and the 
wind ]iressure was cuiial to 21(i pounds to 
the square yard. If the wind had been 
blowing against the angle tlie accident, in 
all probability, would not have happened. 
The engineering ultimatum on the discos- 
sion arising out of the question is that a 
sijuare chiinue.v with a square foundation 
is utterly wrong in priuci],le, fur while the 
flat side offers a much greater resistance to 
the wind than a corner would, the founda- 
tion gives least support to the structure 
when the wind acts on the side; on the 
other hand, if the wind acts tipnn a corner 
presenting the least resistance, the founda- 
tion provides the grciitcst amount of sta- 
bility. A round cliimney, with a round 
base and circular fuuiidation, is claimed to 
be the only legitimate form of structure, 
and, incidentally, it is the cheapest. This 
case has reopened the «\d controversy. 
Some hold that the swaying of the lofty 
structure from its ba^e is an essenti.il con- 
dition of safety, while others conteiHl that 
every lime a c liimney rocks the mortar is 
loosened; that the loosening of the mortar 
lets the wet into the interstices, and that 
these swell with the frosi and thus gener- 
ally weaken the whole structure. There is 
a strong tendency among builders to the 
belief that "rocking" is a delusion, and a 
dangerous one, and most manufacturers 
now prefer cliimneys which are so stanch 
as to iiare no swaying motion.

America's Great Fresta-frater I«ke Has 
a Bival. 

Is Lake Superior the largest fresh-water 
lake in the world? asks the New York 
Sun. Most geographers and other people 
certainly believe it is, and almost every 

authoritative book says so. There are a 
few geograpliers, however, who say they do 
not know, and think the question hail bet- 
ter be kept open until we have more exact 
knowledge of Victoria Nyanza, the largest 
African lake. The celebrated geograidier 
Reclus seems, prematurely, to have 
awarded the first place to the Nyanza, for 
he comimtps its area at 83,900 square kilo- 
meters, wliile he gives the area of Lake 
Superior at si .iioii. 

Several of our best sources of informa- 
tion agree in giving the area of Lake Supe- 
rior at .'!1,200 sqtiare miles, and of Victoria 
Nyanza at about :!u.iioo sqiiare miles. The 
fact is that tlie~c great lakes are nearly 
equal in size, and we cannot tell exactly 
how they compare, because our informa- 
tion about Victoria Nyanza is still very im- 
perfect. 

About two years ago Dr. P.aumann dis- 
covered on the soKtheast coast of the lake 
a deep bay that iinoiie had heard of be- 
fore, and which is just beginning to appear 
on the maps, lie was live days walking 
around the. shores of this indentation, 
w hich is now known as Buumanu Gulf. A 
while before this discovery Father Schynze 
surveyed the southwest prolongation of 
the lake, which Mr. Stanley did not dis- 
( over during his voyage of eighty days 
around its shores. These two discoveries 
have added many square miles which are 
not inclniled in the estimates here given of 
the lake's area, and the shore?* of the 
lake are still so inadequately explored and 
snrveye<l that hundreds of square miles 
are likely yet to be added to or subtracted 
from our present connuitations of the 
area. Meauwiiile Lake ('had, on the edge 
of the Sahara, may continue to stand off at 
one side and smile at tlie jiretensions of 
both these rivals for first place. In the 
rainy season this lake loses all semblance 
of its former self, and spreads ovef a vast 
area, until it covers more ground than the 
vaunted Lake .Superior itself. It is spread 
out very thin, to he sure; but it is all Lake 
Chad, and if its outlines, when at their 
largest, were correctly mapped, the lake 
would look very imposing; hut Chad, on 
the.se occasions, like beauty, ia only skin 
dec) I. 

Living Ntones of I'Hlkland. 
The most curious specimens of vegetable 
or plant life in exi.stence are the so-called 
"living stones" of the Falkland Islands. 
Those islands are among the most cheer- 
less spots in the world, being cunstantly 
subjected to a strong polar wind. In such 
a climate it is impossiole for trees to grow- 
erect, as they do in other countries, but 
nature has made amends by furnishing a 
supply of wood in the most ciiriotis shape 
imi^nable, says the St. Louis Republic. 
The visitor to the Falklands sees, scattered 
here and there, singular-shaped blocks of 
what appears to be weather-beaten and 
mos.s-covered bowlders in various sizes. 
Attempt to tnm one of these "bowlders ' 
over and yon will meet with a surprise, 
because the suiiposed stone is actually an- 
i-hored by roots of great strength; in fact, 
yuu will find that you are fnoling with one 
of the native trees. Xo other country in 
the world has such a peculiar "forest" 
growth, and it is said to be next to im- 
I'ossiMe to work the odd-shaped blocks 
into fuel, because it is perfectly devoid of 
"grain." and appears to be nothing but a 
twisted mass of woody fibers.

Francis Smith it Co. are sliipiiing a iarce 
quantity of iron pijie to Alaska for the 
Hay ward mines at Juneau. This com- 
pany has completed the contract on the 
Oakland water works, where upward of 
twenty miles of water mains were laid at a 
cost exceeding f 125,000. 

Clot & Heese have completed work on a 
contract for a new refrigerator and ice 
machine for increasing the capacity of a 
Sacramento brewery. 

The Cyclops Machine Works is making a 
thirty-ton refrigerating plant for Miller >S: 
Lux at Butchertown. The contract in- 
I'iudes the tracks, switches and rollers. 
Thev have also under way a refrigerating 
plant for J. H. Wadsworth of Yreka and a 
complete ice plant for A. H. Will of 
Healdsburg.

|4The Cahill >Si HhII Elevator Company has 
closed a contract for a hydro-steam eleva- 
tor for the I'acihc Meat Company's new 
plant at Tarmiia, Wash. 

Paul B. Perkins of the Perkins Pump 
and Kngine Company is perfecting an ap- 
paratus which mixes air and crude petro- 
leum oil of the requisite proportion into an 
atomized condition ; it is then conveyed 
in pipes having the desired pressure to the 
grate space under the boiler, where it is 
Ignited, and proiuces a strong, steady 
blaze at an economy of about the ratio of 
J2 a ton for coal. This is accomplished by 
the use ui one of their little two-horse- 
power gas-engines, whicli lifts the oil from 
the storage into tbe chambers and creates 
the pressure, which forces it into the fur- 
nace in the form i.f carhureteil gas.

The I'nimi (ias Knguie Company has 
iust finibhed and launched a 48-foot freight 
launch for river traflic above Sacramento, 
and a (X>-foot schooner for the north coast 
trade. They al-io have in hand contracts 
for lii:il!liii""a .'lO-foot launch to be shipped 
to New Zealand; one for use in the publi<; 
park at Sydney, Australia, and one also 
for the technical school at fiydney.

THOBOTJGH TEST TO BE .MADE. 



An Investigation by Praotloal M«n. 
Holmes and thm Grand 
Jury. 



Another investigation of the work done 
in the ferry foundations was commenced 
yesterday. Frank Soule, professor ol civil 
engineering and astronomy at the Berke- 
ley University, and Charles D. Mar.v, pro- 
fessor of civil engineering at Siaiijord Col- 
lege, were engaged by tlie Harbor Com- 
missioners last week as e.xiierts on the 
work, uiiil they have lost no time in 
entering upon their labors. The two gen- 
tlemen met President Colnon and Engi- 
neer Holmes of the board yesterday morn- 
ing in the commissioners' rooms and were 
in conference with them for nearly two 
hours. 

'Mr. Holmes submitted plans of the 
foundation and supplied the engineers 
with all the data in his possession regard- 
ing the nature of the material through 
which the piles were driven. He ex- 
plained that there was no bottom to the 
mud at the foot of Market street and. in 
fact, nowhere on the water front except at 
the nav wharf at Third and Berry streets. 
Tlic piles driven beneath the foundation, 
Mr. Holmes said, hung on by "skin fric- 
tion," but, be added, in no place along the 
city front had there ever been a settlement 
of piles where the logs had been driven in 
bottomless nuiil. 

The university engineers will study the 
plans and data to-day, and will begin the 
practical work of their investigation to- 
morrow. What their plans are they are 
keeping to tln-iiiselvi 

"These geiitU'iiicn in:'- i-i'T' d the 

highest authoritv in tlie .Statij,' said Mr. 
Col non, "and the result of their work will 
be most satisfactoiy to tbe people. That 
their e.xamiiiation of the concrete will be 
a thorough one I am satisfied. As to the 
piles which have been driven underneath 
the piers, there is no way of ascertaining 
whether the required number are tliere 
or whether the piles are of the proper di- 
mensions. Each pier re.sts uii a jluster of 
piles, and in some of the clusters the 
specifications call for si.vty piles. It is 
hardlv possible to reach this piling now, 
as it is far Uol!!W the mud line. But the 
investifc-ation will be prosecuted on the 
assumption that the }>ilcs have been prop- 
erly driven. 

"That work was done in full view of the 
jiublic, aud under the eyes of the board 
and its ileimtit's, and if there was anything 
wrong with it it would have been de- 
tected. The Commissioners will base 
their future action npon the investigation 
of the profesvirs. We have had nothing 
to do witli any other investigation, and 
only knew of such from what we have read 
in the newspapers." 

Engineer Holmes said that the experts 
coultf easily determine whether the i>rojier 
number of piles had been driven. 

"■The specitications called for so many 
piles," said the engineer, "and the amount 
of concrete to be put on them was based 
on the weight they would stand. If there 
are less or more piles driven than required 
the piers would show it in settling. I ex- 
plained to Messrs. Sonle and Marx that 
there was no bottom to tbe mud under the 
foundation, and said the case was the same 
all along the front. 

"I told them further that the piles under 
all the wharves would show that there 
never had been a settlement where there 
was no bottom. The only place where 
there ever was a settlement was at the lii'.y 
wharf, where there is a bottom, but in that 
case the piles had not been driven to hard 
pan. The Chief Wharfinger has instruc- 
tions to allow a strain of ten tons to the 
jiile on every wharf, and it was on this test 
that Architect Brown l>ased his estimate of 
the depot building and foundation." 

The hearing for which Engineer Holmes 
has asked before the Grand Jury Will be 
commenced early tnis week.

There is a present gratifying promise 
tliat the spirit of life anJ progress which 

■has so tlioroughly been awakened in San 
rranoisco, in common with the rest of the 

State, t.i iiKikf tlie city grow in beauty 

as Weil as in prosperity. 

The agitation in favor of new boulevards 
for which San Francisco has greater 
natural opportunities than any other ciiy 
on earth, and which more tlian any other 

■ feature might give it world-wide fame, has 
been steadily growing for several weeks. 
So many pro<.rressivc men of influence 
iiave air'M iy fir!i~leJ in favor of the large 
Jin-.i r.irly lievelopnic'.it of these opportuni- 
ti^'s liiat it ajipears certain that definite 
stei's in the direction of boulevard build- 
ing will be begun soon. 

The superb project of building a broad 
SO-milc driveway from Golden Gate Park to 
i?au Jose, which arose in San Mateo County 
recently, began the boulevard agitation. 
That idea was taken up soon in this city 
by a few progressive men, and the possi- 
bility of this city's doing its share by build- 
ing a boulevard from the south entrance 
of the park to connect with the great high- 
way thai: was planned to run the length of 
San Mateo Coonty quickly became a possi- 
bility. 

A driveway from the park southward to 
Lake Merced and the county line, using 
the present Almsboose ma l fur a portion 
of the way, is one of the most natural and 
desiraole iinproven)ents from a purely 
local point of view, so that the sonth-of- 
therpaik boulevard at once became an in- 
dependent project, though still retainingthe 
surety of a connection with the main high- 
Way down the bay shore. In itself thi- 
bonlcvard wonld afford one of the most 
m;i,.;niticent ;ind popular drives about the 
buy, and even the present Ocean House 
r> .1 i would connect it conveniently with 
the boulevard along the ocean shore. 

The ideas of those who quickly favored 
this project at once enlarged to embrace 
other needed driveways, and so a general 
boulevard boom has been begun. Few for- 
get the opporttmity for the grandest boule- 
vard in the world presented by the entire 
bay and ocean frontage of Ban 
Francisco, nor the bad]> needed and easily 
obtained driveways connecting Van Ness 
avenue, the Pre.-idio and the park. 

.•Some interesting ideasof prominent men 
concerning what the citj' should do in the 
liutfof boulevard improvements are here 
given. 

LOST OFFOBTUHITIES. 

Irving M. Beott Talks for a General Boole- 
TBrd System. 

Kvery consideration urges the early con- 
struction of a fine driveway from the park 
Boiithward, and none stand in its way. A 
road leading out of the city and unoccu- 
pied by cable and trolleys is an absolute 
lieoe?sity. 

On a sheltered boulevard running north 
and south one would largely avoid the 
westerly winds, and this and the scenic 
attractions of such a drive would make it 
an exceedingly popular one. Besides 
.affording a delightfnl drive within the city 
limits it would make the lovely region 
along the bay to the Nuth accessible bom 
the dty. 

, The proposed improvement i.s in the line 
of progress. To make the city great we 
must add to the conveniences, amusements 
and beauties of it, and not devote every- 
thing to the simple making of money. 
Nearl-y all the cities of the East are ."trug. 
gling with boulevard problems now. These 
lirouetns have been brought to the front 
. iqrthe encroachments of trollev-Iines on 
ezisting thoroughfares, whifh 'leave few 
Btrcets or driveways unobstructed. Chi- 
cago is spending more than $2,0(Xi,iiin a 
year on her parks and boulevards, and she 
keeps them free, not only from streetcar 
lijies, but every kind of heavy business 
traffic. Baltimore has projected a boule- 
. Vard to Washington, forty miles distant. 
. It is proposed to make it a broad and beau- 
tifal drfvewajr with a reservation along it 
for an electric road, that will make the 
time of a trip to Washington thirty-five 
minutes, biit the road will be wholly off the 
boulevard and will be separated from the 
driveway by rows of trees. 

San Francisco needs a system of boule- 
vards, and few cities iu the world have 
fcuch luatnilicent opportunities in this re- 
gard. This feature of the city should have 
been intelligenUy seen to years ago, and 
the so iner uiU matter attracts u-eneral at- 
ti ntiun and is taken hold of the sooner the 
public will be able to save soniething that 
will be of everlasting benefit. All at- 
teinpts in this line in the past have been 
. defieated Ijy i rivate interests from the 
time Frank .M i 'oppin tried to have the 
pork panhandle extended to Market street 
to the present time. I have for five years 
advocated the dedication of streets for 
boulevards on which no street railroad of 
any kind should be allowed to run, and 
tried to accomplish this end through the 
l ew charter. Some consideration should 
hb s-hown to people who wish to drive, and 
tb« beauty of the city should be guarded 
and fostered. In the past the people 
did not realize the enormotts maltapHca- 
tion- of street railroads, oecnpying erery 
available parallel street running north and 
south, or some ai.[iroiiriate Streets, 
Would have been resirvcd' for driveways 
rinming across the city from north to 
south, and from east to west. Pnbllc 
opinion had been educated to the belief 
that rapid transit lines on a street made 
property more valuable because business 
is increased, and there has been no agita- 
uon m favor of saving to the citv opportu- 
Bities that were priceless. The future will 
. »how t<> the p-.ihhc of San Fran. isco how 
. mucli it liiis lo-t hy being indifferent to 
•the City 8 interests and by listening to the 
»J|*f PW* 01 lona-monthed agitators.

tending along its entire water front and 
connecting with the i^reat highway now 
being built by the Tark C.mimissioners 
alone the ocean south of the park. This 
would afford a drive of unrivaled interest 
fr. ni tlie ferry landings along the baiy 
short . tnr(.nt.'h the Presidio,' past the 
(Joliirr. (iate and alone: the commanding 
heiL'hts that would inti rvene before the 
ocean level and iho luauties of the park 
woiikl lie reached. 

Another inij'oitant fi at'ire of the city's 
houlevard syst<'m should he a driveway 
from the business center of the city to liie 
park. Van Xess avenue should be reserved 
with a street connecting it with the park. 
Bush street is now the only one left by 
which Van Xess avenue can be so con- 
nected with the business pan of the city. 
-Another avenue should connect the park 
and the Presidio reservation. 

The projected driveway from the park 
southward is of great iinportance. and is 
probably worthy of lirst consideration. It 
should be of ample width, of easy graues, 
sheltereil by trees and guarded by para- 
pets along hillsides. There should I5e no 
great difficulty in buildins: it by forminix 
an assessment district, f'an Kranri.^io 
should seize the few magnificent opi or- 
tunities it has left, and I hail an agitation 
in favor of any boulevard as an evidence 
of the new spirit and as a promise of better 
legislation by the present for the future.

They will rather dispute aggressively 
over the route, and in surh a circumstance 
lies the only dan>;cr of the project failing. 
But let us have aboulcvard,anaa lirst-class 
one, whatever may be the particular route 
decided upon in the future. 

In my opinion the best way to eo about 
the work of securing the boulevards I have 
spoken of is to let the Half-million Club 
select as a commission or committee those 
able and public-spirited men who, by their 
standing and known integrity, would com- 
mand the respect and trust of the com- 
munity. Men of this sort could be found 
who would take a pride in their work and 
who would serve without compensation. 
The work of such men would be most 
likely to be broadly, intelligently and hon- 
estly conducted arid bo kept free from the 
influences of intriguing and wire-pulling 
for private interests. 

That voluntary commis5i(m after intelli- 
gent study coul<i make recommendations 
with much force to the Hoard of Supcr- 
I visors, and part of their work would be 
! the formulation of plans for an assessment 
district south of the park, for which they 
should he made the oliicial commissioners. 
15y such a plan definite and intelligent 
j progress could be made Avith the best in- 
terests of the whole citv securely in view.

of the city, the (lolden r.ate. the 
mountains beyond to the north and 
the lakes in the nearer landscape 
would be features of a scene hardly 
surpassed in the world. If the driveway 
were made broad, ornamented and shel- 
tered with trees and provided with paths 
for pedestrians and bicycles it would pro- 
vide the city with one of its most delijrht- 
fuland convenient opportunities for recre- 
ation, and with the park drives would 
afford a pleasing choice of routes. The 
constria tiou of the boulevard along the 
ocean fr. wiih whic h it wonld naturally 
be connei ti j near the county line, is 
another consideration which makes its 
building timely now. 

Along with this botilcvard there should 
be built one fr ni the north end of Van 
Xess avenue, probably along Chestnut or 
Lombard streets to the Presidio Reserva- 
tion, through which fine drives arealready 
constructed. Another boulevard shouiii 
j connect tbe Presidio and the park, and for 
this First avenue, which is now 100 feet 
wide, would be appropriate. These two 
driveways would be each but a few blocks 
long and would give tbe north end of the 
city an outlet to the Presidio and the park, 
and aSord a drive of three or four miles not 
e.\ceeded in beauty anywhere. Several 
streets offer a route between Van Ness 
avenue and the Presidio and in some man- 
ner tbe street selected should be protected 
for all time from the encroachments of 
streetcar line.s, as should all other streets 



long thought that that picturesiiue prop- 
erty should belong to the city. It would 
need no great amount of gardening or 
other cultr-'atiou for twenty-five years. 
With forest trees planted, and drives laid 
out it would be a popular picnic resort and 
a delightful place for enjoyment in many 
ways. 

Such a use of it wonld not pollute the 
waters, which could still be used to supjdy 
the city, and when it was slightly un- 
proved electric roads would quickly make 
it cheaply accessible. The projected bonle- 
vartl south to that region would be of in- 
terest and benefit to the entire city, and 
should be paid for by tbe city. It should 
be laid out by the best roate and grades, 
without regard to private wishes. 

We have gone along in a very contracted 
way in regard to such |inblic improve- 
ments. Tbe development of the park has 
iipen slow, but now that tlie people have 
really come to enjoy it as their own there 
will never be any' lark of funds for Hs 
maintenance and imiirovement. The jieo- 
ple should be given more such opportuni- 
ties for healthful pleasure. 

The rich c*\n go to Del Monte, Long 
Branch or Carlsbad, but the masses have 
to stay at home, and their luily convenient 
recreation is a ride to the park<jn a dummy 
or a stroll on the beach. As they have 
bnilded this city out of the sweat of their 
faces, and made it great and powerful in 
its heaped-up millions, 1 beg leave to say 
that they are entitled to have, anil 
otight to have, those simple, health- 
ful and instructive enjovments which 
the garden, the park and the 
boulevanl itiriched, e.xpanded and 
beautified, would afford them. Just now 
the whole of California could easily stand 
for the "garden planted eastward in 
Kdcn," so beautiful is it. Nature seems to

The HBlf-KlUion Olnb Will Boon Give It 
BaeklBg. 

The boulevard system which Pan Fran- 
cisco needs so much will tindoulitedly I'c 
one of the first things which the Ilalf- 
million Club wiil take lioM of and care- 
fully consider as soon as its organization is 
completed and the excarsions it now basin 
hand are over. 

Fine and convenient driveways are an 
absolute necessity to the city, and they 
must be amonp the first imf rovemonts 
undertaken if San Frftndsco is to snccess- 
fully enter upon a new era of progress. 
They will ^ve the city a valuable reputa- 
tion and desirable fame, will add greatly to 
the pleasure of residence here, do much to 
develop civic pride, enhance the value of 
propcrtv, increasing the assessed valuation 
and will make the city attractive to people 
who may come here to live. Euchd ave- 
nue has mainly given Cleveland its 
fame as a beautifiil city, and manv 
people vbit that j'lace especially to sec 
It. On every fair day it is crowded with 
eauipages as is the beautiful and famous 
lake-shore drive of Chicago, which is con- 
stantly enjoyed by thous.inds. San Fran- 
cisco may have boulevards far exceeding 
these in' beauty and interest, as well as 
fame. The sooner they are began the 
sooner they will be finished and the 
cheaper they will he. They should be pro- 
vided now,' that the present generation 
mav get some benefit from them. 

The boulevard from the park southward 
— that is the one now most definitely 
projected — would he one of the most de- 
sirable, and would afford a superb and ex- 
ceedingly popular drive, with rare scenic 
attractions. One of the greatest considera- 
tions in its favor is that it would afford an 
outlet to the beautiful bay-shore region to 
the south for pleasure driving. To make 
it complete and of its fullest benefit it 
mustconnect witli an attractive driveway 
through San .^Iat^■o County and on 
to San Jose. Without further im- 
provement of the main highway through 
the two counties to the south, it 
would make that interesting region access- 
ible for pleasure driving, but e> »!; without 
that connection it woulcl beef untold bene- 
fit to the city. lean think of no improvement 
that would 'be of such value at compara- 
tively small cost. Let it be built at once, 
and It will be a big influence to stimulate 
San Mateo and Santa Clara counties to take 
up the great bay-shore boulevard project. 

Within the city limits this boulevard 
would afford a magnificent circular drive 
through the commanding hills south of the 
park, connecting with the boulevard now 
being built south of the park alone the 
ocean shore. It wonld give a majoruy of 
the people of San Francisco a revelation of 
the .scenic attractions about the city. I 
think there will be no difficulty in carrying 
this particular protect through. It must 
be built bv establishing an assessment 
district, and I am informed that a large 
majority of the people along the route are 
more than anxious for the improvement. 
It would undoubtedly more than double 
the valoe of all property near it, and the 
financial problem appears to be an easy 
one.

evards. The cost of bituniinizing and 
otherwise improving some of the streets 
mentioned wonld be paid many times over 
by the increase in the value of tne property, 
and I have no doubt that a large majority 
of the ]irr)perty-owners interested wouid 
gl.idly encourage the improvement. 

Kecardiiig the proposed boulevard from 
the park southward to the county line 1 
ain confident from a careful study of the 
situation that there will not be any diffi- 
culty in arranging and carrying out tbe 
project. I have taken considerable pains 
to find out the sentiment of the people who 
would have to pay n.r it. and I am confi- 
dent that the boultvard can be laid out 
and built within a year. It will have to be 
done by establishing an assessment dis- 
trict and the increase in property values 
that Would result won I I be so large that 
the property -owners conrerned are almost 
unanimous'in favor of the improvement. 

I have made a rough p>rehminary esti- 
mate of what tbe boul n ard should cost, 
and conclude that It can be built for $20,000 
a mile for the seven miles. A new route 
will be necessary much of the distance, 
but as the s.-ction of the city through 
which it would run is almost wholly unim- 
proved, a route contorming in an ideal 
way to the topography of the region may 
be selected and rights of way can be easily 
secured. 

Let us figure out what a boulevard cost- 
ing 120,000 a mile would mean to the 
property-owners along it. Along both 
sides of each mile of the driveway there 
would be a total fronfage of feet and 

over. Twenty thousand dollars would 
therefore mean less than |2 a front foot if 
the whole expense were borne simnly by 
the land frontinj; on the road. But of 
course the land adjacent is also benefited, 
the benefit varyiuK w ith the distance and 
accessibility from the roaaway. Hence the 
property immediately fronting on tbe road 
should not pay the whole cost, and tbe 
proposition resolves itself in one of say 
fl a front foot along tbe route, with a tax 
on adjacent property, ranging down- 
ward to a few cents a front foot a 
quarter of a mile away. If the property 
directly fronting on the route should pay 
the entire expense, the increase in the 
value of the property would pay the tax 



ingsof the people and made all the land 
splendid. Beautiful boulevards, parks and 
botanic gardens arc not only a po|)ular de- 
light, but they improve the people, better 
their enTinomnent and npUft their moral 

tone. 

These things are needful to the masses 
of the people whose lives are ebbing away 
here, and therefore it is the duty of the 
city in Its corporate capacity to take meas- 
ures for their establishment and mainte- 
nance. 

In regard to pnblic improvements gen- 
erally I undertake to say, and I s.iy it with 
regret, that San Franei.s<:o is behind cvcrv 
other English-speaking community of 
equal size in the world. 

Itiseven behind ]>ublin,the capital of 
an impoverished country, whose commerce 
was strangled years ago by the British 
Covemment. Its streets are miserably 
jiaved, its sewers arc rotten and exhale jies- 
tilcntial odors, its public ground.- an- in- 
adequate, and the approaches to the park 
are not creditable to a great city. 

The city has lost priceless ojiiiortunitics 
for boulevard improvements in the past, 
and those that remain should be preserved. 

One of the things that San Francisco has 
lost is the chance of extending the park 
panhandle to Market street. This was 
nearly accomplished in 187R when I intro- 
duced in the Letislaturea bill enabling the 
citv to take ten blocks intervening between 
the panhandle and Market street, giving a 
strip for public use one block wide from 
the city's greattjentral thoroughfare to its 
park. 

The survey, which was made by Colonel 
Mendell and Hermann Schussler, required 
the taking of a block of land belonging to 
the Protestant Orphan Asylum and an ex- 
cavation thirty-ei.'jht feet deep at Bu- 
chanan and Waller streets. The opposi- 
tion of the asylum people defeated the 
bill. The improvement cotild theivhave 
been secured for about $400,000. as there 
was not a house on the route proposed. 

Now it would cost millions and is im- 
practicable. It is lamentable that the 
project failed, and the incident affords an 
illustration of the need of building for the

Sntro Has Urged Such a Driveway 
for Tears. 

It has been niy o])inion for a very long 
time tli.1t oneof tho greatest needs of the 
city of San Francisco is a north and south 
boulevard. Frequently I have talked the 
matter over with citizens and rarely failed 
to convince them of the correctness of my 
view. 

The reason sneb a bontevard is particu- 
larly desirable in San Francisco is that the 

intensely disagreeable westerly winds are 
the prevailing one.« for nearly ten months, 
and especially in summer time when peo- 
jile wish to be out in the open air, driving 
or walking. To drive or walk unsheltered 
from the disagreea'-le winds that blow 
from the Pa<u tic is no pleasure on account 
of the dust. Had we a north and south 
boulevard, with several rows of trees 
planted on each side, but I'articularly on 
the west, in a few year,-, there would be 
ample protection from the inclement winils 
and walHing, driving and riiling backward 
and forward along a mairnificent highway 
would become a popular delight and 
pleasure. 

I lui\'' a vivid recollect ion of several con- 
versations on the matter with Mr. I'ond. 
when he filled tbe office of Mavor. thoui;!! 
no practical result ever came of them. Our 
plan at that time was to start at the Pre- 
sidio on one of thearennes. Sixth, Sev- 
enth. Eighth, Ninth or Tenth, widen it to 
100 feet, carry It through GMden Gate Park 
to Seventh avenue south, therebv takim; 
advantage of the gap in tbe hills at this 
point to reach the .southern part of the 
countv, and there effect a junction with 
the I'rogM.sed road through San ICateo 
County to the city of San Jose. 

."San i rahcisco absolutely requires such a 
boulevard, and I am pleased to see that 
the C\j,L has taken the matter up and ad- 
vocates it ably and eaniestly. No greater 
service could it do for the city and its in- 
habitants, and I hope that the near future 
may see it a siici ess. If the property- 
owners south of the park through whose 
private property it must necessarily pass 
would deed a right of way of 100 feet within 
the city limits an assessment district em- 
bracing the whole of .*aii Francisco could 
speedilv be made for its construction. 

Once' constructed this boulevard would 
prove a great attraction to strangers who, 
delighted with the locality and the 
climate, would be tempted to settle here. 
No better aid to the success of the Half- 
million Club could be imagined. If only a 
beginning was made in San Francisco and 
the south line of the city reached the con- 
tinuance of the boulevard would be sure, 
and in a few years we could travel from 
San Francisco to San Jose along a mag- 
nificent highway, well sprinkled and mac- 
adamized, with beautifiil homes on either 
side that would make it the gem residence 
district of the world.

T'H' county road Is monopolized now and 
probably will be to a greater extent in the 
future, when the valley becomes densely impu- 
laied, bv heavy teams engaged in hauling lum- 
ber, wood, hay, grain, etc. This traffic would 
be more or less of an obstroctlon to a driveway, 
such as is contemplated oy the new boulevard. 
Rock lor macadamizing the boulevard could be 
more easily obtained and St much less cost 
ulon>; I be foothills than near the county road.

The Driveways of Earopean and Eastern Oities 
Will Be Eclipsed,

Editor C<Ul; Many of the olde.st cities in our 
country have their flue driveways, and no less 
is tills true of K;ini|ii-. IjiU Caliiornia Is to excel 
in this direction, as she has in many others. 
A boulevard with the Garden City for one 
terminus and the great Golden Gate, with its 
park of 1100 acres, for the other, taking in on 
the way "old on-HU S gray and melancholy 
watte," cannot be paralleled on this planet. 

The residents of these parts aiepiighly pleased 
that so worthy a paper as the Call Is espousing 
this cause. We are delighted too to see snch 
nu n as .Mr. Brlttan leading off In this matter. 
Of our own tree will and accord we hereby state 
to you both that we axe willing and glad to 
give the ten or more feet, required for the 
widening of the .Mameda de las Pulgas for 
l.oulevard purpo<e«. We have a frontage of 
some 9(X) or lOOO feet, and re;-ide here on the 
Alameda iHov. Onr ncigbbors all unite with 
us in this willlngne to give the land for this 
purpose. The .\lnmeda is sixty feet wide u^pw 
and we think 10<> feet none too wide for a 
driveway such as is ].-o]ected. 

No one can ever know tlie beauties of tins 
.section or the perfection of this climate till he 
has lived here. The natural attractions oi the 
Kivlera, the Applan Way, nor of the Champs 
Elyseei are to be compared with those of this 
foothill roate. The parched deserts of .Arabia, 
Syria and adjacent countries send out their 
deadlv simoons, influencing at certain seasons 
many' climates on the Mediterrauean .«ea. in 
Italy, her malarial marshes work the same ob- 
struction. Here, In our California, a pleasure 
drive would be available the year round. 

There is not a month In the year that you 
cannot have sweet peaa-and roses. It Is the 
home of the orange, the lemon and the lime, 
and if you come here I will show you trees now 
bending with their yellow lumps of "vegetable 
gold." The fig, pomegranate and Isabella love 
this climate and evidence It yearly by their re- 
sults. We have no "melancholy days," no 
"walling winds," no "naked woods," no "mead- 
ows brown and sere.' ' We have eternal spring. 
In what other climate can yon gather violets 
and pansies on Xmas day? It is no uncommon 
thing to see paranoia and fans in use In the

Saturday being a busy day with directors 
of the San Francisco and San .loaquin 
Valley Eailway, no meeting was held. A 
notice was sent out by tlie secretary that 
the directors are expectel to meet to- 
morrow for the transaction of important 
business requiring prompt action on their 
part. 

At Monday's session the question of 
purchasing ties for the road will come up 
for discnssion, and it is likely thaf a large 
order will be given there and then, or, at 
least, arrangements will be made for the 
purchase of ties for twenty miles of track. 
Chief Engineer tstorey stated that there 
will be no ililllculty in supplying ties as 
quickly as they are needed for construction 
of the road from s^tockton. 

"There are enough ties on hand in 
Itimber-yards up the coast to till the first 
order before the rails and otlKu- material 
arrive at Stockton," said he. "It does not 
matter how fresh or green the tics are, as 
they will season after laying quite as well 
as in the yards. Once we begin laying 
tlicin we won't stop to consider how green 
tbey arc, for they will go down as fast as 
mill can lay tlieili Irvuii construction trains. 

• l have" been reliably informed that 
there are several corps of surveyors out in 
the lield in different sections trying to 
bead us off every way they can. But that 
can make little, "if aiiy, aifference to us. 
The valley road will be built over the sur- 
veys made by our engineers, aiul 1 don't 
think that opposition can cut much of a 
figure now." 

Director Isaac Fphara made a statement 
in the afternoon that the total subscrip- 
tions for stock in the road reported up to 
Friday night amounted to $2,4-lii,iiO. 

"Tliere are many more subscriptions not 
yet reported," he added, "and they are not 
incluticd iu this agRregate sum. Then we 
have not included subscriiitions from 
.Stockton, Fresno, Merced, Visalia and all 
the towns down in the San Joaquin Valley. 
We don't know yet exactly how they stand, 
only that they are in every way satisfac- 
tory to the directors and promoters. 
■With the local list that is not rexiorted I 
should say the total subscriptions amount 
to |2,.'j(¥),000. Adding the subscriptions 
that have been made, and are yet to come 
from the interior, I believe that something 
like $3,000,0(Xi of stock in the valley road 
has been purchased. 

"We have enough on hand to build the 
road from Ilakersrield to Stockton and to 
fully cqiiii! it. After the road is in opera- 
tion between those "two points we will have 
enotigh to build into San Francisco or Oak- 
land. The rest will be very easy."

STILL QUAEANTINED. 

Cabin Passengers of the Coptie Will 
Not Be Beleaaed VntU Vaxt 
Friday. 



The passengers on the quarantined 
steamer Coptic will spend their Easter on 
board, looking with longing eyes shore- 
ward. It was so decided yesterday by 
tjuarantine Officer Lawler after a consulta- 
tion with X'nited States Marine Surgeon 
I'ecidiam, w ho is in charge of the Angel 
Island station. 

I>r. .Moloney of the ('o).tic had made such 
excellent arrangements for the care of the 
cabin passengers after the smallpox was 
discovered that the authorities concluded 
that they need only remain in durance for 
nine days. This will rive them their 
liberty on Friday, the l!nn, at which date 
the Coptic wiil I'O alongside at the ^lail 
dock. 'The passengers will be landed, but 
the officers of the vessel will not be per- 
mitted to go ashore. Keither will the Cus- 
tom-house officers. 

The quarantine officers argne that the 
Custom-bonse people, having come in con- 
tact with the steerage passengers, it is 
proper that they should remain in quaran- 
tine the full time, which will not be up 
until the 24th inst., fourteen days after the 
arrival of tho steamer. The officers of the 
Coptic will be deprived of their shore 
liberty on account of having came in con- 
tact with Dr. Meloney. It will be hard on 
tho officers, for the steamer sails on the 
li:id, a day bi lore the inuirantine exjiires, 
so the men will have to go to sea without 
ctetting a chance to see the city. The Custom- 
hou.se men will be put on the island with 
the steerage passengers.

"Give me the training of a child until his 
sixth year," says a French philosopher, 
who has studied children as men follow 
science, " and I care not who teaches him 
thereafter." 

The boots written for men and women 
Bie weighed, measured and endlessly dis- 
conrsed upon by the critics. He is indeed 
a wise man. and a great one, who can say 
whether a book is really good or bad — 
whether it teaches a good lesson, whether 
it is "literature. ' Anil yet a child, an 
intelligent ohiM. can tell full soon whether 
a •■stnry " is \\ i il t iM ; can tell, too, whether 
B book of knowledge is clear and concise. 
Children, impressionable as they are, vora- 
cious for (rood reading, are cryinealoiul 
to-day for better books', even as their par- 
ents should be crying for ci iisors of litera- 
ture who can be trusted with the grave re- 
sponsibility of choosing books fit lor the 
young. 

It is useless for Dn Maurier to express 
regret at the death of t!;:n fond hoyf of his 
that "it might one day bo said of me liiat 
whatever my other literary shortcom'igs 
might be I, at least, had never penned a 
line which a pure-minded young British 
mother might not read aloud to her little 
blue-eyed babe as it is sucking its 
little bottle in its little bassinet." 

Neither is the question settled by the 
school of novelists who claim the right to 
send books abroad in the land which are 
confessedly unfit for the use of the youne. 

The fact remains that the children, al- 
most the verv babes, are demanding 
"stories" whicL shall teach them some- 
thing of life — shall enable them to profit 
by the experiences of others. 

A little girl of 11. healthy and normal, 
and not in a<iva!ice in her studies of the 
average child of her years, was reproved

It is not lack of affection, but a 
sort of "all in the family" siiirit which 
takes for granted and as un iefstood what 
should be impressed by frank and loving 
utterance. X certain pride in good man- 
ners compels conrtesy to strangers which 
carelessnt sj withholds as of slight import- 
ance in the family circle, where its omis- 
sion is the greatest wrong. 

While in' many instances it ©roves un- 
flattering testimony, it must be admitted 
that the children of a family serve as best 
criterion by which to determine its stand- 
ard, not only morally and intellectually, 
but also for its retineiuent in manners and 
methods. It is too often forgotten that 
childhood is a mimic stage, its tiny actors 
constantly rehearsing upon it tho ways and 
doings of the adult world around them. 
Faithfulness in imitation and shrewdness 
of questions explode the doctrine that 
they are "too young to notice or under- 
stand" tilings not to their advantage. It 
is well to accept the fact that however in- 
different and unconscious they may seem 
when engaged in merry play, little escapes 
their ever-li.-itening ears ana bright eyes. 

The kinderirarten platform presents not 
only sweet suggestions, but also obliga- 
tions of precept and example — the signifi- 
cance rif thi; word bearing a les.son of duty.

Our I.ltrrary Clitics. 

A well-known writer, formerly of this 
city, but recently removed to more 
congenial fields, writes to a California 
friend in glowing terms regarding the 
city where his lot is now cast. He 
describes it as an Glysian field for 
letters, whereas literary San Francisco be 
declares to be bleak as a wintry moor. 

San Francisco has of late bad what 
might be termed enviable opportunities 
to see herself as others see her. Her 
literary critics have been numerous, and 
they have spoken their minds in regard to 
her with a frankness that is almost calcu- 
lated to be edifying. 

The Kev. Jlr. llaweis' remarks are still 
recent enough to recall; our whilom poet- 
librarian's sententious summary is nn- 
doubtedly correct, from his standpoint, 
and only a little longer time ago we had 
the as.iiurance of Professor Anderson of 
Palo Alb. that San Francisco was the 
vulgarest city in America in her attitude 
toward letters. 

Undoubtedly much of truth underlies 
all these criticisms— truth that, rightly 
taken, ou^'ht to do us good. In literature 
and art. as in commerce and the news of j 
the world, the worth and importance of 
everytbine have been in tbe San Francisco 
mind in direct ratio to its distance from [ 
tlie Golden Gate. 

But granting that this city lias proven, ; 
for literature, but a bleak and wintry moor, ; 
where shall we look, not merely in Amer- | 
ica, but in the world, for the city that shel- ' 
ters and cares for her literary Hocks, 
tempering to their shorn condition the 
winds tliat sweeping across the moors 
might otherwise strike them cliillywise? 

Professor .\nderson, when he character- 
ized us the vulgarest city in America, cited 
H'l-ton as a citv I liat had proven herself a 
f.ister mother to letters. Here, before rae, 
i« a letter from a man well known to liter- 
ary Boston, a man whose name is known 
almost equally well on this coast as a writer 
of keen, trenchant prose, even as something 
more than a writer— as a thinker — a writer 
whom other writers love to read, and to 
learn from. This man, writing of his ex- 
(•ericnce during the past year in Boston, 
whi n a stroke of ill fortune bad sent him 
to newspa|iering. says: 

"I got through my work somehow, in 
desiieration, but each day was a new curse, 
a new demand, a fresh torture, a veritable 
hell upon earth. 1 have often thrown 
down my pen in the otli< e ami gone out to 
pace the streets, determined to end the 
thing — to acknowledge I was crushed and 
blotted out by slieer bestial vulgarity. I 
thought of trying to get em]'!' \meiit on 
the street railroad, of trying to start a little 
second-hand book store, of lecturing. I 
wrote a humorous lecture and had got up 
a circular and everything, prepared to turn 
clown, of advertisimt, canvassing, of every 
hojieless thing that tortures the liopcli'ss 
poor. My book, aci cj ted in New York for 
publication in if?, was rejected, after all, 
111 the spring of 'l>.i. » * « 1 felt the 
darkness close in about me and 1 saw no 
way out. The vears looii.td up in endless 
days of vulgarity and trivial lying, per- 
petual moral debasement." 

Now, this man is no unknown struggler, 
but one who, as a writer ami an editor, has 
made a name for himself among New Eng- 
land's vounger literary set. In this same 
letter fie writes of feeling '"'as if born 
again," because he has obtained a com- 
mercial position and need no longer lean 
upon "the poor crutch of literature." 

And this U tter i • r,ic= from literary 
Boston. One oii^hi aluiusi fancy it penned 
from some attic in .^au Francisco. 

From the same city, almost by tbe same 
mail, comes a letter from the head of a 
well -^ vjwi ]uiblishing-bouse. This un- 
doui t' 1 ..titliority says: 

"Oar public is a good deal of a sheep. 
It jumps whichever way it sees the other 
people jumping. If it discovers them 
junipiug vi'ur way it immediately proceeds 
to take an interest in you, ami if the same 
dear public does not suppose that some one 
else has taken an interest in you it will h't 
you severely alone. This may be unfor- 
tunate, but it is true." 

How easily this might be mistaken for a 
wail from the Golden Gate! The world is 
suffering to-day from a literary plethora. 
'Tis a question whether "the art preserva- 
tive of all arts" may not in the end prove 
more of a lianc than a blessing. It is so 
easy to get things printed, and the writer, 
like the female wageworker, snfiers from 
amateur competition. 

The Coliilne; Kevoliifion. 
Additions to the literature of social 
science come thick and fast. The latest is 
by Henry L. Call, and it is to lie com- 
mended as a masterly survey of existing 
social conditions. Mr. Call is a clear, logi- 
cal and comprehensive writer, so long as 
he keeps to bis study of existing condi- 
tions. He has an easy grasp upon his sub- 
ject that holds tbe reader's interest and 
excites his admiration. He shows clearly 
the absurdity of carrying the doctrine of 
"the strii!;gle for existence" on from the 
lower ranges of life to the one where rea- 
son is supposed to reign, and demonstrates 
that this struggle in society is not due to 
any natural or necessary law but to exist- 
ing faulty svstems. After showing that 
less than thirty thousand men own one- 
half the entire wealth of this cx>\m- 
try of some sixty million inhab- 
itants, he makes an examination into 
the methods by which this small minority 
have come to their wealth, and linds 
these fortunes to have iieen acipiired from 
.some one of six capital sources, namely. 
Inheritance, monopoly of land, the present 
bankin't system, private control of trans- 
IKirtati iii and utiicr facilities, the plunder 
i of markets by speculation, or the corporate 
1 control of iiidustry. "Honest industry" 
I never yet accumulated a great fortune. 
The monopolies, the legalized injustice, 
the class legislation that have made 
all these things possible are clearly 
and logically set fortli, and the 
c<uidition of "labor is shown to be ir- 
remediable under the present system. 
The various chapters of the book, "Signs 
of the Times," "The Struggle for Exist- 
ence," ' Tlie Privileged Classes." "The 
Fruits of Privilege," etc., le.ad up 
to the one in which Mr. Call has out- 
lined his particular remedy for existing 
evils. In this chapter, which is entitled 
"The New Pepnblic," having shown that 
the hardships of the masses are due en- 
tirely to evils produced by vicious institu- 
tions, he considers how these institntions 
may be modified. 

He would do away with the right of in- 
heritance. Decedents' estates would be 
settled as now, but the proceeds would be 
added to tbe money supply of the country, 
and distributed as tbe orainary circulation, 
free of interest; if credit is extended to 
the purcha.ser the debt inouned will also 
be interest free. 

He would do away with land monopoly 
and non-resident land ownership, lanil 
being held for occupancy only. 

The national banking system he would 
also abolish, and transportation under the 
new republic would be conducted for puli- 
lic instead of private profit. Above all 
he would abolish the tru.st, that combina- 
tion of corporate capital that has laid 
such a heavy hand upon labor. At 
the same time he would retain the corpora- 
tion. Mr. Call here seems to lose signt of 
the fact that combinations of corporations 
are as lofjical an outcome of corporations 
as these latter are the logical out- 
come of those combinations of capital 
known as private partnerships. To allow 
men to enter into partnership for the more 
economical and ellicient conduct of busi- 
ness; to allow partnerships to enter into 
corporate existence for the still further 
economizing of cost of production, and yet 
to refuse to allow corporations to combine 
still further to carry out this perfectly 
logical and desirable idea it to endeiiTOX to 



cut across the most natural evolutionary 
process in the industrial world. He advo- 
cates the encouragement of com bi nations of 
small capitalists, along with thedi-scourage- 
ment of unions of large capitalists, in a 
way which seems curiously at variance 
with his arraignment of class privileges 
in previous chapters. At a time 
when men are just beginning to 
perceive that society is an orjsanism he 
advocates a return to invidualism, alb<-it 
his whole argument is collectivism, pure 
ami simple. In fact, his conclusions place 
Mr. Call somewhat in the position of the 
small boy who wanted his cake and his 
penny, too. He has, however, given us a 
useful and telling picture of the leading 
features of the coming iiniustrial revolu- 
tion. [Boston: The Arena Publishing 
Company.

Oo Forth and Find. 

This is a little book by "Thomas H. 
Brainard," which the Cassell Company has 
just issued in the ."Unknown" series. 

The name of Thomas U. Brainard is 
quite unknown in literatare, bnt it ia an 
open secret in San Francisco that it is the 
pen name of Mrs. John R. Jarboe, one of 
our best known society women. 

There is nothing particularly startling 
about Mrs. .larhoe's book, nothing to 
which could be applied that favorite carry- 
all phrase of the day, tin de slecle, bnt 
there is much that is [ileasing. The people 
with whom it deals are such as one niif^ht 
meet almost anywhere in refined circles, 
and whom, meeting them, one would 
be nita to like. They are all clever

young people, comfortably circumstanced 
and refreshingl}- well - mannered and 
human. The hero and the heroine 
are both married — each the victim 
of an unhappy union. Neither knows of 
the other's matrimonial complications. 
They are thrown together under circum- 
stancies that precipitate the irevitable. 
They fall in love with each other and find 
it out in a sudden, trasric way. t'f course 
they suffer deeily. else why the story? 
But it does not seem to occur to either "of 
them to do other than abide by the 
traditions of right-doing among people of 
principle. They neitlier reason nor rhap- 
sodize over it ; they simply separate, 
taking the inglit course with a simide ac- 
ceptance of the iiunlens of human des- 
tiny that in these days of spiritual vivi- 
section, hysterics, green carnations and 
yellow asters is as refreshing as it is amaz- 
ing. The friends who were tbe 
means of bringing them toiietlier hunt up 
the young man's wife, whom he had been 
forced to marry and whom he had left im- 
mediately after the ceremony. They bring 
about a liieeting and a mutual good under- 
standing between the two. The hero tinds 
that after all the woman he loves is his 
young wife, and tbe heroine, who cannot 
return to the husband whose 111 treatment 
has ruined her future, joins a sisterhood 
and devotes the reuiaindcr of her life to 
good works. The wholesome little story 
IS simply told, the writer keeping entirely 
within the bounds of literary good taste. 
The rather curious title is explained by a 
quotation on the title page :

Tlie T^roiiiitninn of C'alifomia. 

Agassi/. callp<l .lolin Muir the only man 
in tile world who knew all about glaciers. 
Whether Mr. Muir knows all about them 
or not, he certainly has a fascinating way 
of telling what he does know. The title of 
tbe present book is something of a mis- 
nomer. 'It is a rather unfortunate choice 
that gives such a title to a eaUection of 
papers dealing with certain features of the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains. It is a fortunate 
choice, however, that has given us the 
jiapcrs theniselves. There is really very lit- 
tle known of the Sierras. Five hundred 
miles of rugged peaks, .seventy miles wide, 
and varying in height from .seven to fif- 
teen tiiousatid feet make rather a longer 
range than most of tis can aecomplish, and 
the State owes much to John Muir for the 
knowledge which his enthusiastic re- 
searches nave brought within reach. 

If John Muir had not been a scientist he 
would have been a poet. Perhaps, after 
all, he is both. Certainly no man, since 
Thoreau ever had keener" sympathy with 
nature, a quicker vision for her mj steries 
or a surer speech for their interpreta- 
tion than he. But there is a certain big 
bu'iness about the man of the California 
mountains that one misses in the New 
England seer beside his lake. Perhaps it 
belongs to the mountains; perhaps it is an 
attribute of the man — it is hard to disen- 
tangle the two. Something of whatever 
Mr. Muir has seen and heard and felt in 
the high Sierras he makes his readers see 
and hear and feel. The very breath of the 
pines seems to be in tbe air as he takes us 
over bis printed j'ages iimniis; the forests 
of the I'caks, the spruces and the pines. 

The chapters on the forests are particu- 
larly interesting and instructive. They 
give a clear and beautiful glimpse into 
California's woo<Ied wealth and recall the 
amazing statemrnt made in print by an 
Eastern tourist some years ago that' the 
only tree in California is the scrub oak. 

It is one of the delightful surprises of 
Mr. Muir's book to find the man who has 
traced the I'.iack Mountain (ilacier toils 
bead and tracked tne "Bloody Canyon" 
through, stopping on the top of a peak of 
the high Sierras to play with a Douglass 
squirrel to note the little fellow's pranks 
and to whistle him tunes by tbe hour. 
And tbe scientist not«3 .in passing 
that that good ancient standby of 
the hymnal, "Old Hundred," has the 
effect of putting to instantaneous flight 
s'liiirrels, birds, chipmunks and every sort 
ol wild thing that listens with delight to 
every other tune. He describes the effect 
of a mob of small creatures suddenly dis- 
persed by this tune as "oultc pro?ane." 
He devotes a chapter, ton, to that charm- 
ing little feathered chap the ouzel or water 
thrush, that frequents the waterfalls of the 
Sierras, and another to the natural bee 
pastures of the mountains, with a word of 
admonition to Californians \k Iki have not 
yet taken the hint here alforUcil, that here 
IS a great industry for this State. The 
book, besides being" a distinct and valuable 
addition to the literature of our mountains, 
is written in such fashion as to delight 
ere&the most careless reader and to fas-

Popular Scleiitille I.pctares. 

The English-speaking public is indebted 
to Thomas J. McCirmack of Chicago 
for a translation of a series of those popu- 
lar lectures by which Ernst JIach, pro- 
fessor of physics at the University of 
Prague, has made himself so nut(' I in 
Europe as an exponent to the general 
mass of people of some of tbe abstruser 
problems of scientific research. The trans- 
lations have been published under the 
title of "Popular Scientific Lectures," in a 
volume of 'ilH pages, and constitute a work 
of general value to all who are interested 
in the advancement of science. The sub- 
jects oi tne lectures are: the Forms of 
j.Kluius, The i-'ibers of ''orti, (_)n the 
(.'auses of Harmony, On the Velocity of 
Light, Wliy Has Man Two F.yes? On Sym- 
metry, On the Fundamental Concepts of 
Static Electricity. On the Principle of the 
Conservation of Energy, On the Economi- 
cal Nature of Physical "Inquiry, On Trans- 
formation and Ada|itation in Scientilic 
Thought, On the Princi|ilc of Comparison 
in Physics, On the I'.elative Educational 
Value of the Classics and the Mathematico- 
Fhysical Sciences. 

Only the first seven and the tenth lectures 
may, with strict propriety, be termed pop- 
ular. The remaining lectures are more 
philosophical in character and deal with 
the methods and nature of scientific in- 
quiry. That on "The Con.servation of 
Energy" is a re-claboratipn with omissions 
and additions of an early tract which has 
won a high and enviable plai-e in the his- 
tory of scientific criti<i-iii. That "Oil tlie 
Economical Nature of I'bvsical Iinjuiry " 
is the famous memorial aJdress delivered 
at the festival meeting of the Vienna Acad- 
emy of Sciences in May, IRmJ; that on 
"I 'omparison in I'hysics" was the princi- 
pal arhircss made at the last ( iernian Satur- 
forsclierversamulunir in 18!»4. It is exactly 
in these branches ilmt the author has done 
his most oritrinal work and won his world- 
wide rep itaii. u. [Chicago: The Open 
Court Comiiany.] 

"Coin's Finanrlal School." 

Among the books dealing with current 
political t' ii ii' S which are being issued in 
such nuniliers from all parts of the coun- 
try, none have attracted more attention or 
made a greater impression than "Coin's 
Financial School" and itscontinuance "Up 
to Date." These book.s have already 
played a large part in forming a public 
opinion favorable to the remonetization of 
silver, and are likely to grow more and 
more in demand until tbe monetary ques- 
tions now before the-i»eople of the Ijnitcd 
States are definitely settled. The books, 
while dealing with the most complex prob- 
lems of finance and with a multitude of 
statistics, are written with such clearness 
;ind skill they can be read witlieasi' tiyain- 
attentive minil and the argument followed 
without dilliculty. They contain full in- 
formation in regard to gold and silver and 
the monetaiT history of this country, and 
give that information in a way which will 
be found interesting from the first page to 
the last. While the author is an avowed 
advocate of the free coinage of silver and 
his arguments are those of an earnest par- 
tisan, there is nothing unfair to the other 
.'idc in what be has written, and gold men, 
therefore, as well as silver men, will find 
it to their advantage to read them.

This is a new and enlargcl edition nf a 
little book put out some liozen years ago 
hy Mary Tucker Magill, a popular teacher 
of elocution in the East. The present re- 
vival of pantomime makes it of interest 
and it will doubtless prove useful to ama- 
teurs. It is cajiitally illustrated and con- 
tains suggestions for the working out of 
the variAus pantomimes given, ckime of 
these latter are well adapted^or children's 
performances. 

There are also a number of Miss TJasill's 
selections for recitation in the Ixiok. Most 
of them are dialectic and seem open to the 
charge of frivolity and commonplaceness, 
but the fact that they have been very popu- 
lar, as given by this reader during a good 
many years of public appearance would 
seem to indicate that they "till a long-felt 
want."

The Miracles of Mlasions, 
A little book by Arthur Pierson, giving 
an interesting account of a number of the 
church's great iuis>ionary enterprises. 
The work of the early missionaries in 
Hawaii, Formosa and Tahiti occupy sev- 
eral chapters in the book. Another sec- 
tion is devoted to tbe famous McCall 
mission in France, and there are 
interesting reminiscenses of Ur. Liv- 
ingstone and his labors in Africa.

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All this was but i.;irt an.l parcel of the 
Btory o( the old Wyoming fort. I.on- 
years had it served as refuge and rcsiins- 
■i)lace for the emifrnini* in the days before 
.■ tbe Union Pacific was built, when the over- 
land stage route followed the Piatt* to the 
Sweetwater, and then past the Devils Gate 
• and Independence Rock — old landmarks of 
the Mormons— and on to the backbone of 
the continent, where the mountain 
streams, springing from rocky beds not 
long pistol-shot apart, flowed rippling 
away, the one to ilie Mi--<ouri and the Gulf 
'ji Mexico, the other to tlie t'olorado and 
that of California. h>ayiie was but a huge 
stockade in the early days of the civil war, 
but the Government found it iiu]iortaut 
Srom a strategical jioint of view, even after 
the railway spanned tbe Rockies, and the 
emigrant and settler no longer tmdged 
the weary trail that, bordering the Sioux 
country, became speedily a road of flia and 
blood, second only in its terrors to the 
Smoky Hill route through '-bleeding Kan- 
sas." Once it wa? the boast of the Da- 
kotas, as it lias been for generations of 
their enemies, the Absarakas, or Crows, 
that they had never shed the blood of a 
white man. Pettier? of the old days used 
to tell how tin- s;..ux hii'i followed them 
for long, long raaretie?, n it lo murder and 
pillage, but to restore to them items lost 
along the trail or animals strayed from 
their little herds. But there came an end 
to all this when, resisting an unjust de- 
mand, the Bionx, fired npon, retaliated. 
■From the day of the Orattan massacre be- 
yond old Laramie, there has been no real 
peace with the lords of the Northwest. 
They are quiet only when subdued by 
force. They have broken the crust of their 
environment time and again, and burst 
forth in the seething flame of a volcano 
that is ever bubbling and boiling beneath 
the feet of the frontiersman to this day. 

.Vnd «o Frayne was maintained asamili- 
t:iry post for years; tirst as a stockade, 
then as a sub-depot of supplies, garrisoned 
by four companies of infantry and four of 
cavalry, the former to hold the fort, the 
latter to scour the neighboring country. 
Then as time wore on and other tiosis 
•were built further up in the Big Horn, 
Frayne's garrison dwindled, but there 
stood upon its commanding bluff the low 
Tows of wooden barracks, the parallel rows 
of double sets of broad-piazzaed quarters 
where dwelt the officers, the lone, low, 
log-riveted walls of the corrals and 
cavalry stables on the flats below.

Here 
we found them in the midst of the Christ- 
inas preparations that were tamed so sud- 
denly into summons to the field, and here 
again, three years later still, headquarters 
and six troops now, the proud old regiment 
is still at Frayne, and Fenton, "vice Far- 
rar, killed in action with hostile Indians," 
holds the command. 

A good soldier is Fenton, s brave fellow, 
a tri£e rough at times, like the simple 
plains-bred dragoon he is, bnt a gentle- 
man, with a gentle heart in his breast for 
nil ttie stern exterior.

About noon of :i ^I.rinu• d^iy in IWfi the 
office of llip Cliicas;!) Tribui!.' \v;is invaded 
by a j^inpular apjiarition.

"Evans Block," a building called after Dr. 
Evans, who also gave bis name to the now 
famous town of Evauston. It stood on a 
part of the ground now covered by the sky- 
scraping Asliland block, and from the edi- 
torial windows -the force" looked out upon 
the (inaginire called ("lark ptrect, wherein, 
a? a frequent diversion from their laliors, 
they might see a hapless wagon sunk hub 
deei> in the mud, over whicli the driver 
facetious in misfortune, had set the legend:

The "force" was grouped about a single 
long table in the center of the room, the 
editor-in-chief at one end, the proofreader 
at the other, and in tlie interval the re- 
porters, minor editors and "specials"— 
there were not many, nor were the iines 
dividint; their ranks and duties very 
sliarplv drawn. 

To tiiem entered, on the day in ijuesiion, 
a very tall, angular man of dark com- 
plexion and hollow cheeks, somewhat 
stooped at the shoulders. He stood half a 
head above 6 feet in heiirht. His legs were 
absurdly Ion,- n'ul thin and he had enor- 
niou> foe! .iT. i His heail, also alt- 

normal in its ie;i};th. was luMvily thatched 
with a shock of nniii.:, ! : k liair, and 
tinder the shagL'v t vi ini • - was a 
' pair of deep-set eyes, whose keen 
but meny twinkle went a long 
way toward redeeming the absurd figure 
irom utter coraicnlity. The visitor carried 
in one hand a carpetliag atxiut three feet 
' long, and so deep that, tall as he was, it 
barely cleared the floor. It seemed to be 
packed with all its owner's portable be- 
foneincs. He planced nlon? the table to 
the editor's cliair. and iu adrawlinir high- 
keyed voice asked the young man who oc- 
cupied that throne : 

■'Can you tell me when I can see Dr. 
Ray?" 

Dr. Kay was then the senior editor of the 
Tribune. He was not in. 

"Well," continued the visitor, still ad- 
dressing the yoang man at tue top of the 
table, "may I ask you if you are the new 
editor from Cleveland— McDill, or Medill, 
or something?" 

"1 amMedill, the new editor," theyoung 
man answered. 

"Well. I guess you'll do just as well." 

The new editor asked, and with a degree 
of formalism quite foreign to the I 'hicagoan 
of forty years ago (for the manner of the 
visitor" fiad been brusque): "Please tell 
me wliom I have the honorof addressing." 

"Wdl " (this drawling expletive for the 
third time) "well, down on the Sangamon 
River they used to call ine "Abraham Lin- 
coln.' Now they generally call me 'Old 
Abe.' though I ain t so very old either." 

"(•Ill Ahe v.'as alr.-ady a name to conjnr 
with in Illinois. The 'new editor from , 
Ohio' directly gave to his visitora seat and ] 
engaged him in conversation of lively in- I 
terest to both. Hut first there was business ' 
to be done. . 

"I'm in i hurry," the hero of tnc .Sang- | 
amon River began, "but I came up to sub- 
scribe for your paper. I can't get it regu- ] 
larly down our way, so I borrow it from a 
neighbor. But sometimes he lends it be- 
fore I get around. Now I want to pay for 
bix months ahead,' and he pulled i'roni 
the cavernous pockets of tlie "jeans" a 
pocketbook, untied the strap, and counted 
out four |1 bills. Mr. Medill took the 
money (there was no beastly pride in those 
days to separate the great editor from the 
counting-room), and wrote a receipt on a 
sheet of "copy" paper. This document 
Mr. Lincoln thrust into his !»x-i;ei. re- 
marking as he did so: "I like your paper ' 
I didn't like it before yon boys took hold 
of it; it was too much of a Know-NotRine 
sheet." 

Then he plunged into conversation. But 
the young editor observed that his new ac- 
quaintance had a .sharper faculty for ask- 
ing questions than for answering; iheni. 
I'nder his careless exterior he maintained 
an impregnable reserve. He inquired of 
Mr. Medill about all the leading politi- 
cians in Ohio, whom he seemed to know 
with a degree of accuracy suri rising in 
those early days when, with few railroads 
and fewer telegraphs, Ohio was further 
from Illinois than California is now. How 
were Giddings and Cnase, Carter and 
"Wade? 

Before he arose to go he said, "'Well, I 
guess I'm something of a Seward Whig 
myself." 

This meeting was the beginning of an 
. acqtiaintance whii !. la-'e^l with increasing 
intimacy until Lincoln's death, and in- 
. volved not a few incidents in his life hith- 
erto unrecorded. 

At the first regular Republican State 
Convention held in Illinois, at Hloomiiig- 
ton in May, 1856, Mr. Medill assisted in the 
double capacity of delegate and reporter 
for the Tribtme. The convention is cniefly 
noteworthy as the occasion on which Mr. 
Lincoln delivered the most eloquent 
speech of his life. Such at least is the tes- 
timony of the few living persons who 
heard it. Mr. Medill's story of the conver- 
sation and the speech have an especial in- 
terest in view of bis professional relations 
to the speaker. 

'■.\fter a hiU ticket h.id been nom- 
inated," he says, "there was a season of 
speech-making, and all the talk was of 
'Bleeding Kansas.' Among the speakers 
■was Owen Lovcjoy. After he had nnished 
acjywentup lor Lincoln, and presently 
at the back of the cliurcli, in which the 
convention was held, up rose my gaunt, 
angular friend, looking exactly as he aid 
when I first saw him in the Tribune office 
a year before. He came forw.ird with a 
giraOe-Iike swing (he never walked 
straight like other men) and .stood in front 
of the pulpit. But after lie had spoken a 
few sentences the delegates shouted to 
him to get up in the pulpit. He did so, 
and there nnished bis Demoathenian 
speech. 

"It is one of the regrets of my life that 
this speech of Lincoln's was not preserved. 
It was easily his most radical, and it was 
the first of flje series of events which made 
liim I'resident. I have often tried to re- 
produce it from memory. Once at'ibe re- 
quest of the late Thomdyke Rice of the 
North American Review, I attempted to 
reduce my recollections to paper for that 
magazine; but the more I tried the more 
Medillian and the less Lincolnian the 
speech became. So I had to give it up. 

"I will tell you how the speech came to 
be lost. Lincoln (after he had mounted 
the pulpit) began something like this : 

" 'Gentlemen of the convention, 1 am not, 
here as a delegate ; 1 have no credentials, 
and might be called an interloper. But 
yon bare civen me a 'call' to speak, and, 
like a Methodist minister, I have re- 
sponded. A few of us got together in my 
office at Springfield yesterday, and elected 
ourselves as sympathetic visitors to the 
convention. "We have no Republican party 
organized in Springfield at this time, but 
we have a few Kepublicans. I foresee 
trouble ahead that will grow out of this 
uncalled-for repeal of the Missouri com- 
promise that will tax the wisest and most 
patriotic men to keep American citizens 
from imbruing their hands in their broth- 
ers' blood.' 

"Then, for 1 can remember his exact 
words no further, he <lrew a picture of 
slavery and its baneful effects on this coun- 
try if extended, and delivered the most ter- 
rible invective upon that institution, it 
seemed to me, that ever fell from the lips 
of man. I remember he said at the close 
something like this : 'Come what will, you 
may count on Arahham Lincoln to stay 
with you to the hitter eiiri on the side of 
free soil aud the rights of free men.' 

"Bat X do not pretend to remember 



more. When tlie speech was finished I 
found m.vself slanding at the top of the 
reporters' table, siuniting and yeUing like 
one posse.sseil. Kvery one else present was 
wrought up to the fame condition. 

"At length I bethought me of my notes 
for the Tribune. I had none. In my ex- 
citement 1 had quite forgotten my duties 
as reporter. I turned to my fellow re- 
porters. They were in the same fix and 
for the same reason. The speech was not 
reported and never can be reproduced 
from memory. 

"But I learned one lesson from this mis- 
aifventure. There were but two pood 
newspaper shorthand reporters in Illinois 
at that time. I went bai l; to (^liicago and 
ehartered one of tlieni lor the Tribune 
when he might be needed. He was 'Bob' 
Hitt, since better known as the Hon. 
Robert R. Hitt, Congressman from Illi- 
nois and long chairman of the Committee 
on Koreigii Agairs. ' 

During the Senatorial campaign of 1858, 
which engaged Mr. Lincoln^ activity 
before he became an avowed candidate for 
the Presidencv, Mr. Medill met him often 
on political business. When he went to 
Springtield he dined several times at the 
Lincoln bouse and partook of the fare 
prepared by Mrs. Lincoln's hands. Even 
at this early time Mr. Medill formed the 
opinion, which liis subsequent e.vperience 
only continued, that Mr. Lincoln was of all 
the""practical politicians" of his day the 
keenest and the shrewdest. In organizing 
a party, securing the doubtful votes by 
presentint; the issues rightly before them, 
atul in all the details of "practical" work 
of a eaniiiaign Lincoln had no equal among 
llepuljlirans in Illinois in those davs. To 
send quinine to a farmer sick with the 
prevailing illness of the frontier, "fevcr'n 
ague," was said to be one of his favorite 
devices. He had u master-hand at circu- 
lars. He .sometimes addressed them "to 
my friends," signed ".-V. Lincoln." At 
other times he wrote the addresses and 
circulars which were signed by the central 
com luittee. 

It was in this campaign of 18.58 that Mr. 
Line(dn delivered in the reiiresentatives' 
hall at Springtield th:it fainoiis speech - 
famous for its radicalism— calling for the 
ultimate extinction of slavery as a thing in 
itself "radically wrong." Siich .sentiments 
were far in advance of the public sentiment 
of that time, even in tlie radical Northern 
States, and Mr. Lincoln was considered by 
not a few of his friends to have committed 
olitical harikari by this speech. But 
nowing Mr. Lincoln as he did Mr. Medill 
felt assured that the speech was no 
dithyranibic outburst of sentiment, that 
deliberate motive lay behind. It was 
not. however, until years thereafter, 
when Mr. Lincoln was President, 
that opportunity offered to confirm 
this surmise. For. with all his bonbomniie 
and apparent openness. Mr. Lincoln was a 
most secretive man, even to his close 
friends. But visiting at the White House 
in the course of the civil war Mr. Medill 
found the President in a mood which 
seemed favorable to conliib-ncc. and 
squarely put the que-tion: "Why did you 
deliver that very radical speecch at the 
State House in the spring of 1858?" 

With what seeme(f like affected surprise 
Mr. Lincoln exclaimed: "Oh I" Then, 
lapsing into reserve, he put the counter 
question: "'What do you think was the 
reason?" 

Getting no answer he saw fit to lay aside 

his reserve and made this characteristic 
explanation : 

"Well, after you fellows had got me into 
that position of standard-bearer, I con- 
cluded to take a stand that reflected the 
real heartfelt thoughts of our party on that 
terrible slavery question. It was ground 
we could affippi to be beaten on in the pre- 
liminary battle with slavery. 8o I con- 
cluded to say something that would make 
everybody think." 

And he'did. "He then." says Mr. Mrdill, 
"made the issue on which he was afterward 
elected. He went deeper into the heart of 
the great issue than even Seward 
ventured." 

Those who remember this Springfield 
speecli may also recall how much use 
Douglass made of it in the campaign of 
l-'iS to alarm the Conservatives and warn 
them against the "reckless demagogue," 
his oppo:a !:t. w!io would emancipate tlie 
slaves. And in his reply to these attacks, 
Mr. Lincoln illustrated another phase of 
his character by his artful defense of the 
speech until, as repeated and explained by 
himself on tlie stump, it appeared to the 
most cautious voter as the inevitable out- 
come of the question from the very nature 
of things.

large tank, well protected from radiation, 
for use when the engine is not running. 
This heated water is forced through under- 
ground pipes to the coils in the various 
houses and through the return pipe into 
the bottom of the storage tank. The 
water leaves the station at a temperature 
of 180 deg. Fahrenheit and returns at 140 
deg. in zero weather. This small loss of 
heat in the water after passing, as it often 
does, through from 10,000 to 1:2,000 feet of 
street mains is looked upon as excellent 
practice, and it is in a great measure owing 
to the fact that the supply is forced 
through the mains at the rate of .328 feet 
per minute, with a pressure of 35 pounds at 
the pumps. 

The Passing of the Hokse.— A promi- 
nent electric company has collected some 
startling figures, which show the almost in- 
calculable influence of the introduction of 
the electric car, taken merely on its one 
basis of replacing the horse for traction 
purposes. It is estimated that electric 
cars have already disidaced 1,100,000 
horses, and this estimate is manifestly far 
below the actual number. The feeding of 
these horses would entail the consiimiitioii 
of 5(X),000 bushels of corn or oats a day. 
The animals are now back on grass, and 
the enormous decrease in com and oats 
consmiiption, caused by their withdrawal, 
is sutHcient to appreciably affect the prices 
of those grains. In round figures, it 
amounts to 180,000,(X)0 bushels a year. 
There is another view of this subject', the 
significance of which will \v jprobably 
more apnarenta few years hence than it is 
now, 'rhe loss of commercial demand for 
these coarse grains in the cities means an 
enormous decrease in the tonnage of the 
railroad freight tratlic. This failure is al- 
ready put at a minimum of 2.i0.000 car- 
loads. lUit it is not only in public tratlic 
that the day of the horse is waning. In 
some cities the electric car lines have been 
so iniliciou-Iv distributed ami give such ex- 
cellent service that many private families 
have given up their carnages and use the 
1 electric cars instead. 

'\Tli.\T THE YoTMi Kl FCTKII'AI, KVOINFKR 

Has TO Kxi'KiT.— !•". II. l"ord puts forward 
in an electrical jiMirnai a st;',.ML- disclaimer 
of the stalriiiem whii h has lieen made in 
a daily I'aper, that 'for the average young 
man the held of electrical engineering 
offers more promises of success than law, 
authorship, the grocery business or knife 
grinding." Mr. Kord says that serious 
harm is being done in the continual hold- 
ing up of the profession of the electrical 
engineer as one offering almost unlimited 
possibilities in the matter of salaries and 
demand for men. The closing of many 
large works, owing to financial trouble or 
[latent litigation, has thrown a large num- 
iier of men of both experience and ability 
on the market, and the supply of engi- 
neers is in excess of the demand. The 
struggle for place which has naturally fol- 
lowed li.is forced down wages .so low that 
the average engineer cannot command a 
better salary than the head bookkeeper of 
a large wholesale concern. The young 
man who ehouses electrical engineering as 
a iTOIession must be ]'re)iared to work 
hard and long, and for wages which would 
ordinarily be con-idered inadeqnatefor the 
work done. 

A Tbollst Exprbss.— It is now war to 
the death between the steam and the elec- 
tric railroads. The bid of the latter for 
popularity will be favorably influenced by 
the introduction of a new feature in their 
service, a trolley express. Arrangements 
i are now being made on many lines to run 
through cars to pointsat which there is the 
greatest traffic and to save the passenger 
the inconvenience of changing cars when- 
ever it is possible to do so. When the 
steam lines and the electric lines parallel 
each other the effect of this express service 
on the competition between them will be 
more apparent, and it is not diffictilt to 
foretell which system will do the most 
business as soon as the weather is warm 
euoiigli to allow of tbe opening of the car- 
windows. 

An AraoEAL Skm;. ni.ioHT. — An indica- 
tion of the estimation in which the search- 
light is now held as a medium for the ] ro- 
jection of light to distant points is reeonied 
from England. An electrical journal says 
it is significant of the spread of electric ap- 
paratus, which were a few years ago re- 
garded ratheras curiosities, that the recent 
fine display of the aurora borealis in the 
north of England was by many people put 
down to the now more familiar beams of a 
searchlight. It was <jnly when, on com- 
paring notes, it was fouuii that the disolay 
had been seen in far distant places oiit of 
the range of any possible projector that 
this very practical explanation was aban- 
doned.

VATE Caebiaoes El.EC- 
TR!e\i,iY. — Much interest has been aroused 
by a recent newspaiier article on the use of 
the electric lamps in carriages, and many 
inquiries have been made as to whether 
there is any particular difficulty in putting 
the electric light into ordinary carriages, 
whether tbe cost of doing so is small or 
great, and whether the lamps can be oper- 
ated and ke])t in order by anv one unac- 
quainted with electricity. A great deal ot 
experimental work in carriage lighting has 
been done in Europe, and a marked im- 
petus has been given to its adoption by the 
enthusiasm of the Emperor of (jermany, 
who, besides appreciating the ]iractical 
value of a well-illuminated vehicle, believes 
that the beautifying of a city is materially 
promoted by increasing the brightness and 
cheerfulness of its streets. Hy his order 
all the court carriages of l'( rlin have been 
lit by electricity. In additimi to the lan- 
terns, which throw light in front of the 
horses and tbe lamp which shines iu the 
inner roof of the carriage, small colored 
lamps are placed all over the harness, 
which looks as if it were studded witli lire- 
tlies as tbe carriage moves along. Such a 
plant costs comparatively little and can be 
easily installed, and in its operation and 
care the observance of only a few simple 
rules is necessary. One accumulator, 
weighing two i>uunds, is allowed for each 
lamp. 'The accumulators are carried in 
the boot under the seat of the coachman, 
who makes the necessary connections. .\n 
eight-cell storage batteiy, for an ordinary 
familv carriage, is contained in a box eight 
inches long, four inches wide ana seven 
inches deep. This supplies currentenough 
to keep the lam)p lighted foreighteen hours. 
The cost of recharging varies from .'O cents 
to $1. so that tilt electric light costs no 
more than oil lamps. 

Heat DisTKimTiox Fro.m Klettbic Cen- 
tral Stations. -There is little dciul;t that 
before long we shall he able to regulate the 
temperature of our houses, according to 
the season of the year, by means of elec- 
tric heabng or electric refrigeration from 
tbe electric central station. In the mean- 
time an ingenious system of utilizing the 
waste steam of central stations for heating 
dwellings, office buildings, etc., has been 
successfully jiut into operation. The plan 
requires either that the engines shall be in 
operation at all times or that live steam be 
admitted from the boilers into tbe dis- 
tribution mains when the engines are shut 
down. The plan adoptcil is to store the 
heat of tbe exhaust steam bv causing it to 
raise the temperatnre of the water in a

Bros, a short time before the business 
changed hands, Imt it wassujiposed liv me, 
when 1 took possession, tliat the bovcott 
had been declared off. Why it has'been 
renewed I am unable to state." 

G. H. Fuller of theG. H. Fuller Desk 
Company when spoken to in regard to 
working his men ten hours aday without 
extra jiay said : 

""ifes, sir; 1 have been working my men 
ten hours a day for the last seven months, 
and stiall continue to do so. When I am 
forced to wurk niy int n under the direc- 
tion of tbe Trades" Council I shall discon- 
tinue my business. I have been engaged 
in the manufacture of mantels since last 
April, and in that time have sold in the 
neighborhood of liiioo, and if it had been ne- 
cessary for me to comply strictly with the 
nine-hour custom, it would have been im- 
possible forme to have successfully com- 
peted with the East, where the wage rate 
IS much lower, and where, in some fac- 
tories, it is required of the employes to 
work as long as eleven and twelve hours."

Here where a little siiring issues from 
the ground and seei>s away over a bed of 
stones, overgrown with brakes and vetches, 
and a tangle of wild blackberry, I have 
come upon a dense growth of the scouring- 
ru.sb. It is a quaint vegetation, looking 
for all the world like a miniature pine 
forest. The rushes spring up first like 
little brown spikes, tbnisting their heads 
above the ground. They grow rapidly and 
presently unfurl their tiny verticillate 
branches to the breeze as proudly as any 
tree might do. Here is a tiny spike just 
pushing 'hrcugh the soiL Yonder the 
giant of the lillipniian forest towers, folly 
half a foot high. 

"Scouring- weed," says my neighbor tbe 
farmer, contemptuously, as I stand watch- 
ing them. "They aint no good. Some 
call 'em borsetaiL" 

In fact the qneer little spikes have a 
number of names — candle-msh, scouring- 
rush, horsetail, are some of these. They 
have, moreover, their own particular ap- 
jiellation, eipiisetnni. 1 have gathered a 
number of the little trees and brought 
them into my study. They are not very 
pretty, and as my neighbor said, they are 




scouring-rush has survived, so far, by 
fitness. 

Nature always cuts her coat strictly ac- 
cording to her cloth, and so the rush has 
become nuidilieii to an extent that enables 
it to survive under its present hard condi- 
tions. Its branches have grown thread- 
like, as branches and leaves of vegetation 
always do when the food su])ply becomes 
scarce. This in order that a greater ab- 
sorbing surface ma^' be exposed to the air. 
The outer walls of its hollow stem contain 
two rows of minute tubes that enable the 
I'lant to suck up moisture from the earth, 
and the sheath of toothlike leaves also 
gathers it« modicum of plant food from 
the air. It takes all these forces and agen- 
cies just to keep the plant alive through 
its brief season, and for all its fierce strug- 
gle for existence, one still wonders why it 
lives. The "sweet uses of adversity" have 
done their worst for it, and it lives ; but 
what would the giant rush that begot it 
think, had it consciousness, of the life of 
this thing in my hand? 

There is another interesting parallel to 
what has taken place in the case of the 
scouring-rnsb. It is interesting because 
we can trace the whole process in the 
course of a few hours' journey. 

The birch is one of tbe most magnificent 
trees of Norway. Tall, symmetrical, with 
a silvery sheen of graceful foliage, it is, on 
the plains and uplands of its native coun- 
try, a thing of beauty and' use. It is a very 
persistent type, anil we may follow the 
tree, growing smaller as it ascends, clear to 
the limit of Tierpetiial snow. Here the 
climbing mountain sheep and goats find 
for herbage, for a brief three months of the 
year, a short, two-leafed plant, aliout an 
inch high. The country ]ieo).lecall it dog- 
ear. It is the Ni>rw;iy birth, making a 
game strugele for existence against condi- 
tions so hard as to make existence all but 
impossible. 

But transplant the dog-ear to the lower 
ranges and it begins a process of regenera- 
tion. It starts again on the way to be- 
come a tree. For the scourinernsh there 
is no renewal of life. It is dying, as die 
some races, feeble, degenerate, a worn-out 
stock. One cannot but admit, conteiii[, lut- 
ing it, tbe pitiless force of the sentence 
pronounced upon the puny snrrival, "It 
ain't no good." 



not particularly useful : nevertheless they 
are of intense interest to me because of 
what it has been. 

For our scouring-rush was not always 
the puny, insignificant thing we now see 
it. It was once a mighty forest tree, of 
which this that I hold in my hand is but 
a degenerate descendant. 

Like the ferns and the mosses, our 
scouring-rush belongs to the carboniferous 
age. It has nothing to do with our mod- 
ern civ!ii/atii)n. It h.ad reached its high- 
est perfection and entered upon its down- 
wanl career before ever man appeared 
upon earth. Its progenitors flotiMBhed 
with the giant, ferns, the great rank 
mosses, and the rest of the carbon-storing 
vegetation. In those early days the little 
rush was, as I have said, a mighty tree, 
growing 200 feet tall and spreading its 
great whorls of branches in every direc- 
tion. 

Let US see what happened to the great 
primeval tree, that we should only know- 
it in this degenerate creature of the bog. 
Nothing, it would seem, could be more 
commonplace than this commonest of 
rushes, yet it represents in its humble ex- 
istence 'a reading from the Darwinian 
Iliad. It is a living example of the sur- 
vival of the fittest. 

Now, survival of the fittest docs not 
necessarily mean survival of the best. The 
scourine-rush is by no means better than 
was its carboniferous ancestor. It is only 
fitter to survive, which is why it is here. 
Nature takes no note of good and better. 
Her one aim is to fit the creature to sur- 
vive under the conditions that surround it. 
To do this tbe e%alutionary process may 
work up or down or sidewise. In the case 
of the scouring-nuh it has worked down- 
ward. 

In the carboniferous age the air of the 
earth was much warmer than it is now, 
even in the tropics. Tbe great mass 
which constitutes this globe had not 
cooleil sulliciently to sustain any very 
high forms of life. There were no trees, 
as we now understand the word, and very 
little animal life. There were beetles, 
spiders ana scorpions and salamanders big 
as alligators, but no mammals, nor even 
any birds. The world was still in twi- 
light, warm, reeking with moisture both 
in the air and on the earth's surface. 
These were the conditions in which our 
great rush luxuriated. Its great spongy 
stem and branches drank in food from the 
poisonous air ; its great creeping rootstocks 
soaked it up from tbe morass beneath, and 
the rush towered high in air. In time it 
died and the mighty stem fell back into 
the w aters of the bog. Then came some 
terrible uidicaval, some cataclysm in which 
the land .sank, and the rocks and debris of 
the sea floor were thrown upon the decay- 
ing vegetation. It was pressed and com- 
pressed beneath this weight— the fronds of 
the mighty ferns, the high stems of the 
giant rushes, the great (?lub-mosses, and 
the primeval forest became a peat-bog. 
Still greater pressure— a longer lapse of 
a?ons, and the peat became coal. 

But the evolutionary process still went 
on. The rank gases of the atmosphere were 
largely stored up in the earth. The earth 
itself bad cooled — the atmosphere was 
rarer, purer. New life, new growths were 
coining in, but the giant rush was starving, | 
It could not find food in this thin air. Its j 
roots could not suck up enough moisture | 
to sustain life. It became smaller and ] 
smaller. Flowers, seeds it never had borne. ; 
It now gave up its leaves. Between every 
two whorls of branches on our scouring, 
rush yon will find a little brown toothed 
sheath completely encircling the stem. 
Each tooth was once a leaf, in tbe days of 
the plant's prosperity. Now that it has 
learned the sweet uses of adversity 
it can maintain no such extravagance as 
leaves, so they are as we see them. The 
stem is hollow and is divided into closed 
sections or joints just where each whorl of 
branches is given off. There is also an 
outer ring of tiny tubes, throuch which 
the jiiant draws moisture from the earth. 
It is a little higher order of creature than 
the fem.but it is still a cryptogram~that is, 
a plant never bearing true flowers or seeds, 
but propagating by spores, as do the ferns, 

.Vnd so, fallen uyon hard lines, chilled, 
stunted by the cold, having but a brief 
season of existence, when the cold winter 
rains have ceased and the summer 
droughts not yet begun, we have our 
scouring-rush, only a few inches high. 
.\nd this branched stem that we see is not 
fertile. 'Tis enough for it that it sports 
this waving green feather; the fertile 
stems arc not branched. They thrust llieni- 
selves above earth, jiale, shrinking, live a 
brief season, develop their spores and die. 
Indeed, they can hardlv say that they 
have lived. It is hard to" say why they do 
live. Their work is done: but theirs was 
a hardy stock, and they die hard. Butoor

Surely he must be cuol .md darinfr, 
lor he must not miss a wounded and en- 
raged seal, nor most tbe slightest hitch 
occur in the line when the prey rushes 
away with tMe harpoon. The greatest 
achievement in the hunter's art was to be 
able to dispense with bladders, and to let 
the seal tow tbe "kaiak" man by-bis waist.

The Whole State Is Enthusiastic 
Over Movement for a United 
California. 



T6-morrow ivill be memorable in the 
history of California as the day upon 
which the great movement for a united 
and harmonions commonwealth took prac- 
tical shape and form. To-morrow, Mon- 
day, AprilllS, at 3 p. M., the Half-million 
Club will drive its first train from the bay 
■vity toward the orange land and the fiesta. 
The northern and central counties will 
.join hands with the southern counties 
amid common expressions of joyous pood 
will. In the series of excursions that ^vil! 
ioUow the inar.jr.ral triji to-morrow, the 
people of cv( ry t: r. nt the State will be 
given a royal oiiportunity of becomine ac- 
■quainted with the people and the resources 
of every other section. 

The people are enthusiastic from one 
«nd of California to the other. Chairman 
S. H. Carnutn of the transportation com- 
mittee of the Half-million Clab said last 
nizht: 

The arrangements are complete In every de- 
tail, and every indication is for a splendid ex- 
'■COTtion down lo Ix)s Angeles. Wc are also a»- 
Mred of eminent satisfaction for the return 
excursion, and we trust that our Southern Cali- 
fornia friends will lome north In numbers 
even greater than now are anticipated. By so 
doing Callfornians will become acquainted 
Vrith each other and the denizens of the south 
xuiT see what the central sections and tlie 
north can show for their enlightenment and 
pleasure. 

This excursion wlU fail to accomplish the

Among all the suggestions that have thns far 
been made as to bow San Francisco can become 
e city of half a million inhabitants one of the 
most' important has been overlooked. No even 
casual visitor to Southern California can fail 
to realize that the country south of the Te- 
hacfaapi Mountains, and Los Angeles inpar- 
tioulnr. has been made what it is chiefly by the 
Inilui of well-lo-do people from the East, who 
have (rone there not so much for the p^riLise 
of maiinK money as that of tindinp s iU s.rKi)le 
plare in w hich to live and enjoy t!i- r - ■. . -. 

Thousanis of people come ir'im i-.m nn- 
nually Into Southern California for tlie S(>Ie 
jfurpo.se of sppri'linir a iiU-a.^uiil winter, and 
having thus coTr.e oiTcii rt-iimiTi, or rt'iurn for 
permanent residence. Now, tin re is no reason 
either climati''ally or from a scfiiio or any 
ether standpoint why many of the valloys sur- 
rounding San Francisco hay sbouM not be 
filled with just these classes of people. In 
order to attraot such, however, it is neiessary 
thai somethiiiL' be done to render their stay 
pleasurable. If this movement develops as ft 
IS expected it will n series of eiitprttiinmeiits of 
Various kinds he innugurated. eoinmenc- 
ing in Los .^TiKele-- in J.coetnber and closing, 
perhaps, at Santa F.o^a in .Mtiy of the coming 
year, which will be of sufficient maenitude. 
variety and interest to attract a much larger 
numl>er of peoj.le lo California than could 
otherwise be Drought here. 

Millions of money are beins spent in Europe 
annually that should be spent in California, 
the Italy of America. But even thi- is not the 
most impoi tanl suggestion that the coinmiitee 
has in mind, but its plans have not developed 
tar enough to admit of publication. 

It is expected that the meeting of the com- 
mittee representing all parts of the State at Los 
Angeles will take action and work into definite 
form many of the suggestions that are to be 
presented by the club. 

The importance of the excursion is being 
more fully a]'preoiated every day by rea- 
son of the fact that the people of the in- 
terior recognize that it is an nonest effort 
on the part of the people of isan Francisco 
to assist in developing the whole State. 
Chairman W. M. Bunker of the promotion 
committee said yesterday : 

It is the first time in the histoiy of our city 
that her people have attempted anything of 
this kind. San Francisco has always responded 
generously in cases of disasters at other points, 
out at no time have her people made the in- 
terests of the whole interior their own in- 
terests. Let me tell you that visitors from the 
interior— farmers, miners, stockmen, orchard- 
ists — are calling on the Half-million Club at 
room 20. Mills building, to tiiank the club for 
its work, and to say that they feel encouraged 
end That they want the t Inb to utideiatand that 
its work ifi thoroughly appreciated. 

The exi'ursioniais w'lll go to Ix>s Angeles and 
Panta BarlpBta for the purpose of having n good 
lime, and they are prepared to ccmplimcnt 
those sections *ou their thrift. ( titcrprise and 
artistic tastes. iMrverrtl Sfin hrfli.clsi nijt. who 
are looking after ilu-ir i>ro[ierty interests in 
Los Angeles, have written to friends in this 
city to say that they stand ready to extend any 
courtesy to the people from the bay. 

Colonel Byrne, a popular San Francis- 
can, who is the owner of a business block 
Just being completed in Los Angeles, lias 
notified Mr. Bunker that he lias made a 
Teaerration of many windows in his build- 
ing at the comer of Third street and 
Broadway, and such windows will be at 
the disposal of members of the Half-mil- 
lion Club and their (luests. There are 
sixty-eight four-foot windows fronting on 
Broadway, and Mr. Byrne has given the 
privileges of a majority of them to the 
Associated Charities of Los Anpeles in or- 
der that the}' may reap some financial 
benefit from rentals during the fiesta. 

The itinerary is a very attractive speci- 
men of the lithographic art. and it will 
certainly be preserved by the recipients 
not aione as a meme nto of tlie ricf a«ion, 
but for the historical vaiiK; it will have, as 
the excursion represents the opcningof the 
new era for California.

The master of the Me- 
tropolis said that Ijeahy would have to 
take nis vessel overland to do so. and a 
wacer was put up on the result of the race. 

Both vessels are fast sailers, and both 
have good r( cords. The fxird Spencer 
went dowii to .Newcastle, N. S. W., from 
the Cape of (iooti Hope in twenty-seven 
days, the fastest time known ; and the 
Metropolis covered the distance from 
Montevideo to Portland, Or., in lifty-four 
days, which is the best trip known. 

Considerable money has been put up on 
the result along the waterfront, where 
Captain I,eahy has the greatest number of 
well-wishers. " He is a fine specimen of an 
Irish gentleman, and as popular a master 
as ever entered port. 

The growlers on the water front ate still 
talking over the performance of the Somali. 
She made the trip to Liverpool from this 
city in VM days, which is looked upon as 
something remarkable in view of tne fact 
that she v. v, , f,,ul. She ruaiie the voyage 
from Hongkong to .'■^aii Francisco in 140 
davs, and then was laid up here for seven 
months.

Death of Father Bradey, the 
Paulist Priest, at St. 
IMary's Hospital. 



A IBADER nr THE CHTJECH. 

As a IMIssionary He Was Widely 
Known Tfiroughout the 
Country. 

Rev. Father Edward T. Bradey, the cmi 
nent Paulist preacher and pastor of old St. 
Mary's Church on California street, died 
at 8t. Mary's Hospital x^sterday morning, 
after a lingering iUneas of nearty three 
months. He was one of the foremost

priests in the Catholic church in the 
L'uited States. He was widely known 
through the missions of the country and 
for a quarter of a century he preached in 
different parts of the country. His death 
was directly due to kidney troubles, aggra- 
vated by other disorders. 

Father Bradey took to his bed on Janu- 
ary 12. His constitution was reduced 
somewhat from hard woik in connection 
with the transfer of uld ."^t. Mary's Church 
by the Archbishop to the I'aulist com- 
munity. Besides lie had worked hard in 
the niissionary field. Then the disease 
made rapid inroads on his system and he 
was soon greatly reduced in strength. 
Three weeks ago he was removed to the 
hospital, where lie died. The end was 
peaceful, though for a few days previous 
lie had suffered greatly. 

Father Bradey wa- Ijorn in Ireland in 
1847. He received his iircliminary educa- 
tion in tiis native land, and at the age of 
17 years he came to the United States and 
entered the Paulist Society in New Nork 
City. 

He soon passed through ooll^te and was 
ordained a priest of the church. After his 
ordination he took up parisn work in Xew 
York City, but in the early 7U's he w as sent 
out into the missionary field. In lS~i> he, 
with Father Deshon, the head of the Paul- 
ists in this country, did earnest and effec- 
tive work in this city, assisted by a num- 
ber of other members of the Catlunc 
clergy. ' 
feThe funeral services over Father Bradey 
will he held at St. Mary's next Tuesday 
morning at 10 o'clock. Rev. Father Ar- 
thur M. ('lark, ('. .S. r,, will celebrate mas.<. 
Father H. H. Wymau will act as deacon 
and Father M. Otis as sub-deacon. Vicar- 
Gcneral Prendergast of the Cathedral will 
preach the sermon.

The Spur I>lae to the FaA Is Used 
by the Ballrwad Com- 
paay. 



Complaints have been made by people 
living in the neighborhood of Golden Gate 
Park that the Southern Pacific Company 
is using the spur track for the purpose of 
hauling coal to sheds near Stanyan and 
Frederick streets. The coal is distributed 
at this point and taken to power-houses in 
the immediate ▼icinity as fuel for engines 
of the Market-street railway system. 

Quite a large amount of coal is consumed 
by the boilers at Oak and Broderick streets. 
First avenue and Geary street and at Mc- 
Allister and Lyon streets ; also by the fur- 
naces of the electric system on Frederick 
street, south of . the park, and by the steam 
locomotives of the Park and Ocean rail- 
road. The spur track along the ocean 
boulevard, constructeil as a temporary ad- 
junct of the Midwinter Fair with an under- 
standing it should be removed after the 
fair, affords an economical way of furnish- 
ing coal supplies to these places, and now 
it appears the railroad ( ompanv is taking 
advantage of it. For a time the Park Com- 
missioners allowed the spur track to re- 
main because a contractor was hauling 
loam over it from San Mateo Countv to the 
park, hut since then it has lain nnnoticetl 
until the present complaint was made. 

General Manager Vining of the Market- 
street company was asked about the mat- 
ter yesterday. He smiled pleasantly as he 
remarked: "That is sonictliing I can't tell 
you anything about. Anyhow I think it is 
a 0 uestion I'm not called upon toanswer."
